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The reference in our issue of April 2 to the sugges- 
tion by the editor of this paper to Charles Reade of 
the subject of his great story, “Put Yourself in His 
iiace,” which deals so strikingly and effectively with the 
tyranny of trade unions, has’ created comment in the 
nress of the country that makes it not uninteresting his- 
torically to mention the exact circumstances in which 
the suggestion was made to Mr. Reade. In the interval 
between the appearance of “Fut Yourself in His Place” 
and Charles Reade’s previous novel, the editor 
of the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, who was an intimate 
friend of Mr. Reade, and was dining with him one day 
at his “Naboth’s Vineyard,” Piccadilly, London, was 
asked by Mr. Reade what he could suggest as the sub- 
ject of his next novel. The answer came immediately. 
“Your subject, Mr. Reade, is “Trade Unions.’” The re- 
ply was: “It is a very large subject”; but there was 
no suggestion that it was one that had occurred to Mr. 
lteade as the theme of his succeeding story. At the time 
referred to an explanation was given as to the origin of 
“Hard Cash.” Mr. Reade was a lawyer by education, 
having the title of D.C.L., though he had never prac- 
ticed at the bar. He was living with a Mr. and Mrs. 
Seymour, who belonged to the theatrical profession. 
One day Mrs. Seymour returned home and told a story 
of having noticed a commotion in the street while she 
was at her milliner’s, and being told, on asking the cause 
of it, that they were trying to get a man to put him 
into the lunatic asylum. “But,” added her informant, 
“he is not insane.” “If you are sure of that,” said 
Mrs. Seymour, who was a warm-hearted little woman, 
“send him around to my house and I will take care of 
him.’ Some time during the night there was a ring at 
the doorbell, and Mrs. Seymour went down and admitted 
the alleged crazy man to her house. The next morning 
she was called sharply to account by her husband, who 
thought she was very indiscreet in admitting into the 
house a man who might cut all of their throats. Mr. 
Reade, “Charles,” as she called him, came to her de- 
fense and inquired into the matter, satisfied himself that 
the man was not insane, and that it was an attempt to 
get his money, took up his ease, fought it out in the 
courts and secured his freedom. The publication of 
“Hard Cash” followed.

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I'rom the account in the Japan Advertiser, reproduced 
in the Manila Times, of the address of Count Okuma, 
Prime Minister of Japan in 1898 and founder of the 
Progressive Party, one may judge that against Great 
Britain, as well as against the United States, there is a 
feeling on account of race discrimination. Count Okuma’s 
address was made before members of the Japan Peace 
Society, of which not long ago he was elected president. 
“Although the Japanese take it for granted that their 
country is brought into the family of the great 
Powers of the world,” he said, “and that their civiliza- 
tion deserves the position, the white people are still apt 
to undervalue Orientals under the name of the yellow 
race. This habit of the white people presents a great 
obstacle in the path of peace. Japan is one of the great 
Powers of the world, yet her emigrants to Natal are not 
treated as people from a great Power, though they de- 
serve to be so treated. Natal is a colony of Great 
Britain, which is Japan’s ally. In America the Japanese 
are distinguished from the white people. Such discrimi- 
nation toward members of human society who ought to 
be treated equally must have originated in the mistaken 
conviction that the weak should be oppressed by the 
strong. It is only natural, therefore, that the oppressed 
should take arms against the oppressor in order to dis- 
abuse the latter’s minds of such a conviction. For what 





reason did the Americans stand in the eighteenth century 
in arms against the English, who belong to the Anglo- 
Saxon race, as the Americans themselves? The heavy 
taxes and oppression of the English was the cause. 
Oppressed people are not patient enough to be oppressed 
forever. They will stand against the oppressor when 
the time comes. The Americans must be fully aware 
that the people whom they oppress now unreasonably 
will stand some time strongly against them, as they 
themselves did against the English. The peace of the 
world can be maintained only by the sympathy of the 
strong with the weak, and also the adherence to the prin- 
ciple of international] morality by the Powers.” 





Former Secretary of the Treasury Leslie M. Shaw, 
who is calling attention these days to our defenselessness 
in the Pacific, properly defined the attitude taken by 
some people against ship subsidies by saying, in a speech 
in New York on April 11, that “most people are opposed 
to the name, but not to the principle, of subsidy.” He 
said this in an address to the Commercial Travelers’ 
National League Merchant Marine Association in behalf 
of the building up of the American merchant marine. 
He proceeded to show that the United States to-day is 
granting many subsidies under a different name. It is 
spending millions each year, he said, for the dredging of 
rivers and harbors so somebody can float ships there; it 
spends millions each year in encouraging agriculture; 
it subsidizes the press by carrying magazines at less than 
half it costs. We have paid $50,000,000 for the privilege 
of digging a ditch, and we are going to spend $400.- 
000,000 to dig it and many more to defend it, so that all 
the world will have a right to use it the same as our- 
selves. It is subsidizing the commerce of the world to 
get somebody to float ships on it. “Japan can load 
200,000 soldiers on her ships and send over a fleet and 
land troops any foggy day in the magnificent harbor of 
Puget Sound,” he said, “and how long would it take us 
to get 200,000 troops up there by railroad to contest the 
landing? None of the forts along the Pacific coast is 
protected from the rear. I saw that the newspapers 
recently quoted Jacob Schiff as predicting war. Mr. 
Schiff has been the financial agent of the Japanese 
government for many years, and if he, said there is 
going to be war I would rather take his judgment than 
that of any other man in the United States, not except- 
ing the Secretary of War.’ To make sure that his 
hearers wouldn’t think he was talking jingoism, Mr. 
Shaw explained that he wasn’t predicting war, but just 
telling what might happen in case war was declared.

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Members of the Panama Canal Fortifications Board, 
whose return from the Isthmus was referred to in our 
issue of April 9, believe that the Canal will be finished 
not only on time, but even ahead of time. The matter 
of fortification worked out very much as planned. It is 
proposed to station on the Isthmus a strong garrison 
from the mobile Army, with a detachment of Field 
Artillery and probably two troops of Cavalry, beside 
the number of Coast Artillery troops required for man- 
ning guns in forts at the entrance to the Canal and also 
for defense of the land approaches. Particular attention 
will be given to such important parts of the Canal as the 
Miraflores locks and the Gatun dam. The impossibility 
of calling upon the Militia makes the stationing of an 
adequate garrison imperative, and a sufficiently effective 
medical administration must be present on the Isthmus 
properly to watch over the sanitary conditions and pre- 
serve the health of the men. The results already accom- 
plished by Colonel Gorgas and his assistants of the 
Medical Corps pave the way to an easy and permanent 
solution of the troublesome question of safeguarding the 
health of the men from the old terrors of the Isthmus— 
the fevers. Of the board on fortifications, Brigadier 
General Wotherspoon, Major W. G. Haan, C.A.C., and 
Commanders Knapp and Maxwell are still on the 
Isthmus arranging for the purchase of sites.

So enthusiastic is New Orleans over the prospect of 
the completion of the Panama Canal that at a great 
mass meeting held in that city on April 7 in favor of a 
proper celebration of the event a proposition was laid 
before the meeting that the city should lay a tax of 
six-eighths of a mill on the dollar on their property and 
that the property holders of the state outside the city 
should tax themselves three-eighths of a mill, the tax 
to continue for ten years or less, according to the suffi- 
ciency of the money so raised. This proposition must 
await the action of the Legislature, but it is significant 
of the effect upon the trade of only this one section of 
the United States that so large a proposal should be 
made nearly a half dozen years before the termination 
of the work. Evidently there is no scepticism in the 
delta metropolis as to the ability of the Army Engineers 
to drive the tremendous task through to completion. In 
an interview in the New Orleans Picayune of April 5 
Rear Admiral R. D. Evans was quoted as saying that 
a great naval station is needed on the Gulf, and New 
Orleans is the place for it. He deemed its location good, 
as it is at a safe distance from the sea, making it im- 
possible for an enemy to reach the station to destroy it, 
and the river could be so well defended that no foreign 
fleet could enter it; but he saw one objection, namely, 
that in the event of war it would be hard for our fleet 


' to get out of the river in the face of an enemy in the 


Gulf. Even this, he thought, might be offset by properly 
defending the South Pass. He was quoted as saying he 


was sorry to see the plans on the naval station there | 
abandoned. Admiral Evans said he was in favor of 
publicly owned docks, as under the private system the 
railroads jumped in and got control.

Students of the recent history of naval management 
will read with interest that part of the speech of 
Attorney General Wickersham, made in Chicago on 
April 9, in which he referred to the injury caused the 
Service by the frequent change in the head of the Navy 
Department, pointing out that in the last seven years 
there were six Secretaries of the Navy, or nearly one a 
year. Just what such rapid changes mean to the Service 
may be judged from the fact that the last was made 
during the beginning of a trial of a new scheme of naval 
reorganization. This test, which involved the most im- 
portant changes in the management of navy yards that 
had been considered for decades, was scarcely under way 
when a new administration came into power, and with 
it a new Secretary, who, in order to bring the plans of 
reorganization into harmony with his own views, set on 
foot his own scheme of consolidation and centralization. 
Without any regard to the merits of either plan, if such 
changes were made in any private business of the size 
and importance of the Navy, and covering such large 





expenditures, they would make their influence felt. 
Now that Mr. Meyer, the present Secretary of . 
the Navy, with his large views of affairs, has 


developed a scheme of reorganization which, as far as it 
has been tried, has shown most excellent results and 
gives promise of measuring up to the needs of the future, 
if Congress will make the changes in the laws necessary 
to render it fully effective, it is to be hoped that more 
permanency will mark the incumbency of the Department 
head.

So widely has our criticism of the misuse of the word 
“cadet” been taken up and republished by the daily ; 
papers that we may confidently expect that hereafter 
the word will be reserved. for its proper duty, that of 
designating young men and youths under military and 
naval training. One of the most effective presentations 
of the degradation to which the word has been subjected 
was made by an editorial in the Evening World of April 
8, which, with pictures, brought out strongly the point 
we made against the newspapers’ improper employment 
of the word. One picture showed a skulking, sneaking 
type of the lower East Side degenerate youth, while 
another represented a splendid line of cadets marching 
in company front with the American flag floating over 
them. The contrast thus strikingly drawn must have 
proved even to the unthinking the justice of the criticism 
made by the ARMy AND Navy JourNAL. The prompt 
response which has been made among the newspapers to 
our protest against the degradation of the word shows 
the high position which the military cadets hold in the 
estimation of the public and how loath thinking people ‘ 
are to do them wittingly an injustice.

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The use of the five hundred Maxim silencers purchased 
by the Ordnance Department of the Army is to be 
limited to their application to guns used in the instruc- 
tion of recruits to lessen recoil, and for the same reason 
they are to be applied to guns having telescopic sights. 
Members of the Militia are authorized to purchase 
silencers from the government stock on hand. The 
Ordnance Department is not yet satisfied of the expe- 
diency of adopting the Maxim or any silencer for general 
use with the Army rifle. The friends of the Moore 
silencer are confident that the War Department will be 
inclined to go a step further when they learn of the 
merits of that invention. Our confidence in it is due to 
an examination of the silencer brought to our office by 
Mr. Moore and to the report of the results of preliminary 
trials with it. It is to be tested at the Springfield 
Arsenal, after which we shall be able to reach a more 
satisfactory conclusion as to its merits. 





The value of military discipline in a great public 
emergency was again illustrated during the transfer of 
the 900 passengers, mostly emigrants, from the British 
steamship Cairnrona, bound from London to Portland, 
Me., which caught fire on April 7 in the English Chan- 
nel. The transfer to another steamer took place in 
mid-channel, while the sea was running high. The two 
steamship captains adopted military methods in control- 
ling the panic-stricken passengers. All who rushed for 
the lifeboats on the first alarm were promptly knocked 
down or beaten in such a way as to awe the cowardly 
and permit of order. But for the military precision 
which marked the work of the crew of the Cairnrona 
from the first alarm the ship would have been taken 
possession of by the frightened passengers. By restoring 
order it was possible to take off every passenger without 
injury.

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A special board of officers, of which Col. Alexander 
Rodgers, 6th U.S. Cav., is president, will meet at Rock 
Island Arsenal, Ill., April 27, to report upon any 
changes advisable in Cavalry horse equipments and the. 
equipment of the Cavalry soldier. This board will not 
consider the question of rifle and pistols, as this matter 
will probably be considered by another special board. 
The first named board will have a troop of Cavalry 
placed at its disposal. ‘The order convening it appears 
under our Army head in this issue. 
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Writing to the New York Evening Post from Fort 
Yellowstone, “Cavalry Officer’ says: “One might well 
ask, ‘Will it be possible to carry out any elimination 
law that may be passed so long as it is possible to over- 
ride the findings of courts and boards under the present 
law? I believe Mr. Taft once wrote, in transmitting 
an elimination bill to Congress, that he believed the bill 
was necessary because Army boards did not do their 
duty. How very often have their findings been over- 
ruled by the War Department—I will not say the War 
Department, but political considerations at Washington. 
The condition that you so clearly set forth is also true 
in regard to examining boards. How many candidates 
have been commissioned after being found deficient by 
the board? Let me tell you of a particular incident. 
Once, while on staff duty, I was talking with the in- 
spector general—a major. We talked of a lieutenant 
who had been in the Service only a short time, and who 
had done very poorly, and who was in some trouble. 
I said: ‘Major, I can’t see how any board could have 
passed such a man.’ He replied that he was president 
of the examining board that passed him, and I began 
to apologize, but the Major continued : ‘That man was in 
effect found deficient mentally, morally and agree A 
There were thirty examined at the time. e board 
recommended that seven be commissioned. The proceed- 
ings were returned to the board for reconsideration, but 
the board adhered to its decision in the matter, and re- 
minded the War Department that they were under oath 
to do their duty. All thirty were commissioned.’ What 
we need is a sieve at the entrance to the Army. Per- 
sonally, I love the military service. Uncle Sam has al- 
ways been good to me, sending me to West Point, the 
Army School of the Line and the Staff College, but I 
can look ahead and see the increasing trust that is be- 
ing placed on the Militia, and if my state—I have had 
much Militia work—would make me the right kind of 
an offer financially I would leave the Regular Service 
in a minute. If war broke out, I would have a better 
chance to get to the front and into it. I would have 
a chance to improve my value to the Government in 
times of peace. I would not care to answer _the ques- 
tion as to whether Uncle Sam is right or safe in leaning 
more and more on the Militia, but I can see great op- 
portunities in the Militia for young Regular officers who 
understand how to handle men. Upton once answered 
the first question fully, and his answer appears in a 
War Department publication.”

Henry Clews, LL.D., at the banquet given in honor of 
the President of the United States by the American Peace 
and Arbitration League, at the Hotel Astor, New York, 
March 22, 1910, made an excellent address, in which he 
said: “To ensure peace we must be fully prepared for 
war. Our state Militia must be kept well drilled and 
well disciplined. Our Regular Army must be kept in 
the highest state of efficiency. Our Navy also must be 
kept in the front rank. Dreadnoughts must be super- 
seded by still stronger Dreadnoughts. We must be so 
fully armed that we can command the respect of the 
world. * * * Qur country needs a Navy more effi- 
cient than that of any of our neighbors across the oceans, 
and if we possess it foreign Powers will, like the Phila- 
delphia rioters, hesitate to provoke us by injustice. We 
will, in this way, become the one nation most respected— 
even if not feared—as we have no personal interest in 
foreign quarrels, and would very likely be chosen arbi- 
trators for that reason. * * * The Panama Canal 
alone is a reason for our keeping pace with the world in 
naval strength. During the years that will elapse before 
its completion we should use every effort to add to the 
number and efficiency of our warships. I believe in 
the most liberal appropriation for offense and defense, 
yet hope and pray that universal peace may prevail. 
* * * When our great Panama Canal is finished 
some of the South American countries may become a 
tempting bait to some foreign country, and we may be 
forced to assume the aggressive, as well as the defensive, 
so it behooves us to be awake and on our guard. As a 
man takes out a policy for fire insurance, hoping there 
will be no necessity for using it, so we must build ships 
and fortifications as insurance, hoping never to fire a 
gun, except as a salute to the flag of some friendly 
Power. I sincerely hope that the efforts of our organiza- 
tion and of all those who sympathize with us may be 
conducive to peace on earth and good-will to men. The 
Navy is our national police on the ocean. Before we 
withdraw our warships from service and discharge our 
officers and crews it might be well to follow the sugges- 
tion of our famous Admiral ‘Bob’ Evans, and experiment 
by abolishing our police force in our cities, and trusting 
to the good nature of our criminal classes and their 
sense of honor to be good citizens and -respect the rights 
of their fellow-men. When this experiment is made I 
want a city that is far removed from New York chosen 
as an example.”

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The growing respect for the national anthem was re- 
cently shown at a theater in New York city, when 
disgust at a somewhat coarse parody of the “Star- 
Spangled Banner” led a party of men occupying a box to 
forget their gallantry for a moment and hiss the 
charming actress who was singing it. In a medley she 
introduced a change in the anthem by using some lines 
about “the home of the brave and Jim Jeffries.” After 
several efforts to repeat the song had been checked by 
the hisses, the soubrette took position close to the box 
and scored the occupants roundly for their interruption, 
saying their conduct was ungentlemanly, ete., and ex- 
pressing regret that the presence of only women ushers 
prevented her, from causing their ejectment. No reply 
was made by the interrupters, and this was a mistake. 
The audience should have been frankly told that the 
hisses meant no discourtesy to the performer, but simply 
was an objection to the desecration of the anthem. The 
Irish put off so long their expression of resentment at 
the caricaturing of their race on the stage that when 
they finally took up the matter they had to employ the 
most forcible protests, even to the extent of hurling 
missiles. The willingness of the Irishman to fight when 
occasion calls for it is affording a stimulus to the Jews, 
prominent representatives of that race now urging that 
measures be taken to stop the caricaturing of the 
Hebrews on the stage and in the comic newspapers. 
Indeed, one rabbi, the Rev. Dr. Joseph Silverman, of 
New York city, believes the reading of Shakespeare’s 
Merchant of Venice” should not be permitted in the 
public schools on account of its untruthful portraiture 
of Shylock, the Jewish money lender. He says that “the

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Exceptions were taken on April 2 to the sale by 
William I, Schaffer, receiver of the Delaware River Iron 
Shipbuilding and Engine Works, better known as 
Roach’s shipyards, to William Holman, of New York, for 
$51,000, subject to a mortgage of $100,000. The court 
fixed Saturday morning, April 9, as a time for the 
hearing. The exceptions were taken on petitions of 
Stephen W. Roach, a stockholder and vice president, and 
Delden Roach, a creditor. The petitioners claim that 
the price bid was wholly insufficient, the property having 
been appraised at $280,000; that the assets of the com- 
pany are greatly jeopardized and that the creditors will 
receive little on account of their claims. They also 
contend that the sale was insufficiently advertised. The 
terms of the sale, as published, were materially changed 
at the time of the sale, and fault was found with fixing 
the time for closing the title upon April 15. The title, 
it is alleged, too, was not properly vested in the receiver, 
Judge Johnson, at Media, on April 11, made a decree 
that if Delden Roach and Stephen W. Roach file a bond 
of $56,000 conditional that a re-sale of Roach’s shipyard 
in Chester will bring at least $5,000 above the former 
bid and to cover the expenses caused by the proposed 
re-sale, the recent sale will be set aside. If the bond is 
not filed by April 16 the court will confirm the sale of 
the shipyard. The purchaser of the property has re- 
fused to state whom he represents, but a report that the 
yard will pass into the hands of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, if the sale is confirmed, is believed by some of the 
parties interested in the property. 
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Adjutant General Frank M. Rumbold, of Missouri, has 
presented a magnificent trophy to the National Rifle 
Association of America for competition in the champion- 
ship regimental team match at Camp Perry, Ohio, next 
August. The last trophy for this match was won in 1908 
by the 6th Massachusetts Infantry. It had been won by 
this regiment the two preceding years, and the third 
winning gave it permanent possession of the trophy. 
The new trophy was designed by General Rumbold’s 
sister, Mrs. Estelle Rumbold Kohn, a sculptress, living 
in New York city. It is a silver punch bowl, eighteen 
inches in diameter and weighing 299 ounces. It is an 
Indian bowl, supported on four legs, held together by a 
simple braided band, the two figures surmounting it 
representing on the one hand an early Eastern tribesman 
and on the other an early Western tribesman. The in- 
seription goes entirely around the bowl, and the names 
of the winners Will be inscribed inside the bowl. The 
design is one which has been freely executed, and the 
sculptress has kept it as primitive and vigorous as pos- 
sible. Adjutant General Rumbold, the donor of the 
trophy, has served in the National Guard, and also in 
the U.S. Volunteers during the Spanish War. He was 
recommended for brevet for gallantry and bravery in 
action, and he received the silver life-saving medal of the 
Government in recognition of gallant conduct exhibited 
by him in saving a number of persons from drowning in 
the waters of Manila Bay during a storm on the night of 
Dec. 19, 1899. 








The Montreal (Canada) Horse Show Association, 
through its secretary-treasurer, Mr. W. Northey, sends 
us further particulars of the annual spring show to be 
held at Montreal. The program includes two special 
military jumping classes, similar to those which created 
much interest at Olympia, in London, last June, and at 
the National Horse Show at Madison Square Garden, 
New York, last November. As was the case at the two 
shows referred to, these competitions at Montreal will 
be open to all nations and all branches of their respee- 
tive services, the horses to be the property of the officers 
or their government, and to be ridden by officers in 
uniform, with civilian saddle. In the first class there 
will be three obstacles to negotiate, as follows: First 
jump, board fence four feet high; second jump, stone 
wall four feet high; third jump, double post and rails. 
four feet high and about thirty feet apart. The course 
must be traversed twice, and no horse shall be allowed 
more than two minutes to complete the performance. 
The second event is a water jump. The first trial will 
commence at fifteen feet, and be widened one foot at a 
time until the contest is decided. Only three trials will 
be allowed each horse at the various widths. The entry 
fee for each of these events is $3, and the prizes are 
$75, $50 and $25 in each instance. The dates of the 
Entries for all events 
close Saturday, April 23. 





A committee, whose members are the Rev. H. D. 
Stewart, pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
Delaware City, Del.; John C. Norsk and Bertram J. 
Simpson, have written letters appearing in the Phila- 
delphia papers asking contributions to organize, build 
and maintain a Y.M.C.A. at Fort Dupont, Del. They 
state that there is at present no building at this post 
which the men can claim their own or in which they 
will feel at home and have a place to study and rest. 
There are stationed at this post five companies, one band 
and a detachment of the Hospital Corps. More than 150 
men in this command have signified. their willingness to 
join this organization if started. The commanding officer 
of the post has set aside a small building for organiza- 
tion purposes, but the committee have nothing for fur- 
nishing this building in an attractive and homelike 
manner. Any donations other than money will be gladly 
accepted, as the equipment for this building will be 
similar to that found in any first class Y.M.C.A. in the 
country, and the committee hope for a ready response 
from the people of Philadelphia and vicinity.

J. J. Knapp, U.S.N., hydrographer of the 
Navy, has issued a request to all ship masters who view 
Halley’s comet to make close observations with their 
binoculars, spyglasses or low power eyepieces of their 
sextants with a view to informing the office of its bright- 
ness as compared with the bright stars in the heavens. 
the angular length of its tail, comparing it with the 
angular distance between bright stars near it; its form 
and color. To assist the ship masters in this study the 
Hydrographic Office has prepared a chart containing 
physical data about the comet and showing its calculated 
position in the sky at short intervals from March 11 to 
May 30. The statement is made that the comet in May 
will pass between the earth and the sun, producing a 
transit of the sun. 


It is not safe for even the thoughtless to jeer at the 
uniform of the United States Army in Kansas City these 
days. Two men were haled before Judge Kyle in that 
city on April 8 on the charge of jeering at the uniform. 
A policeman heard the insulting remarks and promptly 
took the men into custody. Both men were set free on 
their plea that they had served in the Army and had 
not intended to be insulting.

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NAVY LEAGUE CONVENTION. 


The opening of the convention of the Navy League of 
the United States at the Bellevue-Stratford, in Phila- 
delphia, on April 8, was marked by the reading of a 
telegram from President Taft, who said: 

“J wish to express my sympathy with your organiza- 
tion and in its purpose to secure the continuance of a 
strong and efficient Navy for the simple purpose of 
maintaining peace. Two battleships a year until the 
Panama Canal is completed is my plan, and I hope you 
are in sympathy with this.” 

The despatch was addressed to former Ambassador 
Charlemagne Tower, chairman of the Nicholas Biddle 
Section of the Navy League, the Philadelphia branch, 
which was host of the national organization for its first 
meeting outside of Washington. A business meeting was 
held in the afternoon, followed by a banquet in the eve- 
ning, Which was largely attended. Mr. Tower presided 
as toastmaster. At his right sat the Secretary of the 
Navy, Mr. Meyer, and at his left Governor Stuart. 
Others at the guest table included Senator Oliver, Rear 
Admiral C. S. Sperry, Senator Penrose, Mayor Reyburn, 
Rear Admiral E. C. Pendleton, until recently commandant 
at League Island; Gen. W. P. Bowman, presentative 
2. O. Moon, R. G. Hetherington, Lloyd Osborne, Bernard 
N. Baker, of Baltimore; Comdr. C. C. Marsh, U.S.N., 
and others. 


SECRETARY MEYER’S ADDRESS. 

The speech of Hon. George von L. Meyer, Secretary of 
‘ie Navy, was, in part, a substantial repetition of what 
\ve have already published in explanation and defense 
of the Seeretary’s plan of naval reorganization and of the 
Navy Personne] bill. In the course of his further re- 
marks, the Secretary said: 

“To Mr. Newberry, the Secretary of the Navy during 
the final months of Mr. Roosevelt’s administration, is 
due the credit for the consolidation of shops and tools and 
the consequent liberating of buildings for other purposes 
in the various navy yards in the country. Mr. Newberry 
may justly be called the pioneer in inaugurating changes 
from the old system of arganization. Many of his steps 
[ have carried on further; some few I have changed, I 
think, for the better. In order to utilize consolidation 
to the best advantage, both economically and efficiently, 
the manufacturing department was divided, after due 
consideration, into two logical divisions of hull and 
machinery, with a naval constructor as expert head of 
the hull division and a steam engineering officer as the 
expert head of the machinery division, thus following 
the example of the English and German navies and that 
of the most successful shipbuilding concerns in this 
country. The commandant of the future is to be the 
administrative general manager or superintendent of the 
navy yard, selected on account of special qualifications ; 
his active principal assistants will be the experts in 
charge of the hull and machinery departments. 

“Consolidation in navy yards has been carried still 
further by placing the construction of all buildings, etc., 
in the various navy yards under the civil engineers under 
the Bureau of Yards and Docks. ‘ 

“Since the Navy has been placed on a modern basis and 
has reached the rank of second or third in the navies 
of the world, we find, according to the last census, that 
there were (in 1905) 242,740 wage-earners in the steel 
and iron industry, earning in a year $141,439,000 and 
producing iron and steel worth $905,000,000. The en- 
couragement given to this industry by the construction 
of the new Navy had a decided influence in bringing 
about these substantial results, and therefore I claim 
ihat the money expended on battleships and cruisers has 
not been thrown away, as the peace societies and some 
of the worthy clergy who have been opposing the increase 
in the Navy and the building of battleships would have 
you believe. The money expended on our battleships and 
cruisers has not been an economic loss. 

“The demand for the highest class of steel resulted in 
new processes and in the improvement of plants, with 
the consequent production of steel at lower cost, and this, 
in turn, enabled it to be used for structural work, which 
is known as steel construction. It has revolutionized 
building in this country by the introduction of what is 
known as the ‘skyscraper.’ The great shipyards of Bath 
(Me.), Quincy (Mass.), New York, Camden, Philadel- 
phia, Newport News, Seattle and San Francisco owe 
their establishment and growth to the government work 
on the Navy. It is also pertinent to remark that the 
crowth of the electrical industry in this country was 
materially aided by the pioneer efforts of American naval 
officers. 

“Between 1880 and 1882, when the new Navy was 
being debated in Congress, there were those who advo- 
cated iron ships instead of steel, for the reason that the 
latter was excessive in cost, that plants would have to 
be established and workmen educated. However, steel 
construction finally carried the day, and to the new Navy 
and the construction of its warships is due in great part 
the credit for aiding materially in bringing about the 


development of steel in this country—one of the great* 


industries of the world. Our manufactures of iron and 
stee] are now found in all parts of the world, and our 
ridges span the rivers that flow into the various oceans 
and seas. 

“The year 1897 beheld America for the first time 
underselling the world in steel, and this year we have 


had the proud distinction, in open competition with Eng- 


land, Germany, France and Italy, of having allotted to 
our shipbuilders the construction and equipment for the 
Argentine government of two of the largest battleships 
that have been designed for any country in the world. 

“At the beginning of the Spanish-American War Con- 
gress appropriated $50,000,000, which was dissipated in 
the purchase of trans-Atlantic steamers, yachts, tugs, etc. 
That comparatively small amount, if appropriated three 
years earlier, would have built and equipped.eight battle- 
ships of the Oregon type, and would have made it im- 
possible in 1898 for Spain to go to war with us. The 
Spanish-American War cost this country $507,000,000. 
The pensions already paid out on account of that war 
amount to more than twenty millions, and no one knows 
what it will amount to twenty years from now. (The 
total paid out for pensions as a result of the Civil War 
is over three and one-half billions of dollars.) 

“Had the eight battleships referred to been built, and 
the Navy thus been able to prevent the war with Spain, 
it would not have heen given credit for so doing by those 
whe are opposed to the upbuilding of our Navy—but the 
fact remains. Their cry is that they do not believe there 
will ever be a war, and therefore they can see no occa- 
sion for preparing for it, forgetting that this policy 
invites aggression. One should never commit the error 
of placing one’s personal belief above the lessons of 
history and experience. 

“People who live in the present time like us must by 





some means or other study that which is the mirror of 
the future—the past; and then, seeing how often great 
statesmen have been at fault in their forecasts, may deem 
it best to make adequate provision to ensure the safety 
of their country. 

“To be strong armed for peace is a guarantee for peace ; 
to be rich but weak is to invite aggression! We know 
that our people are peace loving until trodden on, and 
then they do not count the cost to win! How much 
better to make adequate preparation to secure peace at 
moderate cost! How shortsighted to spend enormous 
sums and valuable lives after war has begun, to preserve 
our national honor and protect our homes!” 


Bernard N. Baker, of Baltimore, former president of 
the Atlantic Transport Company, who aided President 
McKinley in solving transport problems during the 
Spanish-American War, delivered an address at the after- 
noon session, speaking of the national unpreparedness at 
that period. Mr. Baker declared that transports for 
troops were sold to the Government by the Atlantic 
Transport Company, practically at the risk of involving 
Great Britain in war with Spain. The eight ships were 
flying the British flag when the war opened. As a per- 
sonal transaction they were transferred to Mr. Baker, 
and pressure was brought to bear on the British Foreign 
Office not to interfere. There was no protest from 
Madrid, and the United States secured transports which 
made the invasion of Cuba possible. Mr. Baker cited 
other incidents of unpreparedness as arguments for the 
upbuilding of a powerful and adequate merchant marine. 

Comdr. C. M. Marsh, U.S.N., followed with an im- 
pressive plea fer a strong naval reserve of skilled men, 
arguing that a trained force, subject to the orders of 
the President, was a splendid argument against a declara- 
tion of war against a country thus prepared for hostilities. 

Preceding the speeches, resolutions were adopted 
endorsing the Personnel bill. now before Congress, and 
President Taft’s program of “two battleships a year,” 
and recommending that Congress appropriate $350,000 
for the erection of a crypt at the Naval Academy, 
Annapolis, in which it is proposed that the ashes of 
John Paul Jones shall rest. 

A telegram of sympathy and commendation was sent 
to Gen. Horace Porter, president of the league, who was 
detained at his home in Washington by illness. 

Sympathy for the enlisted men of the Army and Navy 
was expressed in resolutions proposed by Miss H. E. 
Coates, of Chester, Pa., president of the Society of 
Sponsors of American Warships. ‘These were adopted. 
They pledged the members’ to make personal appeals to 
proprietors of places of amusement that there be no 
discrimination against enlisted men. It was also decided 
to notify the ‘men at League Island that the nineteen 
free libraries of Philadelphia are open to them. 

Among those noted at the banquet tables in the evening 
were Commodore and Mrs. Denig, Mrs. Pendleton, Mrs. 
Marsh, Lieut. Comdr. and Mrs. Mustin, Lieut. Comdr. 
and Mrs. Pearson, Col. Frank Heath, P.A. Engr. and 
Mrs. McEwan, Comdr. and Mrs. F. R. Naile. 

On Saturday, April 9, delegates to the annual conven- 
tion of the Navy League spent part of the day visiting 
points of historic interest about Philadelphia. Owing to 
inclement weather, a trip to the Philadelphia Navy Yard 
was’ postponed until late afternoon. The party was re- 
ceived at League Island by the commandant, Capt. A. W. 
Grant. On the return to the city a short business ses- 
sion was held, at which three directors were chosen for 
the Nicholas Biddle Section. President Charlemagne 
Tower, of the section, will remain in office for the year. 

According to the reports for the year ending March 31, 
the membership of the national section of the Navy 
League, irrespective of the numerous branch leagues 
throughout the country, has been increased by 371 regular 
members, 542 contributing members, 369 life members 
and 36 founders, making a total of 1,318 new members, 
and bringing the total membership of the league up to 
over 6, he finances of the league are also in 
excellent condition, the founders’ fund now amounting to 
$13,261, of which the interest only is used for expenses. 

A great missionary work has been done by the dis- 
tribution of 66,500 pamphlets, the general purpose of 
which has been to show that an adequate Navy is the 
best guarantee of peace; that battleships are cheaper 
than battles: that international attempts to limit arma- 
ment have failed; that the merchant marine should be 
strengthened as an auxiliary to the Navy. and that the 
naval reserve should be subject to the call of the Presi- 
dent. With all this the league opposes earnestly all 
“jingoism” in our foreign policy. 
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IMPORTANCE OF THE TWO-BATTLESHIP VOTE. 


The fact that the provision in the Naval Appropriation 
bill for two battleships received a majority so much 
larger than the most sanguine could have expected is to 
be explained, in part, by the determined stand taken by 
Representative Hobson in favor of an increase in the 
Navy. Not that Mr. Hobson’s arguments were effective 
with his colleagues, for he is regarded as an alarmist 
whose demands are too extravagant for consideration ; 
somewhat as General Sherman’s demands for troops in 
Kentucky in the early days of the Civil War were be- 
lieved to be so exorbitant that he was condemned as a 
lunatic. It is to be hoped that Mr. Hobson’s alarming 
declarations will not receive so signal a confirmation in 
the future as did those of General Sherman. 

If Mr. Hobson’s argument was not effective, his ex- 
ample was, and his determined action, and that of Mr. 
Sulzer, in cutting loose from party affiliations in defer- 
ence to their recognition of a public necessity, gave an 
unpartisan character to the vote on the question of two 
battleshins, and encouraged other Democrats to follow the 
lead of Messrs. Hobson and Sulzer. 

The Democratic votes more than made good the trifling 
defection from the Republican ranks. As the roll was 
not called upon the final passage of the Naval bill, the 
record does not show precisely how parties were divided, 
but it is understood that thirty-four Democrats voted for 
it and twenty-four Republicans against it. In the last vote 
to adjourn, just previous to putting the bill on its pas- 
sage, it anneared that 110 members were in favor of the 
bill and 162 against it, with 117 not voting; as these last 
represented pairs their votes would not have changed the 
result. Now that the bill has passed the House by so 
large a majority, its passage by the Senate is confidently 
expected, though Senator Hale is up in arms against 
the two-battleship legislation. 

Aside from the importance of strengthening our Navy. 
the final passage of an appropriation for two battleships 
will have a most important result in convincing the world 
that the United States is not to be given over to the rule 
of the foolish faddists whose conception of the proper 
methods for the prevention of war is in the line of the 
methods of witch doctors and fetish worshipers for the 





cure of disease. War is always possible under the wisest 
administration of public affairs; with the peace fanatics 
in control it would be certain. It is satisfactory to find 
that the systematic assault upon naval and military prep- 
aration made by so many bodies of ill-advised enthusiasts 
is producing an effect upon our legislators wholly out of 
proportion to the overweening self-importance of the 
petitioners who awake the echoes of the halls of Congress 
with their outcries. Some of the petitions suggest the 
inquiry as to how many clergymen are required to make a 
sound opinion upon a subject which no one of the worthy 
gentlemen understands or has made even a pretense of 
studying. Unfortunately, such petitioners have their 
allies in Congress among a class of men who, as the 
debates in Congress show, are as ignorant as they are, or 
who are controlled by a desire to placate an ignorant 
public opinion among their constituents. 

If we dwell so frequently on the theme of peace and 
war, as in the present instance, it is because we are in- 
cited to do so by correspondents who send to us from 
various parts of the country the frequent utterances of 
writers who show such ignorance of the subjects they 
discuss that what they say would be unworthy of notice 
were it not listened to with eager attention by readers 
even more ignorant than the writers themselves. Al- 
most, if not quite, alone in the current press, the ARMY 
AND Navy JOURNAL sets forth the facts and figures bear- 
ing upon the possibility of war and the best means of 
providing against it. The only attempts to reply to us 
are in the shape of further outcries against “militarism,” 
without an attempt to define it, to locate it, or to show 
any instance in our history where it has either provoked 
or encouraged war. In view of the supreme importance 
of interests involved in the discussion, it would seem 
that some of our critics might take the trouble of fur- 
nishing facts to support their contention. Thus far they 
have not undertaken this, though we have frequently 
challenged them to do so. The day is surely coming 
when what we have to say on the possibilities of war. 
and the wisdom for preparing for it, will be regarded 
as somewhat in the nature of prophetic utterances. But 
they are no more prophetic than the prognostications of 
the weather bureau or the forecasting of eclipses and the 
announcing of the coming of comets. The facts are within 
the reach of all who choose to investigate, and, based 
upon the facts, the conclusions inevitably follow, in the 
judgment of any man accustomed to the scientific method 
of climinating prejudice and the personal equation in the 
consideration of phenomena with a view to the elucidat- 
ing general principles therefrom. 
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MR. WICKERSHAM ON NAVAL AFFAIRS. 


Attorney General George W. Wickersham delivered a 
speech before the Hamilton Club, of Chicago, on April 
9, the anniversary of Appomattox, which it is said had 
been approved by the President, and was in substance a 
defense of the first year of the Taft administration 
against the attacks of its critics. Of naval affairs, Mr. 
Wickersham said: 


“The administration of the Navy Department has 
suffered in the past from the frequency with which its 
head has been changed. During the seven years ending 
March 4, 1909, there were six Secretaries of the Navy. 
During that period various plans for the reorganization 
of. the Department were proposed, but no Secretary re- 
tained office long enough to perfect or put any plan into 
operation. The present Secretary on taking office ad- 
dressed himself to the problem of preparing the best 
scheme of improving the administration of the Depart- 
ment without amendment of the existing law. He called 
to his aid in that task a board of admirals recognized as 
the most highly cultivated, progressive men in the Serv- 
ice, and with them worked out 4 plan of administration in 
harmony with the existing statute law which it is believed 
will make for a far more efficient and economical service 
than that hitherto prevailing. If the expectations of the 
framers of the plan are realized, Congress will be asked 
to make certain statutary changes, which will make 
possible still further economies and improvements.”

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PASSING OF WEST POINT CADET CHAPEL. 


Since the knell of this historic building was rung, 
many have taken in hand its story; much has been said, 
and but little left unsaid, probably, that one would care 
to hear. Yet there may be here and there a word of 
interest to West Pointers, old and young, in the record 
of the old building, and what it stands for at the post, 
and of those who have ministered within its walls, since 
it was built in the year 1836 at the modest cost of 
$14,750.35. 

Since this date, until a half dozen years ago, when the 
increased number of cadets made it necessary to hold 
morning service in Thayer Hall, Memorial Building, 
Sunday by Sunday, has “Church Call” summoned the 
corps to worship in the historic old chapel. 

In “Reminiscences of West Point in the Olden Time,” 
a pamphlet by the late Miss Berard, which forms a con- 
necting link between the West Point of the bygone time 
and that of a quarter of a century ago, we learn that 
the first church service was held in the old wooden 
Academy building, on the site of the Superintendent’s 
present quarters. Later, services were held in the mess 
hall of that date; subsequently, in the Academy of 1815; 
a room on the ground floor of the building having been 
used as a chapel until the completion of the present 
structure, as before stated, in 1836. ‘ ’ 

‘When Miss Berard’s father came to West Point, in 
1815, “evening prayer was said by the chaplain on the 
plain after parade, and just before the battalion was 
dismissed.” The chaplain of that day was the Rev. 
Adam Empie, the first to hold the office, the duties of 
which he performed from 1813 until 1817. He lived in 
a cottage on the site of the present ordnance laboratory. 
His successor, the Rev. Thomas Picton, occupied the 
quarters in which the professor of drawing now lives. 
The quarters now occupied by the professor of chemistry 
were for many years assigned to the chaplain. The 
first to live in this set was the Rev. Thomas Warner, 
who came to West Point on the first of January, 1828. 
Miss Berard calls attention to his fondness for flowers, 
“having, by almost incredible pains, labor and skill, to- 
gether with infinite patience, succeeded in converting 
the ledge of solid rock—a continuation of the same 
which, to-day, stretches down from the brow of the hill 
opposite No. 31, Professor Tillman’s quarters, to the 
river, into parterres of roses and choicest flowers.” 

As showing the stern military discipline to which even 
a chaplain and professor of law (for the chaplain held 
this office as well, until a professor of law was appointed 
in 1874, and instruction in this branch ceased to be a 
part of the chaplain’s duties), we find that Chaplain 
Warner narrowly escaped court-martial for the crime (7?) 
of visiting the hospital without permission. As we fol- 
low the record, we learn that this breach of discipline 
was occasioned by his desire to administer consolation 
to a cadet, wounded, mortally, as it proved, in a fencing 
bout. This chaplain is the “Uncle Thomas” referred to 
in Miss Warner’s biography of her sister. Miss Susan 
writes of attending service in the new chapel. 

Mr. Warner’s immediate predecessor was the Rev. C. 
F. Mcllvaine, afterward Bishop of Ohio. The greater 
number of the chaplains appear to have resigned. The 
Rev. Mr. Warner followed this custom in 1838. As the 
chapel was completed in 1836, this date proves conclu- 
sively that he was the first chaplain to conduct services 
within its walls. 

Prof. Jasper Adams comes next on the list, in turn 
succeeded by the Rev. M. P. Parks, in 41. From ’47 
to ’56, we find the Rev. William T. Sprole, who is in 
turn succeeded by the Rev. John W. French. Lieut. 
J. T. Greble, killed at Big Bethel, Va., June 10, 1861, 
was the son-in-law of Chaplain French. Lieu- 
tenant Greble’s son, Lieut. Col. Edwin St. John Greble, 
of the Artillery, and his son, Lieut. Edwin St. John 
Greble, of the Army, are, consequently, respectively, 
grandson and great-grandson of Chaplain French. 

On the death of Professor French in 1871, he was 
succeeded by the Rev. Dr. John Forsyth, on whose re- 
tirement, in 1881, the Rev. Dr. William Morton Postle- 
thwaite was appointed chaplain and professor of history, 
geography and ethics. He was the last to combine the 
chaplaincy and professorship. On the death of Pro- 
fessor Postlethwaite, in 1896, the Rev. Herbert Ship- 
man was appointed chaplain for a term of four years. 
At the conclusion of his first tour of duty, Mr. Shipman 
was reappointed, and, again, at the close of the second. 
He was greatly beloved at the post, especially so by the 
members of the corps of cadets, whose welfare he had 
always at heart. It was with poignant regret, there- 
fore, that after nine years of service it was learned 
that he had followed the example of so many of his pre- 
decessors, and tendered his resignation. Mr. Shipman 
is now rector of the Church of the Heavenly Rest, New 
York city, having succeeded the Rev. Parker Morgan. 

The Rev. Edward S. Travers, the present incumbent, 
succeeded Mr. Shipman. He is now entering on his 
second tour of duty, having been recently reappointed. 
His efforts have been directed toward improving the 
musical portion of the service, and he has succeeded in 
organizing a large choir of children, whose training in 
singing he has superintended. Mr. W. Franke Harling, 
of Boston, has the children’s choir, and the cadet choir 
also, in charge, and the. improvement has been very 
marked during the past few months. The chaplain has 
also organized a boys’ club, and, with the aid of several 
of the ladies of the garrison, a girls’ friendly society. 

So much for the chaplains. Now a word as to the old 
chapel. Photographs have made the interior familiar. 
That recently taken, with the chancel decorated for the 
Easter service, for, in all probability, the last time, will 
have a peculiar significance. On its walls are tablets 
to the memory of men who fell in the Mexican and in 
the Civil Wars. Within the past few years, the Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution have added to the number of tablets 
commemorative of those who perished in the war with 
Great Britain, and of those who lost their lives in 
the war with Spain. They occupy positions on either 
side of the chancel. In glass cases set in the wall may 
be seen tattered battle flags. Among the number, it is 
recorded, are “three Hessian and two British flags, cap- 
tured from the British, that were, formerly, the property 
of George Washington.” 

The silver plate on the door still marks the pew of 
Gen. Winfield Scott. The tablet on the wall in the gal- 
lery bears mute, witness that among all those loyal 
hearts there lurked one traitor. “Major General 
Born 1740, Died ....... ” is the inscription that recalls 
the treason of Arnold. 

The beautiful painting on the south wall over the 
chancel, the work of the late Professor Weir, repre- 
sents “War and Peace.” It is said that the late Gen- 
eral Thomas was the original of War, and that one of 
the artist’s daughters posed as “Peace.” Neither state- 


ment may be correct, and some better informed reader 
may know the truth as to the figures. The appropriate 
verse, “Righteousness exalteth a nation, but sin is a 
reproach to any people” (Proverbs 14:34), is placed 
below the painting. The stars in this painting were 
originally pale, as they are to-day. At one time it was 
thought that they should be shining, and consequently 
they were gilded. Subsequently, however, it was suggested 
that as “Dawn” was represented, they should be pale, 
and the gilding was removed. 

Whether the painting can be removed without in- 
jury, whether the tattered battle flags will bear trans- 
portation to the new site (for this building, which has 
so often sheltered the living, is destined to become a 
mortuary chapel on its removal to the entrance of the 
cemetery )—these are questions of painful interest to 
those for whom the old building holds hallowed memories. 
If the painting is on canvas, as thought, it may be re- 
moved without danger. 

With the “old West Point” the old chapel, too, must 
go, as is nature’s inexorable law: “The old order 
changeth”

The diary ‘of General Hitchcock is published under 
the title, “Fifty Years in Camp and Field,” by G. P. 
Putnam’s Sons, New York, and gives a record of one 
of the most forceful and self-reliant men that have ever 
held command in the American Army. General Hitch- 
cock gave much study to law, and it was perhaps be- 
cause of a realization of his knowledge on knotty points 
that he often felt himself justified in severely calling his 
superiors to account. No other officer in our Army prob- 
ably ever expressed himself so forcibly against the de- 
cisions of his superiors which, he thought, invaded the 
rights of the inferiors, as in the case of courts-martial. 
If standing up for his convictions was a family trait, 
he was a consistent descendant of Ethan Allen. It made 
no difference to General Hitchcock whether he was 
eriticizing a major general; though he himself was grades 
below he proceeded with his protest, firm in the belief 
that he was discharging a duty which his sense of right 
would not let him escape. Notably so was this in the 
court-martial of Lieut. Don Carlos Buell, later to be- 
come a major general in the Civil War. At Jefferson 
Barracks, Mo., in the summer of 1843 Lieutenant Buell 
was tried for having struck a private of the 3d Infantry 
with his sword. He was honorably acquitted on the 
ground that the blows were given in self-defense. 

When the findings of the court .were published, Gen- 
eral Scott, commanding the Army, ordered that the court 
be revived and required to explain why it had not found 
Buell guilty. The members of the court sent to Wash- 
ington a protest written by Colonel Hitchcock, then sta- 
tioned at Jefferson Barracks, and refused to obey the 
order on the ground that “the Rules and Articles of 
War nowhere give authority to any officer to demand 
from a court-martial reasons for its decisions, much less 
to dictate what its decisions must be in any case.” Gen- 
eral Scott resented the protest and appealed to the Presi- 
dent. The Secretary of War ordered a reorganization 
of the court. The court became more defiant, charging 
the Government with an attempt to intimidate, again re- 
fusing to reconsider the case, and giving the reasons in 
another document drawn up by Colonel Hitchcock, who 
was not a member of the court. Finally President Tyler 
directed that all proceedings against Buell should cease. 
Still Hitchcock’s sense of duty drove him on and a year 
later he sent to President Tyler a fearless and almost in- 
subordinate protest of his own against the attitude taken 
by General Scott in the Buell case, virtually charging 
him and the Secretary of War with using garbled cita- 
tions from a law book. 

General Hitchcock was a grandson of Ethan Allen of 
Revolutionary fame, the hero of the capture of Ticon- 
deroga, his mother having been a daughter of Allen. 
The editor of this volume, W. A. Croffut, Ph.D., believes 
that Ethan Allen’s story of having demanded the sur- 
render of Ticonderoga, “In the name of the great Je- 
hovah and the Continental Congress,’ was an after- 
thought, as one of the guides who closely followed Allen 
always averred that the exact words were, “‘In the name 
of the Continental Congress, get out of here, you damned 
rat.” ; 

From this book one would judge that Cadet Hitch- 
cock did not learn his French at West Point, as he 
ought, or had forgotten it soon after graduation, but let 
his fate be a warning to all cadets that would shirk their 
French lessons.” He tells of revisiting, in 1842, Baton 
Rouge, La., and trying to find some of the old houses 
where he had been entertained long before when he was 
a young lieutenant, and especially one dwelling, where “a 
beautiful young French girl had captivated me, I re- 
member at a ball, but as she spoke no English and I 
spoke no French I ‘never told my love.’ ” 

There was a temperance question among the men of 
the Army in those days, judging from a record in his 
diary made at Jefferson Barracks in September, 1843. 
A captain was court-martialed and dismissed the Service 
about that time, and the diary note speaks of it thus: 
“This is the last of a set of men who were all drunk- 
ards. We have not now a regular drinker left in the 3d 
Infantry, and but few who touch liquor at all. Within 
the last two or three weeks we have had temperance 
addresses and nearly 400 men have signed the pledge, 
including several officers.” This anxiety for the wel- 
fare of his men seemed to be constantly with him. Dur- 
ing this year a lieutenant requested a pass for a lady 
to go on the boat when the regiment should move. As 
the Colonel knew of her reputation the request was re- 
fused, and the refusal was accompanied by a most 
kindly letter of seven pages, in which he said that he 
did not claim the right to interfere with any officer's 
private concerns as such, but when they ceased to be 
private and occupied a large share of public report, and 
assumed a form that threatened to affect the welfare of 
the regiment, he could not look idly on. It is my duty 
to arrest a habit,” he wrote, “which if generally fol- 
lowed would destroy the regiment.” Assuring the 
young officer that he had lost nothing in his estimation, 
he said: ‘‘Continuance of the association and continu- 
ance of an elevated character are incompatible with 
each other and absolutely impossible. I implore you to 
pause before it is too late and break at once an associa- 
tion which the longer it continues the more difficult it 
will be to sever. I write this note, first as a duty to 
the regiment and second as a friend of yourself.” 

While tarrying at the Brazos at the close of Decem- 
ber, 1846, Colonel Hitchcock met General Seott. The 
latter sent an aid to the Colonel requesting to see him. 
The latter was so.surprised that he doubted the cor- 
rectness of the message. However, when they met Gen- 
eral Scott offered his hand and made a complimentary 





. Hitchcock had the temerity to say: 


speech. They had fallen out years before becau 

believed that Hitchcock was cognizant of ae cng gee 
persona] affairs which should have been kept entirely 
quiet. Scott had therefore prevented Hitchcock’s ap- 
pointment as Inspector General in Washington, and had 
tried to drive him from the city. Hitchcock had de- 
feated Scott in the matter of the Buell court-martial 
Hitchcock had also been selected by nearly all the offi- 
cers of the “Army of Occupation” to write their pro- 
test against Scott’s order concerning brevets, a protest 
which caused that order to be rescinded by the Presi. 
dent. This and other letters of Hitchcock, written with 
force, facility, and elegance, had caused him to be called 
‘The Pen of the Army.” On Feb. 5 following, Scott 
appointed him his inspector general, showing that he was 
not narrow-minded, and although Hitchcock detested the 
Mexican War as unjust, he did his duty to the utmost 
On the same day of the month, sixteen years later 
(1862), General Scott informed Hitchcock that a com- 
mission was ready for him as a major general, and that 
he was to supersede General Grant, then operating 
against Forts Henry and Donelson. He at once pro- 
tested against being put over the head of Grant, saying 
he was obviously “doing all he can.” ic 

The extent to which the minds of Northern students 
of politics were confused by the question of secession is 
shown by the doubt even in the mind of Hitchcock as 
to the power of the National Government to make war 
upon the South. _In a St. Louis newspaper on Feb. 3 
1861, General Hitchcock thus expressed his views: “A 
rebellion on a limited scale in any section of the country 
ought to be put down by the power of the Government 
but when it extends over a large portion of the country. 
solemnly ‘acting through the local authorities, represent: 
ing certain reserved rights, it becomes another question 
and I say God forbid that the Government of the United 
States should attempt the use of force in this case.” 
However, as events moved on toward the climax of war 
his views cleared and he most vigorously denounced 
secession. 

On March 15, 1862, Hitchcock was in Washington 
where he was met by Secretary Stanton with a request 
that he take command of the Army of the Potomac. 
This he declined at once, and then he was asked to take 
charge of the Ordnance Department, but this, too, he 
refused. Then he saw President Lincoln, who read him 
one of many letters urging him to remove McClellan. 
The diary remarks that while he was with Mr. Lincoln 
Judge Blair, Postmaster General, came in and asked for 
a_ brigadier general’s commission for a relation of his 
wife. Describing his interview with Secretary Stanton 
two days later as to conditions in the Army of the 
Potomac, General Hitchcock wrote: “Toward evening 
Secretary Stanton came in, and, shutting the door behind 
him, stated to me the most astounding facts, all going to 
show the astonishing incompetency of General McClel- 
lan. I cannot recite them; but the Secretary stated fact 
after fact until I felt positively sick—that falling of the 
heart which excludes hope.” In these views the reader 
will find a marked difference from the opinions given by 
General Farley in his book, “Three Rivers,” of the 
administrative handicaps under which McClellan labored, 
and which, he believes, often kept him from reaping the 
harvest of his well planned campaigns 

The demand expressed in many newspapers after Bull 
Run that he be recalled into active service led General 
Hitchcock, then past sixty (he was born in 1798), to 
say that he believed an active soldier conducting troops 
ought rarely to be over forty years of age, and then he 
dryly observed that he didn’t see much merit in presery- 
ing a Government that had to call an elderly man like 
him from retirement to help defend it. However, he 
served as military adviser to the President and to Secre- 
tary Stanton, although his physical ailments troubled 
him much during the war period and interfered somewhat 
with his work in supervising the exchange of prisoners. 
But his large capacity for work enabled him at the same 
time to serve on a board to revise the regulations. 

In 1863 came the incident that nearly caused a perma- 
nent breach between Hitchcock and Stanton. One 
Cashell, a Marylander, had been tried for having pointed 
out to a body of Confederate Cavalry the direction in 
which some cattle belonging to the Government had been 
driven to escape capture. Hitchcock presided at the 
court-martial of the man, and found that the information 
had been given without any criminal design. Secretary 
Stanton disapproved the sentence, peremptorily dissolved 
the court and handed Cashell over to a civil tribunal to 
be tried for treason. ‘This was more than the punctilious 
Hitchcock could stand. He immediately assumed all 
responsibility for the sentence, and proceeded to assail 
the Secretary of War in a manner believed to be without 
precedent in the American Army. He asserted that the 
oath taken by the members of the court required them 
to do justice “without partiality, favor or affection,” 
and there could be no greater outrage than such an 
attempt at intimidation as the action of the Secretary. 
He then made the point that a revising officer can legally 
pardon or mitigate the sentence of a C.M., but cannot 
increase it. After summing up the evidence, General 
( I “The revising 
authority falsifies the evidence and arbitrarily condemns 
a whole court upon this perversion of the truth.” 

This extraordinary arraignment of the Secretary of 
War General Hitchcock had printed in brochure form to 
the number of fifty copies. He believed the reason 
Stanton was not rough with him as with others was that 
he knew Hitchcock was not afraid of him. What so 
embittered Hitchcock was the fact that the Secretary’s 
order stigmatized the members of the court as incom- 
petent, arraigned them as unjust and attacked them as 
disloyal. Some time after the brochure was published 
Secretary Stanton asked to see it, but he never took 
offense at it, and their friendship was not interrupted. 
This forgiving spirit of the Secretary, Mr. Croffut be- 
lieves, shows that Hitchcock did not do justice to his 
reasonableness and magnanimity in his diary charac- 
terization of him. General Hitchcock was the military 
authority consulted by William Swinton in the prepara- 
tion of a series of articles on “The Exposure of 
McClellan.” published in the New York Times in 1864. 
Toward the close of the war we find the diary full of 
expressions of self-congratulation for having refused 
early in the war to supersede Grant and do anything to 
check his victorious career. The fighting quality in 
Grant greatly pleased Hitchcock. 

General Hitchcock passed away in August, 1870, re- 
taining his serenity of mind and philosophical spirit to 
the last. -Among his most cherished letters was one 
written to him in 1858 by Capt. William Tecumseh 
Sherman, later the great general. dealing with questions 
of ‘abstract divine and moral truth, which is published in 
full at the close of the volume. As one shuts this book 
one feels as if he had been in communion with a stately 
spirit, more fitted for the quiet contemnvlation of 2 
monastery than for daily contact with the roughness 
and rawness of a new country like the West in the first 
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fifty years of the last century. In our issue of March 
27, page 837, we referred to General Hitchcock’s literary 
tastes and his wide reading in philosophy and meta- 
physics.

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A GOOD NAME PUT TO AN EVIL USE. 
From the New York Times. 

KMarnest and fully justifiable, but probably quite use- 
less, protest is made by the ARMy AND Navy JouRNAL 
against the use of the word “cadet” as the generic name 
of the lowest and vilest men that human society has 
produced. Until a few years ago every idea associated 
with the word was honorable, as is its derivation from 
the Latin “caput” with a diminutive termination. The 
proper meaning of younger or youngest son or brother 
is still, in France, that in which it is most often em- 
ployed, but even there it early came to be the special 
designation of a young man who was learning, in a 
military school or from an eminent soldier, the art of 
war. It is only in the latter sense that the word gained 
permanent footing in the English language, and both in 
Great Britain and in the United States it is still applied 
to thousands of boys, bright, honest and decent, whose 
instruction is wholly or partially that required for the 
profession of arms. 

_ Certainly every cadet worthy to be so called has a 
right to be indignant at the seizure of this modest and 
long-honored appellation by the filthy creatures who, 
even in the slums, are viewed with disgust, and upon 
whom even pickpockets, to say nothing of bank burglars 
and highwaymen, look with contempt. By a united effort 
on the part of the newspapers perhaps the word “cadet” 
could be rescued from the base misuse to which it has 
come to be subjected, but the meaning now given to it 
requires expression in presenting the news of the day, 
and we cannot all be as free as is the New Theater in 
the employment of the short and ugly terms that classic 
English supplies. So we resort to, or tolerate, con- 
venient euphemisms of which this is a type, and “cadet” 
will probably share the fate of many another reputable 
word that has fallen from high estate. 

The chances are that there is nothing to do except to 
abandon the word to the wretches who have taken it for 
their own and to find another name for the brave and 
manly boys who have been robbed of it. That is simpler 
and more convenient than to attempt a belated rescue. 

It was said on Governors Island yesterday that it was 
probable the matter would be brought to the attention 
of the Secretary of War and the Secretary of the Navy, 
in Washington. : 

[In our issue of April 9, page 932, we showed how 
easily the editors of the Times and other newspapers 
can put the misuse of “cadet” under the ban of editorial 
prohibition. The newspapers, not the public, began the 
misuse of the word, and they should end it, and not 
follow the unfortunate suggestion of the Times and 
“abandon” it to base uses.—EHprtor.]

We forwarded it to John Early 
in care of Dr. L. Duncan Bulkley, of New York city, 
who has interested himself in Early’s case. Dr. Bulkley, 
under date of April 12, writes: 

“T am in receipt of yo i 
order of $8.15, cantteaes le the meet ae 
detachment Hospital Corps, U.S.A., at Fort Des Moines, 
Iowa, post. In the name of John R. Early I beg: to 
thank the gentlemen who have kindly contributed to him. 
Mr. Early has now gone with his family to the Far 











West and seeking work under an assumed name, as it 
has been impossible for him to get any employment in 
the East under his own name. He left me power of 
attorney to open his letters and manage all affairs for 
him; and as the postal order was directed in his name 
I signed it per my own name, and have added the amount 
to his fund. The postal order was made payable in New 
York, so that he could not possibly have got it otherwise. 
May I suggest that if in the future any contributions 
come through your valued journal for him you will have 
them made payable directly to me, as otherwise I do not 
see how the money could reach him. He borrowed con- 
siderable money for his trip West and getting settled, 
and I am keeping a rigid account of all receipts, and in 
due time shall send all my accounts to him, as I have 
heard from him, and they will write to me from time to 
time. 

“The case is, indeed, a very hard one. The poor man, 
Mr. Early, has been knocked out one and one-half years 
of his life and was stranded in New York for a long 
time. The Washington authorities succeeded in making 
a pariah of him. Supported by the very highest authori- 
Hen. I gave him a clean bill of health when he went

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DIVISION OF MILITIA AFFAIRS, W.D. 

Orders issued by The Adjutant General of Oregon are 
published for the general information of the Militia. 
They prescribe that hereafter no warrant will be issued 
to a non-commissioned officer until he shall have passed 
a satisfactory examination in specific military subjects. 
A course of military instruction is prescribed for the 
National Guard of Oregon for a period from Nov. 15, 
1909, to May 1, 1910. The taking of the school course 
is compulsory for all first and second lieutenants. All 
other officers are advised to take the course. The course 
is carried on in part by correspondence, and at the end 
of the school year a theoretical and practical school for 
all the officers of the Oregon Guard will be held for a 
period of two days, when it is expected that Army officers 
will be present to lecture on the subjects as those covered 
during the season. 

Hereafter an officer or enlisted man of the Regular 
Army on duty with the Oregon National Guard will, 
when performing any duly authorized duty requiring ab- 
sence from his station, be paid the actual expense in- 
curred. Commutation of, quarters, light and fuel will be 
paid enlisted men of the Army on duty with the Oregon 
Guard. 

The annual encampment of the National Guard of 
Pennsylvania will be held from July 14 to 23, each or- 
ganization participating for a period of eight days. The 
location of the encampment is yet to be decided upon. 

Iowa desires to hold an officers’ camp of instruction 
at the Ohio State Rifle Range from June 14 to 17. 

Co. F. 4th Inf., N.G. of South Dakota, has been trans- 
ferred from Beli Rapids to Watertown, S.D. 

A letter has been transmitted to The Adjutant General 
of a state stating that the Donavin Field Range is no 
longer an article of issue to the Regular Army, or to the 
Organized Militia, owing to its weight and other consid- 
erations. The maiter of a field range was referred to a 
board, which went into the matter very thoroughly, and, 
after a year of experimentation, selected a type of range 
which has been approved by the Secretary of War. The 
new model has a capacity sufficient to provide for 111 
men end with equipment weighs 205 pounds; it is 32 
inches by 24 inches by 16 inches. The Quad Stove 
Manufacturing Company. referred to as having been 
awarded the contract for making the new model range, 
are in possession of the specifications and can turn oat 
any number of ranges desired. If it is desired to con- 
tinve the use of the improved Donavin Range, however, 
such use would be acceptable to the War Department.

DAUGHTERS OF CINCINNATI SCHOLARSHIP. 


The Daughters of the Cincinnati Scholarship Com- 
mittee, of which Miss Margaret P. Hillhouse, of New 
York city, is chairman, has recently made its annual 
report on the Army and Navy scholarship maintained by 
the society in Teachers College of Columbia University, 
for the daughter of an officer in the Regular Army or 
Navy, preferably of Cincinnati ancestry. The present 
holder of the scholarship, now in her second year, has 
won commendation both for scholarship and industry, 
and from her fellow-undergraduates has received the 
highest honor by being elected chairman of the com- 
mittee which acts as intermediary between the faculty 
and students. Her graduation in June will create a 
vacancy, and three applications have been received from 
candidates of high character. The report notes that 
while it was the intention of the Daughters of the 
Cincinnati to award this scholarship “if practicable, 
alternately to the daughter of an Army officer and the 
daughter of a Naval officer,” up to the present time no 
serious application from the Navy has been received, 


although exactly the same steps have been taken to make 
it known to both branches of the Service. But the fourth 
representative, while from the Army, is also the descen- 
dant of a distinguished commodore whose name holds a 
unique place in the annals of our Navy. 

Since the annual report appeared several additions to 
the maintenance fund for the scholarship have been 
made, and by the generosity of Mrs. A. Carroll Dana in 
contributing $1,000 the fund has reached $4,700. It is 
hoped to bring it up to the $6,000 desired for the proper 
maintenance of the scholarship within another year. The 
scholarship will then cover both tuition and maintenance 
of its holder. Of the young lady who is to become holder 
of the scholarship in September it is noted that she was 
commended for unusual ability by professors at Johns 
Hopkins and by Dr. Mackenzie, president of Elmira 
College, of which she is a B.A. 

The filling of vacancies for the scholarship is in charge 
of the chairman of the scholarship committee of the 
Daughters of the Cincinnati, who seeks worthy candidates 
and presents their qualifications for the consideration of 
the board of managers. When a vacancy exists notice 
is given, if possible, six months in advance, and is noted 
in the columns of the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL.

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“Days of the Empire!” The phrase takes one back 
to the Napoleonic time till one reads farther and finds 
the life of the Army and Navy in Manila is thus referred 
to by Mrs. Teresa Dean, who has just begun a chatty 
weekly in New York with the name of The Widow, and 
who says in her salutatory that life in the Philippines 
capital immediately following the American occupation 
was ideal and “became known then and will go down 
in history as the days of the Empire.” In those days, 
she writes, “Manila society was truly one family—the 
military. The headquarters for sixty thousand of the 
Army, and seven miles away, at Gavite, the bay was 
full of battleships. ‘There was no social ladder to climb. 
The general and the lieutenant met on the same social 
footing. There was the rigid respect accorded to rank 
—to the superior officer—but even money counted for 
naught. Riffraff—the people with pasts left on this side 
of the Red River—could not get in. There was no po- 
litical wire to pull, and martial law and atmosphere were 
not the sort that pleased those who had made failures 
of life in their own countries. But gossip! Those 
people whose pasts were buried, and with life begun 
anew in the colony that fell by cannon and chance to 
the United States, could see no good, no morals, no 
anything God-given in the “Imperial” set. Not a shred 
of reputation was left anybody when these outsiders, 
who could not understand, expressed their views of the 
circle who, though they came to battle with the enemy, 
could Jaugh and sing and drive and dance under the 
starlight and during the magnificent sunset hours. The 
tales that would float in through the social wall were 
most remarkable for untruth and the impossible.” Many 
a memory borne of the days spent under the tropical 
sky of Manila will be freshened for Army officers and 
Army women by the appearance of the features of Mrs. 
Dean as part of the decoration of the title of her paper. 
For many a month Mrs. Dean sent back to the States 
interesting correspondence from the Philippine Islands, 
and, as the mother of an Army officer, she was able to 
acquire correct knowledge of the society of Manila. “The 
fate of the military man, either Army or Navy, seems 
sad when the Government can step in and issue an edict 
even in affairs of the heart,” she says. “When Ensign 
Charles M. Austin was selected to be one of the Ameri- 
can naval officers to go to Tokio, Japan, and be attached 
to the American Embassy, for the purpose of studying 
the Japanese language, his happiness was evidently un- 
bounded. He hastened to his fiancée, and insisted upon 
an immediate marriage, that she might go with him. 
Everything went smoothly, wedding bells were rung, then 
came the unfeeling Government’s “No wives allowed in 
this branch of the Service.” His appointment was taken 
away and Ensign George E. Lake ordered to fill the 
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vacancy. “Right or wrong—our country” and let us 
hope une marriage and love will compensate tle disap- 
pointment and ignorance of the Japanese language.” We 
would warn ‘he Widow that it would be wise to keep 
its hands off matters dealing with the National Guara, 
as when it passes judgment upon an arrest due to the 
derelicuon ot a young man who was a member of a New 
York city regiment. ‘he daily papers are tond of shed- 
ding tears over cases of delinquent Guarasmen called 
sternly to account, but in ali the cases we have investi- 
gated, and they have been not a few, treatment of the 
severest kind has been justified. 





ADMINISTRATION OF THE FLEETS. 

We published last week an outline of the Changes in 
Navy Regulations affecting the administration of the 
Atlantic and Pacific Fleets. Below we give the changes 
in full: 

CHANGES IN NAVY REGULATIONS NO. 10. 
Navy Vepartment, Washington, March 29, 1910. 

The following changes in the “‘RKegulations for the Government 
of the Navy of the United States,’ 1909 edition, having been 
approved by the President, are hereby ordered to be made im- 
mediately upon the receipt of this order. 

G. v. L. MEYER, Secretary of the Navy. 
ARTICLE 8A. 

The following sentence is added to paragraph 4: 

Yo the end tnat it may be able to carry out the provisions 
of this paragrapn, all communications to or from ships in 
commission relaung to the personnel of such ships shall be 
forwarded through this Bureau, whatever their origin. 

ARTICLE 246. 

The present article is stricken out and the following is 
substituted therefor: 

(1) Keports on the fitness of officers shall be made on pre- 
scribed forms and forwarded to the Secretary of the Navy on 
the last day of March and of September of each year, and when- 
ever officers are detached from service or transferred. These 
reports will contain a record of all punishments inflicted upon 
the officer, with the date and nature of offense and the kind and 
degree of punishment. 

(2) A commander-in-chief shall report on all flag officers 
under his command and on the memvers of his personal and 
fleet staff; a division commander, on the captains of the ships 
of his division and on the members of his personal staft; a cap- 
tain of a ship, on all officers under his command; the aids to 
the Secretary of the Navy shall report on ail officers assistant to 
them. The commandant of a shore station shall report on the 
members of his personal stafi, on the captains of ships at- 
tached to the station, on heads of yard departments, and on all 
other officers under his command, except those attached to ships 
and those attached to the yard subordinate to the head of de- 
partment or to the commanding officer of the marines. The 
chief of a Bureau, the president of a board, the head of a 
department at a navy yard, and commanding officer of marines 
at navy yards, or other head of special service shall report on 
all officers serving under them. The reports of commanding 
officers of ships upon their subordinates shall be sent direct to 
the Navy Department. The reports made by division com- 
manders upon captains of ships shall be sent confidentially to 
the Commander-in-Chief, who shall forward them to the De- 
partment with such comments as he shall see fit to make, which 
comments, if unfavorable, shall follow the course prescribed in 
Art. 246, Par. (4). 

(3) Form A will be used for reports on officers commanding 
ashore and afloat. Form B will be used for reports by the com- 
manding officers of shore stations and ships and the heads of 
the departments of navy yards on all other officers ashore and 
afloat. The reports of heads of departments of navy yards shall 
be forwarded to the commandant for his comment and indorse- 
ment, with special reference to military questions. Form C will 
be used for reports by executive officers of ships and by heads of 
departments atioat on all officers reported upon by them. These 
reports may, in his discretion, be endorsed by the captain and 
appended to and made a part of the reports of fitness made by 
him, 

(4) The answers to all queries must be written by the officer 
signing the report. All answers to queries which are properly 
expressed by one of the following words will include an 
arithmetical mark opposite the words employed which shall 
express the degree in that category: 
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The answers to queries shall cover only the period of time 
stated in the report. When the answer to any query is indiffer- 
ent, poor, or bad, or is in any sense of an unfavorable nature, 
the reasons for such answer shall be clearly stated under the 
head of “Remarks.” <A copy of all unfavorable portions of a 
report shall be furnished to the officer concerned, who shall be 
granted a reasonable time to prepare such written explanatory 
statement in regard to it as he may desire to make, which 
statement shall be couched in temperate language; shall noi 
be controversial in character; shall relate only to the matters 
referred to in the report, and shall be endorsed and forwarded 
with the report. Should the officer concerned not desire to 
make a statement, he shall write a communication to that 
ettect. Reporting officers are not required to give answers to 
queries which are beyond their personal knowledge. The an- 
swer to any query may be accompanied by such remarks, favor- 
able or unfavorable, as the reporting officer may consider per- 
tinent or explanatory. 

(5) Whenever a medical officer makes an entry in the medical 
journal that indicates the use by any officer of intoxicants or 
drugs that tend to disqualify him physically, mentally, or 
morally, for service, he shall immediately submit a written state- 
ment of the fact, quoting the entry, to the commanding officer 
of a ship, the commandant of a navy yard or naval station, 
or the division commander or the Commander-in-Chief (through 
official channels) as the case may be, and this officer shall im- 
mediately proceed with reference to said entry in the manner 
provided in paragraph 4 above, respecting unfavorable answers 
made by him to queries contained in the prescribed form of 
reports on fitness; and shall forward a copy of the same, the 
statement in regard thereto, if any be made, of the officer con- 
cerned, and such comments as he may deem proper, with his 
semi-annual report of fitness to the Department. Nothing herein 
contained shall preclude the further investigations and proceed- 
ings prescribed in Chapter V, section 1, of these regulations. 

(6) Special reports of distinguished conduct in battle, con- 
spicuous acts of valor or devotion in the line of duty, o 
extraordinary courage, ability or resource shown in time of peril 
or great responsibility shall be made at any time as occasion 
arises. Serious misconduct or marked inefficiency shall also be 
made the subject of a special report. 

(7) Any letter or report which is of an unfavorable character 
shall be referred to the officer concerned, the procedure being 
the same as that prescribed for unfavorable reports of fitness. 

ARTICLE 305. 

In the second line of paragraph 1, the words “the ships of” 
are stricken out. 

ARTICLE 306. 

The following new paragraph is inserted: 

(3) In a fleet composed of divisions of ships of the first rate, 
the inspections required by this article shall be made by the 
commanders of divisions. The reports of such inspections shall, 
however, be forwarded to the Commander-in-Chief for his infor- 
mation and action before transmittal to the Department. The 
Commander-in-Chief shall make such complete or casual in- 
spections of ships as may be necessary to give him personal 
knowledge of their condition. 

In paragraph 1 (b), the word “annually” is substituted for 
the word “semi-annually.” 

ARTICLE 349. 


The words “commanders of divisions or’ are inserted after 
the word “require” in the first line. 


ARTICLE 368.

(2) ‘bney shall regulate exercises and sanitary duties within 
the limits of their command in accordance with the laws and 
reguiations governing the Navy, the orders emanating from the 
Secretary ot the Navy, the instructions of the Commander-in- 
Chief, and the usages of the naval service. 

(3) Commanders of divisions shall be held responsible by the 
Commander-in-Chief for the etticiency of their respective com- 
mands, and the ships thereof, in tactical exercises, target prac- 
tice, ship drills, boat drills, and ail other particulars affecting 
the general ethiciency of the fleet. 

(4) ‘They shall also pertorm such other duties as may be re- 
quired by the Commander-in-Chief. 

(5) When on detached service the commander of a division 
is responsible for the safe conduct of his division, and shall 
direct the course to be steered. 

(6) The intent of this article is to give the commanders of 
divisions the details of administration of their respective com- 
mands, but nothing herein shall be construed to diminish the 
authority of the Commander-in-Chief over his whole command 
nor to relieve him of responsibility for its general efficiency. 

(7) All reports and papers called for by the above enumerated 
articles shall be addressed to the Commander-in-Chief, except 
such as he may designate to be forwarded direct to the De- 
partment in order to facilitate public business. 

ARTICLE 382. 

The present article is stricken out and the following sub- 
stituted therefor: 

(1) The following papers shall be transmitted to the chief of 
staff, who shall endorse upon them his opinion as to the dispo- 
sition of their contents, and place them before the flag officer: 
All papers concerning the condition, efficiency, equipment, or re- 
pair of ships, of any of their apurtenances; applications for 
surveys; application for leave, transfer or discharge; requisi- 
tions for money, and, when on a foreign station, requisitions 
for stores or provisions; and all periodical returns, except 
those rendered to the accounting officers of the Treasury. 

(2) In a fleet composed of divisions of ships of the first rate, 
and in which the commanders of divisions are charged with the 
details of administration of their respective commands, such of 
the papers referred to in paragraph 1 as are uot acted upon by 
division commanders under the provisions of these regulations, 
or by the senior officer present when separated from the fleet 
flagship, and such as are referred or forwarded by the divsion 
commanders to the Commander-in-Chief, shall be transmitted to 
the chief of staff of the Commander-in-Chief, who shall endorse 
upon them his opinion as to the disposition of their contents 
and place them before the Commander-in-Chief.

(a) A rear admiral, when ordered to command a division, 
may, at his discretion, nominate to the Secretary of the Navy a 
line officer not above the rank of lieutenant commander to serve 
as aid and a line officer not above the rank of lieutenant to 
serve as flag lieutenant.

The various classes of ships and the parts thereof shall be 
painted in accordance with the “General Instructions for Paint- 
ing and Cementing Vessels of the U.S. Navy,” as approved by 
the Department. These instructions describe the manner of pre- 
paring the surface, the details of the painting, and the methods 
of preparation and application of paint. Supplementary modi- 
fications are added from time to time, according to date of ap- 
proval by the Department. A copy of these instructions, cor- 
rected to date, will be supplied to each ship on going into 
commission, and commanding officers will request the Depart- 
ment to supply additional copies when needed. The supple- 
mentary modifications will be forwarded to the holders of these 
copies whenever issued. 

ARTICLE 1157.

ARMY ITEMS OF INTEREST. 


Major Gen. J. Franklin Bell, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., 
was at his office in the War Department on April 14 for 
the first time since the recent automobile accident in 
which he was injured. General Bell will be relieved of 
his duties as Chief of Staff on April 22 next, when his 
tour of duty will expire. Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss 
will act as Chief of Staff until Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, who is now on his way to the Buenos Ayres 
exposition as the special commissioner from the United 
States, returns to Washington. General Bell will have 
leave of absence for several months. He will probably 
make a tour of Europe before assuming command of the 
Philippines Division next January. 

Major Gen. Wood, U.S.A., and Mrs. Wood arrived at 
Havana, Cuba, April 11, on board the U.S.S. Montana, 
bearing .Rear Admiral Kimball’s pennant. The Cuban 
and Spanish press unanimously welcome Major General 
Wood, who was formerly the Governor of the island, and 
many entertainments were planned. General Wood was 
dined on the night of April 13 at the Hotel Plaza by Dr. 
Guiteras, a group of sanitarians who held office when 
General W was Governor General and other ad- 
mirers. The Governor of Havana, the Bishop of Havana, 
the presidential secretary, United States Minister Jack- 
son and Dr. Guiteras sat at General Wood’s table. After 
the banquet General Wood attended a reception. The 
Montana left Cuba for Rio April 14. 

Gen. Walter Howe, U.S.A., is in temporary command 
of the Department of the East during the absence of 
General Wood at Buenos Ayres. General Wood will 
hardly be able to go to Washington for duty as Chief 
of the General Staff until June, and after Genera] Bell 
relinquishes his duty as Chief of the General Staff on 
April 22 Gen. Tasker H. Bliss will be Acting Chief of 
Staff until General Wood is ready to assume his new 
office. 

Secretary of War Dickinson, who had planned to 
depart for Panama April 12, has postponed his trip for 
at least a week, owing to a press of public business. He 
hopes to arrange his itinerary so that he may return to 
Washington in time for the ceremonies attending the 
dedication of monuments to the Polish patriots, Pulaski 
and Kosciusko, on May 11. 

Major Gen. George M. Randall, U.S.A., retired, who 
has been residing at Cheyenne, Wyo., has been selected 
for governor of the Soldiers’ Home in Washington, D.C., 
succeeding Brig. Gen. Hamilton S. Hawkins, U.S.A., re- 
tired, who died recently. General Randall has been on 
the retired list since Oct. 8, 1905. He entered the 
Volunteer Army at the outbreak of the Civil War as a 
private in the 4th Pennsylvania Infantry, and was ap- 
pointed a second lieutenant, 4th U.S. Infantry, Oct. 24, 
1861, rising in successive grades. He became a major 
in the 14th New York Artillery in August, 1864, and 
lieutenant colonel of the organization June 1, 1865. He 
took part in the battle at Antietam, Md., and in the 
attack upon Fort Stedham, Va. He participated in the 
Indian campaigns in Arizona in 1873 and 1874. During 
the Spanish War he served as a brigadier general of 
Volunteers. Aside from his service in the Army as an 
officer of the 4th Infantry, he has served successively in 
the 23d, 4th, 8th, 17th Infantry and again in the Sth 
Infantry. 

The 119th Company, Coast Artillery, U.S.A., on duty 
at Fort Adams, R.I.. will about May 2 take station at 
Fort Greble, R.I. Company ©, Hospital Corps, which 
has been en duty at Fort Niagara, N.Y., has been assigned 
to duty at the Walter Reed General Hospital, District of 
Colambia. 

The Secretary of War has had under consideration 
this week charges of various sorts and degrees of impor- 
tance made against Major M. G. Zalinski. Q.M.D., now 
in charge of the New York Depot and formerly in 
charge of the Quartermaster’s Denot in Washington. 
These charges were filed with the Secretary and called 
to the attention of the President by a former clerk in 
the depot office, who was discharged for official reasons. 
The clerk claims that Major Zalinski has violated 
statutes, misapplied funds, shielded officials guilty of 
irregularities, used government employees on work at 
his own and his brother-in-law’s houses. etc. The charges 
are not taken very seriously, and it is expected action 
on them will be taken in a short time. Major Gen. J. 
Franklin Bell appeared at his office on Thursday and 
It is said that he 
does not believe there is any ground for a court-martial. 

The President has approved the sentence of dismissal 
in the case of Ist Lieut. Carlos J. Stolbrand, Corps of 
Engrs.. U.S.A., who was recently tried by general court- 
martial at Washington Barracks, D.C., and convicted of 
charges under the 21st, 61st and 62d Articles of War, 
alleging disobedience of orders, conduct unbecoming an 
officer and a gentleman, derelictions in money matters 
and neglect of duty, and was sentenced to be dismissed. 
Lieutevant Stolbrand was appointed a cadet to the Mili- 
tary Academy, West Point, in 1901, and was graduated 
and appointed second lieutenant in the Corps of En- 
gineers June 13, 1905. He was promoted to be first 
lieutenant May 8, 1908. 

First Lieut. Fred H. Turner, 23d Inf., has been trans- 
ferred to the class of distinguished pistol shots. That 
officer won a silver medal in the Atlantic pistol com- 
petition, 1907, with a score of 279; a gold medal in the 
Army pistol competition in the same year with a score 
of 278, and a gold medal in the Philippines Division 
competition of 1909 with a score of 990. 

For the first time in the history of the Police Depart- 
ment of Cincinnati, Ohio, its revolver team met defeat 
on April 11, the victors being a team of Army officers 
from Fort Thomas, Ky., who won by twelve points. The 
police team used the Colt’s police positive revolver, and 
the Army officers used Service Colts. The Standard 
revolver target for twenty yards was used. The scores 
were as follows: Fort Thomas—Lieutenant Mathews, 
149; Lieutenant McAndrews, 147; Lieutenant Wright.

Corps, U.S.A., made five 
flights in an aeroplane April 12 at Fort Sam Houston, 
Tex. He remained in the air five to twelve minutes each 
time, and his altitude varied frem seventy to 400 feet. 
At one time, when he was at his greatest height, Lieu- 
tenant Foulois made a successful circle of the drill 
ground and shut off his engine at an altitude of 300 feet 
and reached the ground in twenty seconds with practically 
no jar to the machine, gliding easily and gracefully. 

Major Frederick M. Hartsock, Med. Corps, is the 
banner vaccinator of the Army, Fe has succeeded in 
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vaccinating the entire command, both officers and men, at 
Fort Wayne with the antitoxin that is believed to secure 
immunity nst typhoid fever. In all he has vaccinated 

men. At Fort Myer 280 officers and men have been 
similarly treated. 

The new ferryboat General Otis, built for the Quarter- 
master’s Department by the Pusey and Jones Company, 
of Wilmington, Del., is to have her trial run from 
Wilmington Saturday, April 16.

The commendable efforts of 2d Lieut. Calvin P. Titus, 
14th Inf., to be transferred from the line to the grade 
of chaplain in the Army have met with what his friends 
may reasonably hope is a temporary setback. Lieuten- 
ant Titus has had a remarkable career as a soldier. He 
was the first man to scale the wall in the attack on the 
besieging Chinese during the beleaguerment of the lega- 
tions at Peking in 1900, and for this Congress voted him 
a medal of honor, and President McKinley appointed him 
a cadet at the Military Academy, where he was natur- 
ally a marked man. He made a good record, and on 
graduation was assigned to the 14th Infantry, June 13, 
1905, and has served with that regiment since. Lieu- 
tenant Titus and his wife have manifested much inter- 
est in evangelical work while he has been in the Army, 
and he for two or three years identified himself with the 
excellent work of the Salvation Army in Manila. Last 
year he decided to resign his commission and become a 
clergyman. When this became known to his friends in 
Washington it was at once recognized that such a man 
would make a good Army chaplain and the suggestion 
actuated him to withdraw his resignation, and he was 
assured that when he could qualify under the statute 
for appointment as a chaplain he would be transferred. 
The law requires no person shall be appointed chaplain 
until he shall furnish proof that he is a regularly or- 
dained minister of some religious denomination in good 
standing, together with a recommendation from some 
authorized ecclesiastical body or five accredited minis- 
ters of such denomination. Lieutenant Titus was sev- 
eral months ago ordained as a clergyman in the United 
Brethren, a religious body incorporated under the laws 
of Colorado. He was ordered to appear before a board 
at San Francisco, and according to a report received at 
the War Department this week he was found not to b* 
qualified because he had not had pastoral experience. 
There is some doubt as to the precise effect of this find- 
ing, as it does not coincide clearly with the language of 
the law. For the present, however, Lieutenant Titus 
will continue to be an officer of the line. Lieutenant 
Titus is a fine musician, a good soldier and a popular 
man. He thinks for himself and is somewhat noted for 
unconcern at the ordinary conventionalities that are so 
often a law to men of less mind and character. 











A device for controlling large vessels and preventing 
collisions at sea will be tested early next week off the’ 
Delaware Bay by the battleship Indiana, the ship- 
brake invented by the late Louis Lacoste, of Montreal, 
son of a former Chief Justice of Canada. The Indiana 
has been at the Philadelphia Navy Yard for many 
months preparing for the test of the ship-brake. A 
number of prominent Canadians, headed by U. H. Dan- 
durand, are behind the invention and John A. Stewart. 
of New York, is head of the company which controls it 
in this country. The tests will be made in the presence 
of a board of experts from the Navy Department, the 
Canadian owners, and a limited number of invited guests. 
The ship will’ probably go to sea Monday or Tuesday, 
and it is expected that the test will consume two or 
three days. The ship-brake consists of a pair of steel 
wings hinged to the vessel’s sides, held in normal closed 
position by locking bars, and released through mechan- 
ism controlled from the bridge. When the bars are un- 
locked the wings open automatically through the for- 
ward movement of the ship, and when fully open are 
braced to exert resistance to the water and retard the 
vessel’s progress. It is claimed by the inventors that 
the average ship going at ordinary rate of speed can 
be brought to a full stop within the distance of her 
length, without jarring by the sudden check; also that 
the closed wings do not result in any sacrifice of speed. 
The appliance, it is said, is adaptable to any ship 
now in commission. It is intended to prevent collisions 
and to make it possible to maneuver vessels within a 


‘smaller radius. Former President Roosevelt was pri- 


marily responsible for affording the inventors the op- 
portunity for the test upon a United States warship. 
He ordered the Secretary of the Navy to give the brake 
an official test, provided the owners of it would pay for 
the expenses of attaching it to the battleship Indiana, 
and give bond to indemnity against possible damages.

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William M. Garlington, a nephew of Inspector Gen- 
eral Garlington, U.S.A., in a letter to Arms and the Man 
explains the difficulty certain classes of men experience 
in joining the National Guard. Mr. Garlington says: 
“During the big coal strike of 1908 in Alabama state 
troops were ordered out, not only local men, but men 
from other parts of the state. These troops were on 
duty for varying lengths of time, and iu several instances, 
when the men were relieved from duty, they found them- 
selves without a position. Furthermore, at that time I 
happened to be rooming with one A. Y. Evins, who was 
master mechanic of the Birmingham Railway, Light and 
Power Company. Several of his machinists had been on 
strike duty as National Guardsmen. ese men came 
near being without their jobs when they got back, and 
Mr. Evins told me that when they hired men in the 
future the man who was a Militiaman stood a poor 
chance of being hired. My supposition is that there are 
lots of men who do not belong to the National Guard 
for the reason that they are so situated as to make the 
earning of a livelihood more important than being a 
soldier, whether they have patriotism or not.”

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The appearance off the battery at Charleston, S.C.. of 
the first class battleship South Carolina may well rejoice 
the hearts of the people of that Southern city, because 
of the evidence it gives of the character of their harbor. 
The statement of Captain Fechteler that he found the 
channel easy and had no trouble in bringing his vessel 
through it was, naturally, received with vociferous ap- 
plause at the banquet given in honor of the appearance 
of the warship in Charleston Harbor. The statements of 
Captain Fechteler were confirmed, not that they needed 
any confirmation, by other speakers, who further en- 








larged upon the advantages Charleston has as a naval 
station. Her navy yard has magnificent possibilities, 
with its large area and beautiful situation, while the 
climate is pleasant and admits of continuous work during 
the entire year. With the question of mechanical labor 
settled, as the Charlestonians believe it can be settled, 
with the channel opened to a sufficient depth, and kept 
open, there is no reason why Charleston should nat 
realize its expectations of commercial greatness. South 
Carolina is proud of the ship that bears her name, as 
she may well be, and the greeting her officers and men 
received when they came into port to receive the service 
of silver provided by the state will long live in their 
memory. Among the incidental attentions was the 
presentation, as a mascot, of a game cock of famous 
pedigree, who bore with him as he went aboard the ship 
the laurels of a victory over a cock of twice, his size, 
who had presumed to attack him as he was in a Charles- 
ton yard awaiting his transfer to the ship. This was 
naturally welcomed as an omen adding emphasis to the 
statement made by Commander Leonard, executive 
officer, to the ladies who presented a palmetto flag, 
symbol of the state of South Carolina, that no foe should 
ever take it from the ship. 





While approving heartily of the proposal to give the 
Meyer scheme of naval reorganization a fair trial, the 
Scientific American believes that the plan to separate 
the work of the navy yard under the broad division of 


hull and material, while it would ultimately prove to 
have working advantages of a practical character, is 
somewhat premature, for the reason that “we have not 
to-day, among the Engineering Corps, a body of men of 
sufficient shop experierce to qualify them for that over- 
sight of the shops which is contemplated in Secretary 
Meyer’s plan. If the institution of a separate depart- 
ment of machinery includes as an indispensable corollary 
the training of a certain number of the naval engineers 
for permanent shore duty as managers of the steam 
engineering shops of the navy yard, the success of the 
plan would seem more certain. In any case, we believe 
that until such a trained body is available it would be 
advisable to continue both the steam engineering and 
construction shops under the management of the naval 
constructors.” 








This is the sixth week of the court of inquiry that has 
been sitting at the Navy Department in regard to the 
controversy between Major General Elliott, commanding 
the U.S. Marine Corps, and Col. Charles H. Lauch- 
heimer. No trial within the memory of anyone con- 
versant with Army or Navy affairs has been held with 
so successful secrecy. There have been from time to 
time alleged outgivings of what has occurred before the . 
court, but these accounts have been wide of the actual 
facts. The trial has assumed, in. the view of certain 
persons high in office, the proportions of a well organized 
effort to force the retirement of General Elliott, and - 
President Taft has taken very firm ground in regard to 
this aspect of the matter by saying that an officer with 
such an excellent record shall not be forced out until he 
is ready to go. The original explanation of the occur- 
rences which led up to the court of inquiry remains to 
date unchanged by any developments before the court.

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RECENT DFATHS. 


Capt. Frederick Weseley Coffin, U.S.N.,. retired, died 
on April 8, 1910, at the home of his sister, Mrs. Martha 
B. Gilman, at Haverhill, Mass. Captain. Coffin was 
born in Sandwich, N.H., the son of John Weseley and 
Emily Coffin. He attended public schools in his native 
town and afterward at Watertown, Mass., where he 
fitted for the U.S. Naval Academy, at Annapolis, being 
graduated on June 21, 1875. He served on the Swatara, 
N.A. Station; Adams, Pacific Station; in the Coast 
Survey, on the training ship Minnesota, and on the 
Trenton, Asiatic Station. Was inspector of stee] for 
the new cruisers in 1887-8, and was next on the Lan- 
caster, of the European Station. He was inspector of 
steel at Thurlow, Pa., 1889-91, and was on the Benning- 
ton from Sept. 29, 1891, to September, 1894. He was on 
duty next on the Constellation, Yantic, New York, 
‘Wabash, Solace, Topeka, Hancock and Monadnock. At 
the outbreak of the Spanish-American War he was 
assigned to the battleship New York, under Admiral 
Sampson. At the close of hostilities he was transferred 
to the Philippines, where he was in command of the 
naval station at Luzon. He was senior ranking officer 
in command of the Pekin station in China at the time 
of the Boxer uprising, in command of the monitor Monad- 
— ‘He was retired on his own application June 30, 
1907. 

Senior Capt. Walter S. Howland, U.S.R.C.S., retired, 
died at his home at New Bedford, Mass., April 13, 1910. 
Captain Howland was born Dec. 25, 1842. He served as 
acting master’s mate and acting ensign in -the U.S. Navy 
during the Civil] War, having been attached to the Nipsic 
and Potomska. On March 8, 1873, he was commissioned 
a third lieutenant in the Revenue Cutter Service; was 
promoted to second lieutenant Feb. 19, 1880; promoted 
to first lieutenant Oct. 31, 1892, and was commissioned 
captain Aprii 13, 1902. Captain Howland was retired 
for age Dec. 25, 1906, and was advanced to the grade of 
senior captain on the retired list May 15, 1908, for Civil 
War service, in accordance with the Act of April 16, 
1908. Captain Howland served on many vessels and 
stations of the Revenue Cutter Service, and was highly 
regarded as a faithful and conscientious officer. 

The infant son of 2d Lieut. of Engrs. J. W. Glover, 
U.S.R.C.S.,.died on April 6, 1910. 

Hon. William Hanford Upson, father of the wife of 
Prof. G. J. Fiebeger, U.S. Military Academy, died at 
Akron, Ohio, April 18, 1910. 

Capt. William S. Sececombe, for many years widely 
known as a commander of Cunard Line steamships, died 
at his country residence at Peterboro, N.H., Feb. 11, 
1910. During the Spanish War he commanded at 
different times the U.S. auxiliary ships Glacier and 
Celtic. His last command before his retirement fifteen 
years ago was the Cunarder Cephalonia, the Boston- 
Liverpool boat. Captain Seccombe was born in England 
and came from an old Devonshire family. He entered 
the service of the Cunard Company as a young man, and 
first had command of vessels engaged in the Mediterra- 
nean trade. He became so successful as a commander 
that he soon was transferred to the Atlantic fleet. When 
the Spanish War broke out Captain Seccombe offered his 
services to his adopted country, and on June 2, 1898, 
was appointed executive officer of the U.S.S. Celtic, New 
York Navy Yard. Later he commanded the transport 
Arethusa on her trip from the Pacific coast to Cavite 
and the China Station. Captain Seceombe leaves a 
widow and ten children. 

First Class Sergt. John M. Pool, Co. M, Signal Corps, 
U.S.A., died at the post hospital, Presidio of Monterey, 
Cal., April 2, 1910, of general debility. Sergeant Pool 
has been in charge of the post telegraph station for 
several. years and was highly thought of. He had only 
eleven months more to serve to complete his thirty years’ 
service. He was a native of North Carolina, fifty-three

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Field Marshal Lord Kitchener, of the British army, 
who arrived in San Francisco, Cal., April 7, from 
Australia, en route to London, was a guest on the night 
of the same day at a banquet given in honor of Rear 
Admiral Uriel Sebree, U.S.N., retired. Governor James. 
N. Gillette was toastmaster. Among those present were 
Major Gen. Thomas H. Barry, U.S.A., in command of 
the Department of California; Rear Admiral Giles B. 
Harber, U.S.N., commanding the Pacific Fleet, and other 
Army and. Navy officers. The banquet hall was draped 





with English flags, and behind the speaker’s table hung 





the Stars and Stripes and the Union Jack. Governor 
Gillette, in introducing Lord Kitchener, proclaimed him 
“the greatest general of. any army in the world.” Lord 
Kitchener’s remarks were brief. He expressed his appre- 
ciation of Admiral Sebree as a naval officer and con- 
gratulated San Francisco on the speedy rehabilitation 
of the city after the earthquake and fire. Lord Kitchener 
left San Francisco, Cal., April 8, for the Yosemite 
Valley, and was to leave for the East April 10. Gen. 
Lord Kitchener was a guest of Major Gen. Fred D. 
Grant, commanding the Department of the Lakes, on his 
arrival at Chicago on April 14, and left the same day 
for New York city. In an interview he was quoted as 
saying that the Panama Canal is the best move America 
ever made. It will bring the Hast and the West closer 
together, and be a big factor, not only in commerce, but 
in the country’s military future. Lord Kitchener charac- 
terized the political aspect of the Pacific Ocean as a 
hard question to answer. “I wish I knew what the 
futvre would bring forth for the Pacific,” he said. “It 
is gratifying to us that the Canal is being built at 
Panama, for that helps to simplify matters. But only 
by the movement of nations in the future can we tell 
what part the Pacific will take in history. My idea of 
the army and navy of the future is that the navy must 
be of the first consideration. Either in defense or offense 
the navy must take the initiative, but a nation will have 
to depend on the army before it can whip another. My 
whole view of the future is one made peaceable by force 
of arms. Even with an international agreement for 
peace, some force must exist to punish offenders.”

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DECISIONS OF THE COMPTROLLER. 


The question of mounts for officers of Cavalry or Light 
Artillery below the grade of major detailed for duty with 
educational institutions, having been raised by the case of 
ist Lieut. P. W. Corbusier, 7th U.S. Cav., detailed at 
the State University, Lexington, Ky., the decision of the 
Comptroller is that Lieutenant Corbusier and officers 
of the Army below the grade of major on the active list 
similarly situated are required to be mounted, within the 
meaning of the Act of May 11, 1908, and if they provide 
suitable mount or mounts at their own expense they are 
entitled to the addition to their pay and allowances for 
mount or mounts as authorized by law. This case of 
Lieutenant Corbusier is distinguished from that of Cap- 
tain Tilford, 2d U.S. Cav., in that, being assigned to duty 
on a government transport, Captain Tilford was so 
situated that it was impossible for him to use his mount 
for any purpose, and therefore not entitled to addition 
to his pay. 

The appeal of Chief Yeoman Charles R. Smith, U.S.N., 
from a disallowance of a claim for pay as Navy mail 
clerk while on_leave of absence of six days is not sus- 
tained by the Comptroller, who says that such extra pay 
. dependent upon the actual performance of the extra 
uty. 

Reversal of the action of the Auditor in the case of 
Ensign A. K. Atkins, U.S.N., who appealed for $46.75, 
being ten per cent. increase of pay for sea duty while 
performing special temporary duty on shore, is made by 
the Comptroller on the ground that the orders to the 
claimant read, “This in addition to your present duties,” 
which imposed continuous discharge of sea duties. 

Replying to an inquiry as to what disbursing officer 
shall pay men transferred from one ship of the Navy to 
another, the Comptroller informs Master G. E. Petter- 
son, N.A.S., that the question is a subject for regulations. 

In disapproving the action of the Auditor in the case 
of Pvt. Floyd C. Clark, U.S.M.C., who claimed pay as 
in fourth enlistment, having enlisted in 1901 in the 
Marine Corps, in 1905 in the Infantry and in 1908 again 
in the Marine Corps, the Comptroller says it makes no 
difference whether a soldier’s re-enlistment is in the 
Army or the Marine Corps, so far as his right to be 
carried in the next higher enlistment period is concerned, 
and that Clark is in his fourth enlistment period. 

Passing upon the case of Major George C. Saffarrans, 
P.S.,;-detailed as such from captain, 2d U.S. Infantry, 


the Comptroller decides that he is entitled to the pay 
and allowances of a major from the date he reports for 
duty as battalion commander. The officer will be en- 
titled to the foreign service increase pay authorized by 
law on the pay of his grade (captain) from the time he 
leaves the United States to the date he reports for and 
enters upon duty as battalion commander. 

In appealing from a disallowance for a ride in a 
Pullman car in the settlement of his accounts, Paymr. 
B. B. Westlake, U.S.N., said he was unaware there was 
such a thing as a “night ride,” as is provided for an 
enlisted man who is entitled to a berth at night otly, 
but the Comptroller holds that such a restriction as to 
night rides is clearly set forth in instructions of the 
Bureau of Navigation, and should have been known to 
the appellant. However, in the case of one man fur- 
nished with sleeping-car accommodation, a decision in 
favor of the appellant to the amount of one dollar is 
found, as the man was a patient en route to a hospital, 
and therefore entitled to day as well as night rides. 

The Comptroller Bolds that the extra pay of $5 a 
month in case of detail as jack-of-the-dust is confined to 
ordinary seamen so detailed: hence Hospital Apprentice 
E. W. Harkness is not entitled to such increase. 

The Comptroller decides that a soldier enlisting after 
May 11, 1908, cannot be counted as in his second enlist 
ment period by reason of a prior service of more than 
eighteen months as an enlisted man in one of the Volun- 
teer regiments organized under Section 12 of the Act of 
March 2 ¥ 

The mptroller believes that the new plan of the 
Chief of Ordnance for making payments to per diem 
and piece work employees in the Ordnance Department 
at large of the Army, while a radical departure from 
the general practice, would seem to justify a trial. The 
effect of the proposed action is to change the period of 
service covered by the payroll from the first to the last 
of the month, to one from the sixteenth of one month 
to the fifteenth of the succeeding month. Approval is 
also given to the change in the heading of the roll, since 
it is no longer to be used as a return of hired men. 
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ANALYSIS OF S. 7397. 


To THE Eprror OF THE ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL: 

It will be with surprise and sadness, rather than with 
resentment and bitterness that thoughtful friends of the 
Navy will contemplate the effect and scope of Senate 
Bill No. 7397, introduced by Senator Perkins, chairman 
of the Senate Naval Committee. As the far-reaching 
and startling effects that would result from its passage 
are brought, however, to the attention of Senator 
Perkins and his confreres, it can reasonably be presumed 
that this measure would not be favorably reported until 
the several groups of officers affected by the provisions 
of the bill had been given an opportunity to express 
their views.in regard to its ultimate effect. 

The bill is far-reaching in its scope and purpose, and 
seems particularly to reflect the existing aggressive spirit 
for forcing the flow of promotion in the Service. The 
enactment into law of such a measure would revive 
controversies of the past and seriously embarrass the 
Navy Department in its accomplishment of certain im- 
portant policies. 

The full text of the measure was published in the 
ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL on Apri! 2, page 918, but as 
the average reader may have formed his conclusions by 
casually reading the title, rather than by studying the 
various features proposed, the bill is here given, in order 
that each reader may judge for himself whether the 
measure is one likely to promote efficiency or whether 
its tendency is to invite strife and discord: 

S. 7397, Mr. Perkins.—That officers on the active list of 
the line of the U.S. Navy who, under authority of law, now 
perform engineering duty on shore only, are hereby made 
additional to the numbers in the grades in which they are 
now serving and shall be carried as additional to the num- 
bers of each grade to which they may hereafter be promoted: 
Provided, That said officers and all other officers on the 
active list of the line of the U.S. Navy who have been or 
may hereafter be made additional to the numbers in their 
respective grades, shall have the privilege and benefits of 
voluntary retirement in equal nimbers, grade for grade, in 
each year with other officers of the line of like rank and 
length of service who are not so carried as additional num- 
bers, in addition to the number of such retirements now au- 
thorized by Section 8 of the Act to reorganize and increase 
the efficiency of the Navy and Marine Corps, approved March 
3, 1899, or such number as may be hereafter authorized by 
law: Provided further, That all such officers carried as ad- 
ditional numbers shall be subject to involuntary retirement in 
equal numbers, grade for grade, in each year with other offi- 
cers of the line of like rank and length of service who are 
not so carried as additional numbers, on the recommendation 
of the board now provided for in Section 9 of the said Act, or 
by such similar board as may be hereafter authorized by law. 

In brief, this measure provides for eliminating, under 
certain conditions, fifty-one officers of the line of the 
Navy. Included in this list are all the officers detailed 
for engineering duty exclusively. Marked for special 
elimination, also, under certain contingencies, are twenty- 
five line officers, who are additional officers in their 
several grades, and each of whom was advanced in rank 
by special Act of Congress or for eminent and con- 
spicuous conduct in battle. The bill contains three 
distinct features: 

It makes all the line officers doing engineering duty 
exclusively additional numbers in grade. (This purpose 
is a commendable one, and will be received with approval 
throughout the naval Service.) 

It provides that the fifty-one officers, additional in 
their various grades, shall “have the privilege and 
benefits of voluntary retirement,” etc., in addition to the 
number now or hereafter authorized. (Every Engineer 
officer, as well as every officer who has been advanced 
for conspicuous conduct in battle, or who has been made 
an additional number by special Act of Congress, should 
have the same unqualified opportunity to voluntarily 
retire as is now .given all line officers who are not 
additional numbers in their various grades.) 

It provides “that all such officers carried as additional 
numbers shall be subject to involuntary retirement,” etc. 
(The practical effect of this clause would result in the 
compulsory retirement of either an Engineer officer or 
an officer promoted for individual bravery for each officer 
compulsorily retired under the operation of the Per- 
sonnel law of 1899. As that law permits the compulsory 
tetirement of five captains, four commanders, four lieu- 
tenant commanders and two lieutenants, it can be 
reasonably expected that within four years from the 
passage of the proposed bill every officer doing engineer- 
ing duty exclusively or who was advanced for conspicuous 
conduct in battle will have been eliminated from the 
active list. It is difficult to understand the logic of a 





proposition to compulsorily retire an officer simply 
beeause gome other discredited officer was compulsorily 





retired. It does not appear to be founded upon either 


equity or justice. 

It is not ciekine in superlative terms to class the 
effects of the bill as far-reaching and disastrous. Some 
very important results would ensue other than that of 
creating discord and resentment of the most bitter natute. 
One would be the discrediting of naval efigineeritg duty. 
Within four years every offter iow doing engineering 
duty exclnsively would, in all probability, either volun. 
tarily or tompulsorily be removed from the active list. 
The professional ability and personal integrity of these 
officers is recognized; if they were summarily disposed 
of, as contemplated, it would be practically impossible 
hereafter to induce young officers to specially qualify 
themselves as naval engineering experts, a lamentable 
retrogression as regards engineering efficiency in the 
future. The list of those doing engineering duty ts prob- 
ably being — fast enough for naval efficiency : 
should not existing conditions wartant their retention’ 
rather than elimination? The services of the retaining 
naval engineer officers, as well as the prestige aiid in. 
fluence of the engineering profession, may +4 a very 
determining factor in deciding whether or not the policy 
inaugurated by the ptesent Secretary is to meet with 
Congressional! approval. The elimination of those trained 
exclusively to engineering duties will surely not meet 
with the approval of the line as a body. ose who are 
made additional numbers should be upon the same plane 
as regards voluntary and involuntary retirement as other 
officers. There was surely an implied pledge, when the 
Personnel bill was made a law, that those doing engineer- 
ing duty exclusively would not be discriminated against. 

The bill would result in the humiliation and official 
degradation of all those below the rank of rear admira! 
who have been advanced for eminent and conspicuovz 
conduct in battle. They regarded such promotion as 1 
badge of honor. Incongruous and inexplicable would be 
the enactment of a law that within four years makes 
possible compulsory retirement for every officer thus 
advanced. While it may have been opportunity, rather 
than personal merit, which gave advancement to these 
men, as regards their professional ability they now stand 
at least in the best third of their several grades. : Is not 
this attested by the action of the Secretary in choosing 
as three of his four official aids officers who were given 
advanced rank? Is it a matter of accident that the 
present commanders-in-chief of the Atlantic and of the 
Pacific Fleets are officers advanced for distinguished 
conduct in battle? 

The bill would impair the esteem and affection in 
which the Service is now held. Is it possible to believe 
that the country would approve such legislation? The 
passage of the proposed Personnel law is surely en- 
dangered by any undue effort to force out officers in any 
unusual or unjust manner. 

The Personne! bill, as submitted by the Navy Depart- 
ment, represents the careful and conscientious work of 
the Secretary and of the several boards appointed to 
consider the various phases of the matter. This proposed 
bill is in direct conflict with sub-paragraph three and 
four of section four of the maturely prepared Personne] 
hill proposed by the Department. The passage of the 
Personnel bill and the prestige of the Department are 
not promoted by the introduction of measures that arouse 
the apprehension and bitterness of officers whose records 
are credible. 

One has only to study the career of Senator Perkins 
to appreciate the fact that by training, environment and 
by reason of his extended service on the Senate Naval 
Committee he possesses the deepest affection and interest 
in the Navy. It can be expected that he will give all a 
square deal, and that he would willingly permit every 
phrase and clause of the measure to be analyzed and to 
have its purpose and scope made plain to the committee. 

It can certainly be expected that Secretary Meyer 
would not give his final endorsement to such a proposi- 
tion until all officers who considered they were being 
discriminated against had full opportunity of presenting 
their reasons for requesting the Navy Department’s dis- 
approval of such class legislation. The Personne] bill 
is free from such discriminations, and all can depend 
upon the Secretary to help right any wrong that is 
inconsistent with the thoughtful measure that represents 
his official views upon naval personnel —— 

Navy.

G.O. 43, MARCH 21, 1910, WAR DEPARTMENT. 

The following Act of Congress is published to the Army 
for the information and guidance of all concerned: 

An act to modify the 122d and 124th Articles of War, and 
to repeal the 123d Article of War. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives 
of the United States of America in Congress assembled, That 
the 122d and 124th Articles of War be, and hereby are, modi- 
fied to read as follows: - 

_‘‘Art. 122. If, upon marches, guards, or in quarters, 
different corps of the Army happen to join or do duty to- 
gether, the officer highest in rank of the line of the Army, 
Marine Corps, Organized Militia, or Volunteers, by commis- 
sion, there on duty or in quarters, shall command the whole, 
and give orders for what is needful in the Service, unless 
otherwise specially directed by the President, according to 
the nature of the case.’’

‘‘Art. 124. Officers of the Organized Militia of the several 
states, when called into the Service of the United States, shall 
on all detachments, courts-martial, and other duty, wherein 
they may be employed in conjunction with the Regular or Vol- 
unteer forces of the United States, take rank next after all 
officers of the like grade in said Regular forces, and shall take 
precedence of all officers of Volunteers of equal or inferior 
rank, notwithstanding the commissions of such Militia officers 
may be older than the commissions of the said officers of the 
Regular forces of the United States.’’ 

Sec. 2. That the 123d Article of War be, and hereby is, 
repealed.

CHANGES IN ARMY REGULATIONS. 


G.0. 55, APRIL 7, 1910, WAR DEPT. 

I. The following paragraph is added to the Army Regula- 
tions: 

712%. Whenever a public building at a military post or sta- 
tion in the United States is destroyed or seriously damaged by 
fire, storm, or other natural cause, the post or station com- 
mander will make immediate report of that fact by telegraph 
directly to the Adjutant General of the Army, stating the 
numerical or other designation of the building involved and 
the date and cause of the destruction or damage, and will make 
a like report to the department commander if. the post or station 
is under his ro wy When the Caen es damage — 
at a general depot of supply, a general hospital,.or an arsena 
or anes, or involves a building owned or leased by the Gov- 
ernment and used for military purposes, but not located on a

Sentence: “To be reprimanded by the reviewing suthority 
and to be reduced twenty files in rank on the lineal list of 
first lieutenants, Coast Artillery Corps.” 

Brig. Gen. M. P. Maus, commanding the department, ap- 
proved the sentence, and said: x19 . 

“The conduct of Lieutenant Colley, necessitating his trial, 
has been characterized by a spirit of insubordination and re- 
bellion against the lawful actions and just decisions of prop- 
erly constituted authority, while at the same time he has 
shown a highly overrated estimate of his own superior at- 
tributes. Seeking redress for his own fancied grievances, he 
himself denied justice to members of his own command, The 
punishment by the court is fully merited. = 

“The testimony of Lieutenant Colley clearly indicates aa un- 
worthy attempt, under the guise of self-vindication, to fox 9 
an investigation on a matter already considered and 
for the purpose of embarrassing his commanding officer. While 
it has not been absolutely proved that he was untruthful ‘in 
this connection, yet it is shown there has been lacking that 
frankness and fairness in his words and methods which should 
characterize a high-minded officer and gentleman. It is to 
hoped that profiting by this experience he may learn the vital 
importance of loyalty and L n Colley will 
be released from arrest and restored to duty.

The plan of developing a breed of Cavalry horses is 
to be taken up scientifically by the Department of Agri- 
culture as a consequence of the energetic work of Army 
officers interested in the subject. The Department of 
Agriculture has already made decided progress in build- 
ing up the old and almost extinct race of Morgan horses, 
and has developed also what is to be known as the 
American coach horse. The aim is to cross thoroughbred 
stallions on grade mares of the quick draft type. Such 
stock can be found readily in many sections of the 
country, and there are many thoroughbred stallions in 
Virginia, Montana, California, Kentucky and Tennessee. 
The horse wanted is to be 15.1 to 15.3 hands high. Any- 
thing bigger than this would be unavailable, as the 
general physical type of cavalryman now in the Army 
is a trim, spare fellow about five feet six to five feet 
seven tall. For officers there is a demand for full 
thoroughbred mounts of the--big, long-legged sort. Some 
of these will be provided according to needs. Capt.

Casper H. Conrad, jr., 3d Cayv., is in charge of the work 
for the Quartermaster’s Department. He has a fine 
pasture at Front Royal, where he assembles from time 
to time purchases he makes from the choicest horses he 
can find in Virginia and Maryland. These in time he 
ships to the remount station at Fort Reno, where they 
are trained and fitted for service. Captain Conrad will 
have the assistance of George H. Rommel, of the Bureau 
of Animal Industry, Department of Agriculture, who is 
an expert horseman and has had charge of the work of 
developing the horse breeding stations at Fort Collins, 
Colo., where the coach horses are bred, and at Burling- 
ton, Vt., where the Morgan breeding station is located. 
Two better men for this work would be hard to find. 
No appropriation has been made this year for the estab- 
lishment of the station, and it will take the best part of 
a year to get the work under headway. 


Brig. Gen. Tasker H. Bliss, as Acting Chief of Staff, 
issued orders on April 13 providing for taking the census 
of the military pepulation of the United States and 
insular possessions. The commanding general of the 
Philippines Division and the commanding officer of every 
territorial department in the United States, when re- 
quested by the Director of the Census, will designate a 
suitable person as census enumerator for each post or 
station within their commands. The enumeration will 
include not only officers and enlisted men, but also 
civilian employees and all other persons, citizens of the 
United States, attached in an official or private capacity 
to the command, including the members 6f the families 
of officers and enlisted men. In the Philippines the 
enumeration will be confined to American Citizens, 
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NAVY FLEET PLANS 


A two-ocean policy of battleship distribution is likely 
soon to be made possible for the Navy Department, 
Within a very short time we shall have battleships 
enough to maintain a fleet in each ocean. The 
Atlantic Fleet, counting the North Dakota and 
Delaware, and the Indiana, Iowa and Massachusetts, 
has twenty-one ships available for practically any sort 
of service that can be expected from battleships. In one 
year more the Utah and Florida will be added. It is not 
difficult to see that when there is provision for men and 
officers there will be ships enough to maintain a fleet 
in the Pacific. It would be idle to send there a small 
force. A division of the Atlantic Fleet would only be a 
temptation for trouble. There should be a strong fleet 
or none. With present facilities the fleet can be moved 
to the Pacific in ninety days. With the completion of 
the Panama Canal only a few days will be required. 

Secretary Meyer contemplates the movement of the 
armored cruisers Tennessee, South Dakota, Montana and 
North Carolina to the Pacific this fall. The two former 
will be joined on coming around the Horn from the 
Pacific by their sister ships, the Montana, now on the 
way to Buenos Ayres, and the North Carolina, which is 
lying at Rio de Janeiro, where she went with the re- 
mains of the late Ambassador Nabuco. The rendezvous 
will take place at Maldonado. The four armored 
cruisers and the scout cruiser Chester will be organized 
into a Special Service Squadron, and will visit Buenos 
Ayres during the celebration to be held there on May 24. 

The First Squadron of the Pacifie Fleet, consisting 
of the California, Washington, Colorado and Pennsyl- 
vania, will start from San Francisco Aug. 20 for Val- 
paraiso, where they will be joined by the South Dakota, 
Tennessee, Montana and North Carolina, and the crews 
will participate in the bi-centennial celebration of Chilian 
independence at Santiago, the capital, in September. 
After the festivities the armored cruisers may be or- 
dered on up to the west coast of the United States, but 
it is also possible that they may return to the Atlantic 
and be ordered to sail with the Atlantic Fleet to the 
Mediterranean. The Pacific Fleet will return to San 
Francisco, except the Washington, which will come on 
to the Atlantic side. 

A plan is under consideration to reorganize the At- 
lantic Fleet within the next year or so. With the incre- 
ment of new battleships it will be possible to place five 
ships in each division, instead of four, so that all the 
ships may dock at their home yards twice a year and one 
ship may be in her yard for repairs at any time without 
taking from the practical strength of the division. The 
ships of the four divisions will be assigned to the yards 
at New York, Norfolk, Philadelphia and Boston, and all 
the ships of each division will go to the same yard. 
Thus the division commander will have all his force in 
reach and under his eye. As each ship would, under the 
proposed plan, have two or three months uninterrupted 
by duty for a thorough overhauling for repairs, and 
by relying on the crew for some of the work of over- 
hauling, the ships would be in service condition more 
nearly continuously. Practically no ship would be put 
out of commission or in reserve. Ships in yards would 
have as nearly a full complement of men as possible, 
and no battleship crew would be allowed to go below 
three hundred and fifty men. A crew of this size would 
be expected to keep every ship in shape to go into imme- 
diate service on twenty-four hours’ notice. When it was 
desired to have a ship go to target practice or maneuvers 
the crews of two ships could be combined on that ship. 
Next year the plan would be to have the First Division 
dock at the New York Yard, the Second at the Norfolk 
Yard, the Third at the Boston Yard and the Fourth at 
the Philadelphia Yard. The Armored Cruiser Division, 
consisting of the Tennessee, Washington, North Carolina 
and the Montana—if some do not remain in the Pacific— 
would dock at the Portsmouth Yard. In July, 1911, the 
Battleship Fleet would be as follows: 

Connecticut, flagship: First Division—Connecticut, 
Florida, Utah, Delaware, North Dakota, Michigan. 
Second Division—Louisiana, South Carolina, Kansas. 
Vermont, New Hampshire. Third Division—Georgia, 
Nebraska, New Jersey, Virginia, Ohio. Fourth Division: 
Minnesota, Mississippi, Tdaho, Maine, Missouri. Fifth 
(armored cruisers) Division—Tennessee, Washington, 
North Carolina, Montana. 

The fleet in April, 1912, would be organized as fol- 
lows: Wyoming flagship—First Division—Wyoming, 
Arkansas, Florida, Wtah, Delaware, North Dakota 
Second Division—Louisiana, Michigan, South Carolina, 
Vermont, New Hampshire. Third Division—Connecti- 
cut, Kansas, Minnesota, Idaho, Mississippi. Fourth 


Division—Georgia, Nebraska, New Jersey, Rhode Island, 
Virginia. Fifth Division (armored cruisers) —Tennessee, 
Washington, North Carolina, Montana. 

The Reserve Fleet would in the latter year consist of 
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the Missouri, Ohio, Maine, Wisconsin, Illinois, Alabama, 
Kearsarge, Kentucky, Iowa, Massachusetts and Indiana. 
Of these the Maine, Missouri and Ohio would be avail- 
able to take the place of any ships of the fleet that must 
eo to yards for extensive overhauling. The auxiliaries 
Celtic, Solace, Culgoa, Panther and Yankton would make 
the New York Yard their home yard. The scout 
cruisers Chester; Birmingham and’ caren would dock at 
the Boston Yard. 

In the organization outlined above the aim would be 
to assemble in the same division ships of the same gen- 
eral type, in order to make the division homogeneous. 
The largest ships would dock at New York and Norfolk 
because the docks at those yards are the largest and the 
best facilities are at those yards. The commander-in- 
chief and..the fleet auxiliaries would always make their 
home at the New York Yard, as that is most central and 
has adequate facilities. 

It would thus appear that two years hence we shall 
have thirty-one battleships in the fleet. There would 
always be four ships in each division ready for sea serv- 
ice. Each yard would probably. have one battleship on 
hand for repairs the year through. Thus the work could 
be systematized and handled more economically. Each 
division commander would have all the ships of his divi- 
sion immediately near him all the year. 

The most effective destroyers and torpedoboats would 
be kept in commission at New York, Boston and Norfolk. 
These in reserve would be kept at Charleston. The 
iteserve Fleet would be kept at Philadelphia. All the 
siinor craft, gunboats and those of no especial military 
value, except six or seven now in use for police duty, 
would be put out of commission and stored at convenient 
points.

CONGRESSIONAL NOTES. 

Although the Navy Department has been bombarding 
the House Naval Committee with communications and 
memoranda in support of the Administration’s Personnel 
vill, it is doubtful whether a member of the committee 
has read the measure. A canvass of the committee re- 
veals the fact that none of them has given it any serious 
consideration. Chairman Foss stated on Thursday that 
he had not yet discussed the matter with the members 
of the committee or heard any suggestions as to when 
hearings on the bill should be conducted. 

Just at present the members of the House Committee 
are absorbed in the fate of the naval program when the 
Naval Appropriation bill reaches the Senate. Several 
of the members of the committee went over to the Senate 
Chamber this week and made appeals to the Senators 
from their states not only to vote for the two-battleship 
provision, but to take an active interest in its passage. 
Although they are confident that the Senate will pass 
the bill as it came from the House, they realize that 
Senator Hale, who was opposed to more than one battle- 
ship, is a powerful and resourceful leader. 

According to the present program, the next subject to 
be taken up by the House Committee is Chairman Foss’s 
bill for the reorganization of the Naval Militia. It is 
possible that this measure may be reported out without 
any further hearings. No demands to be heard upon this 
legislation have been filed with the committee, and unless 
there are the bill is apt to come out some time next week. 

If it is found that the way is not clear for the passage 
of the Additional Officers bill or the Elimination bill, an 
effort will be made to put through at least a readjust- 
ment measure which it is thought will afford some relief 
to the present unsatisfactory condition of the officers of 
the Army. The bill introduced by Representative Davis 
(H.R. 24013), published in full in our issue of April 9, 
is a measure which will carry out the ideas of a number 
of members of both the Senate and House Military Com- 
mittees. It is styled “A bill to remedy in the line of the 
Army the inequalities in rank due to the present system 
of regimental promotions.” Sec. 4 of the measure pro- 
vides for a temporary increase in the number of officers, 
and is a step in the direction of the plan advocated by 
General Bell for an increase in the number of officers. 
This section is as follows: “That the number of officers 
authorized at present in the grade of colonel and lieu- 
tenant colonel in the several arms of the line is hereby 
increased temporarily for the purposes of this act only.” 

Under the operation of this section in connection with 
the rest of the bill it is thought that a large number of 
promotions up to the rank of major will result. The 
number of officers that will be let into the Service has 
heen variously estimated by the members of the Senate 
and House Committees who have been informally dis- 
cussing the measure. By some of them it is believed that 
about half of the result that is expected from the Addi- 
tional Officers bill will be brought about. It is expected 
that the bill will be taken up either in the Senate or 
llouse Committee within a week or two and given serious 
consideration. The Elimination bill has met with serious 
opposition from a vast majority of Army officers. It 
has support from the Department, but so much pressure 
has been brought to bear from Army officers that there 
is at present absolutely no prospect of its being reported 
from either committee, not to speak of: being- passed by 
the House and Senate. 

If Chairman Warren should ask for a favorable report 
from the Senate Military Committee on the Additional 
Officers’ bill he would not experience any difficulty in 
securing it. But after canvassing the.situation in the 
House it is understood that Chairman Warren .. has 
reached the conclusion that it. will be useless for him to: 
Teport it out and endeavor to induce the Senate to pass 





it. He has been looking around for some bill which will: 
at. least give the Army temporary relief, and it is said 
has reached the conclusion that about all that can be 
passed at this session is some legislation for a readjust- 
ment in the rank of officers. 

The action of the House in approving and incorporat- 
ing in the pending Naval Appropriation bill the authori- 
zation for a fifteen per cent. profit for the Navy canteen 
on board ships meets with general satisfaction in the 
Service. This provides permanently for an entertainment 
fund, which will mean so much for the comfort and. good ~ 
spirits of the bluejackets while at sea and far ‘from. the. 
good things of home. 

Rear Admiral Mason appeared before the House Naval 
Committee on Thursday and discussed the legislation, 
pending relative to the purchase of a torpedo station site 
on the Pacific coast. Representative McCredie is insist- 
ing that some land now in the possession of the Govern- 
ment at Tacoma should be used for a torpedo station, 
instead of purchasing a new site at the cost of $100,000. 
In response to questions from Chairman Foss, Rear 
Admiral Mason stated that the site at Tacoma was not 
suitable for a torpedo station. Experiments at this fort 
would be dangerous on account of the great number of 
merchantmen which are passing in and out of Tacoma. 
However, he asked to be allowed to make a further 
investigation and submit some data to the committee at 
a later date. 

Chairman Warren, of the Senate Military Committee, 
on Thursday, April 14, reported favorably a resolution 
asking the War Department to forward to Congress the 
findings in the Brownsville court of inquiry. This will 
be the final act in the Brownsville affair. 

What is looked upon as the first link in the Atlantic 
coast inland waterways system is the inclusion by the 
Senate Commerce Committee in the River and Harbor 
bill as reported to the Senate on April 8 of provision 
for 35-foot channels at Norfolk and Philadelphia. ‘The 


total amount recommended by the Senate committee is © 


$52,566,418.50—an increase of about $10,000,000 over 
the amount carried by the. House bill, $42,588,176.50. A 
Senate committee amendment provides for the construc- 
tion of an. inland waterway between Norfolk, Va., and 
Beaufort Inlet, N.C., to a depth of twelve feet, in accord- 
ance with plans submitted by the War Department. The 
committee also inserted a provision authorizing the 
Secretary of War to enter into negotiations for the pur- 
chase, as part of the inland waterway, of the Albemarle 
and Chesapeake Canal or the Dismal Swamp Canal. 
The Senate committee decided to grant authority for 
going ahead with the project of a 35-foot channel from . 
Norfolk and Newport News to the sea, and recommends 
as an initial appropriation for that purpose $600,000. 
The object is to procure a depth of thirty-five feet from 
the Norfolk Navy Yard to the sea, an increased depth 
in the south branch of the Elizabeth River above the 
navy yard, and a depth of thirty-five feet between New- 
port News and Old Point, connecting there with the main 
channel from Norfolk to the sea. It will cost about 
$2,177,506 to complete this improvement. The bill 
includes an appropriation of $800,000 for a 35-foot 
channel in the Delaware River, in addition to appropria- 
tions of $550,000 for the channel work now under way. 

The total appropriations for the state of Pennsylvania 
are approximately $1,500,000. 

It is regrettable that the appearance of certain officers 
of the Navy before the House Naval Committee in an 
attitude of criticism toward the Meyer plan of naval 
reorganization should haye been accompanied’ by the 
newspaper suggestion that the disclosure of their lack 
of sympathy toward reorganization made it incumbent 
upon them to resign. Such a suggestion revealed a total 
misconception of the duty of Navy officers and of their 
value to the Service. It is precisely because of their 
frankness in giving their opinions that they are of worth 
to the Navy. If they had concealed their sentiments they 
would have been better out of the Service than in. The 
officers who were called before the committee were 
obligated to express their unbiased judgments, and it 
was the wish of the Secretary of the Navy that they 
should testify without regard to the accordance or non- 
accordance of their views with his. This is the position 
a Secretary of the Navy should take, for an endorsement 
of his ideas by officers who, he felt, were influenced by a 
fear of the official frown would make their approval 
anything but satisfactory. Secretary Meyer is too broad 
to desire to have officers in the Navy who could stultify 
themselves to curry favor with their superiors, nor would 
he encourage anything that would seem to put them in 
a position where such stultification would be a way out 
of a dilemma. The newspaper insinuation that the plan 
of reorganization will not be properly tested because it 
will lack hearty co-operation by the officers opposed to 
it overlooks. two very essential facts. One is the high 
professional spirit that permeates the Navy, and the 
other that there has never been any plan of reorganiza- 
tion in the Navy or the Army or any equally large 
civilian undertaking that has not had opponents. It is 
not likely that Secretary Meyer considers his plan per- 
fect; hence it is but natural that there will be those who 
see faults in it. But in the past there has never failed 
to be co-operation among the officers of the Services in 
carrying out whatever plans were formulated by the 
proper authority, and.the same spirit will prevail now. 








“There was no more- outspoken opponent of the action of 
‘this Government in making ‘war ‘on Mexico than Gen. 


Ethan Allen Hitchcock, but when he was sent to the 


front by his superiors he. did his full duty as a soldier, 
although his diary record, just published, shows how 
strong were his sentiments against the war. The New 
York newspaper which made the derogatory suggestion 
of resignation, and which formerly has shown a spirit of 
cordiality toward the Services should read the proceed- 
ings of the Newport Conference, held in the summer of 
1908, which was called because of the criticism of certain 
officers, among whom the most prominent was Comdr. 
A. L. Key, U.S.N., and which, instead of resenting the 
criticisms of that officer, adopted a resolution commend- 
ing him for thus rendering “a great and invaluable 
service to the Navy of the United States.” In referring 
to Commander Key’s part in bringing about this con- 
ference, the ARMY AND Navy JOUBNAL of Nov. 14, 1908, 
page 291, said: “Such an exhibition of courage, inde- 
pendence and professional zeal on the part of a. junior 
officer cannot be too highly commended. It is in the line 
of free professional discussion of naval matters for which 
we have long contended.” If this officer’s course was 
right in volunteering criticism, is it to be expected that 
other Navy officers, when called to give their opinions 
before a committee of the House of Representatives, 
under a solemn obligation to express their honest 
opinions, shall do less than he and conceal or color their 
objections? 
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The deadlock in the appointment of the nineteen suc- 
cessful candidates for second lieutenant in the Coast 
Artillery will soon be ended by the appointment of the 
one candidate about whom the. controversy has been 
made. The Secretary of War decided, very properly, as 
many believe, that the existing law, which forbids that 
a member of a class at the Military Academy dropped or 
dismissed for any cause shall be appointed an officer in 
the Army until after the graduation of the class to which 
he belonged, should also apply in spirit, if not in letter, 
to midshipmen at the Naval Academy ; so the five candi- 
dates who took the recent examination for second lieu- 
tenant in the Coast Artillery were placed in a second 
list, to be appointed after the graduation of the present 
first class at the Military Academy. As it happened, one 
man, C. D. Pierce, who had been at the Naval Academy, 
stocd No. 7 in the whole list of those who passed the 
examination, and, owing to the ruling made. by. the Secre- 
tary of War, he was placed at the head of the second 
list, to wait until next July. At this one of the Senators 
from North Carolina, ‘his state, objected to the confirma- 
tion of the nineteen who were in the first list. It is now 





possible, by the retirement for physical disability of Capt.- 


Frederic W. Hinrichs, jr.; who was detailed to the 
Ordnance Department from the Coast Artillery, to ap- 
point Pierce to the vacancy resulting, and this will be 
done unless some further unforeseen obstacle occurs. In 
this connection, while it has been argued with much force 
that last’ year several midshipmen were commissioned 
second lieutenants in the Coast. Artillery after they had 
for various causes failed of commissions in the Navy, or 


had in one or two cases resigned from preference for the 


Army, it is only fair to recall the fact that the law which 
prevents the appointment of former cadets at the Mili- 
tary Academy until after the graduation of the class to 
which they once belonged was passed for the purpose of 
reinforcing a penalty of dismissal on cadets who had 
been dismissed for hazing. No such charge would apply 
to the former midshipmen who passed the examination 
for appointment as second lieutenants in ‘the Coast 
Artillery this year. They dropped from their classes for 
physical disability, such as bad eyes, or, in one or two 
eases, for failure in studies for special reasons. The 


Secretary’s ruling against them seems in this light to be. 


a hardship to them.

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The prospective retirement June 11 of Brig. Gen. 
William LL. Marshal] will afford President Taft another 
opportunity to select a general officer, in addition to the 
five he has distinguished by his favor during the present 
year. It is regarded as not improbable that there will be 
consideration of the names of Col. W. M. Black and Col. 
F. V. Abbott. It is considered certain that Col. Goethals 
would decline the honor if it were to be tendered him, 
as his heart is set on continuing as chairman of the 
Panama Canal Commission and Chief Engineer of the 
work until the great project is completed. He has ten 
years yet before he will retire for age, and it is a fore- 
gone conclusion that no reward for his great services will 
seem too great to the American people when he shall 
have finished the work he is now directing. That he 
will be made a major general within the limits of the 
next administration is an obvious probability. At any 
rate, it is not expected that the President will at this 
time offer him the promotion following the retirement of 
General Marshal] because of Colonel Goethals’s well 
known desire to remain at Panama. 
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Examinations will be held throughout the country 
Tuesday, April 19, for the designated candidates for 
appointment as midshipmen at the Naval Academy. 
These examinations are held under the auspices of the 
Civil Service Commision, the Bureau of Navigation hav- 
ing prepared the questions and arranged all the condi- 
tions in regard to tests and marking. The vacancies for 
which the examinations are held are those made by the 
graduation of the class of 1910 and for those existing 
previously up to March 4 last. ‘There are sixty vacancies 
for Senatorial designations and 242 for designations by 
members of the House of Representatives. 
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THE SIXTY-FIRST CONGRESS, 


SECOND (FIRST REGULAR) SESSION. 

The President has signed H.R. 89, placing the Naval 
Academy band upon a footing with the Marine band at 
Washington, the band at West Point and other military 
posts in the manner of enlistments, and with all the 
privileges that these enlistments give. The bandmaster 
will now receive the pay of a second lieutenant in the 
Marine Corps. 

The Senate on April 8 passed S. 1382, authorizing the 
Secretary of the Navy to correct the record of William 
H. Beehler, Commodore, U.S.N., and credit him with 
Civil War service for twenty-one days while serving as 
a pfivate in the Union League Company of Volunteers 
in the defense of the city of Baltimore, under orders of 
the commanding officer of the U.S. Army at Baltimore; 
and authorizing the President to appoint him a rear 
admiral on the retired list, as provided by the Act of 
June 29, 1906, under Section 1443, Revised Statutes. 

The Senate on April 11 passed S. 7635, the bill apply- 
ing to the cases of Capt. Peter C. Hains, jr., C.A.C., and 
Capt. Thomas Franklin, Sub. Dept., U.S.A. The bill as 
passed authorizes the President “to drop from the rolls 
of the Army any officer who is absent from duty three 
months without leave, or who has been absent in confine- 
ment in a prison or penitentiary for more than three 
months after conviction by a civil court of competent 
jurisdiction; and no officer so dropped shall be eligible 
for reappointment.” Captain Hains, who is serving a 
nine years’ term in Sing Sing, N.Y., for the murder of 
William E. Annis, gave notice April 14 through his 
attorney, Eugene N. L. Young, of his appeal from his 
conviction and of his application for a new trial. It is 
supposed that the bill now pending prompted the move 
at this time. 

Bills passed by the Senate on April 12 included S. 
3670, to promote Joseph A. O’Conner, carpenter in the 
U.S. Navy, to the rank of chief carpenter and place him 
on the retired list; S. 5582, placing John W. Saville, 
passed assistant engineer, U.S. Navy, on the retired list 
with an advanced rank; S. 2053, to transfer Capt. John 
Clarke Wilson from the retired list to the active list of 
the Navy; H.R. 2265, for the erection of a memorial 
monument at Fort Recovery, Ohio. mee 

The Senate on April 13 passed the bill appropriating 
$25,000 for the erection of a monument to Gen. 
Nathanael Greene, Hevolutionary hero, at Guilford 
battleground, North Carolina. 

The Senate on April 14 passed H.R. 22839: “That the 
disbursing officers of the several states, territories and 
the District of Columbia are hereby authorized to pay 
from allotments under Section 1661, Revised Statutes, as 
amended, such sums as may be necessary to settle 
accounts incurred by the several states, territories and 
the District of Columbia for expenses involved by the 
participation of the Militia in joint encampments with 
the Regular Army during the season of 1908; Provided, 
That the accounting officers of the Treasury are hereby 
authorized and directed to credit such disbursements.” — 

The Senate Naval Committee met Wednesday, April 
13, and disposed of a number of small bills which have 
been pending for some time. A favorable report was 
made on S. 825, providing for the promotion of assistant 
paymasters in the Navy. This was approved by the 
Secretary of the Navy. An unfavorable report was made 
on §.J.R. 18, for the relief of P. J. McMahon. The bill 
was not approved by Secretary Meyer. An adverse re- 
port was made on S. 3672, to place Louis Webber, a 
first class musician, late of the Marine Corps, on the 
retired list. The bill was not approved by Secretary 
Meyer. An unfavorable report was made on S. 4140, retir- 
ing Thomas Harrison, a clerk in the Naval Observatory, 
and for other purposes, the Department making no 
recommendation. A favorable report was made on S. 
4240, to establish the grades of acting paymaster in the 
U.S. Navy and acting second lieutenant in the U.S. 
Marine Corps. The bil] was submitted to the committee 
by the Secretary of the Navy. A favorable report was 
made on S. 4745, to equalize the pay and allowances of 
the assistant surgeons and acting assistant surgeons in 
the Navy. The bill was endorsed by the Secretary. An 
unfavorable report was made on S. 6208, to transfer 
Capt. John Clark Wilson from the retired to the active 
list of the Navy. An adverse report was made upon the 
measure by the Secretary of the Navy. An unfavorable 
report was made on §. 7282, to appoint James M. Alden 
a lieutenant in the Navy and for his retirement. 

Favorable report was made in the Senate April 13 on 
S. 4746, “That hereafter if any officer of the U.S. Navy 
shall fai] in his physical examination for promotion and 
be found incapacitated for service by reason of physical 
disability contracted in line of duty he shall be retired 
with the rank to which his seniority entitled him to be 
promoted.” ‘The report says: “It is clearly unjust that 
the existing discrimination against the Navy should be 
permitted, and it is but fair the officers of the Navy 
should have the advantages long enjoyed by the officers 
of the Army and Marine Corps.” 

Ensign Guy K. Cullum, who, while a midshipman and 
confined in the Naval Academy Hospital, in his delirium 
jumped from a window and was severely injured, so that 
he was disqualified for active service in the Navy, is to 
be kept in the Service as an “additional professor of 
mathematics” at the Naval Academy, if the bill S. 7504, 
favorably reported in the Senate on April 13, becomes a 
law. He is regarded as one of the finest mathematicians 
that ever entered the Academy, and legislation has been 
secured to retain him on duty as an additional instructor 
at the Academy in his chosen line of teaching. 

In the Senate on April 12 Mr. McCumber submitted a 
proposed amendment to the Sundry Civil bill, to appro- 
priate $150,000 for filling in camp site at Queen Emma 
Point for camping purposes, ete., at Honolulu, Hawaii. 
He also submitted an amendment relative to the purchase 
of dredged material for the development of the naval 
station at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, intended to be proposed 
by him to the Naval Appropriation bill. Mr. Bankhead 
at the same time submitted two proposed amendments 
to the Naval Appropriation bill, one relative to the 
commissions of pharmacists in the Navy, and one pro- 
viding that ajl mates in the naval Service shall be 
classed, paid and retired the same as warrant officers. 

The bill S. 4238, favorably reported in the Senate 
April 1, that any officer on the active list of the line of 
the Navy as an additional number shall have the privilege 
and benefits of voluntary retirement, was on April 11 
ordered recommitted to the Naval Committee, where 
another bill (S. 7397) relating to the same subject is 


before the committee. The latter bil] is the subject of a 
special contributed article on another page in this issue. 

In the Senate on April 7 Mr. Piles submitted an 
amendment proposing to increase the limit of cost for the 
construction of a drydock at the navy yard at Puget 
Sound, Wash., to $2,300,000, and proposing to appro- 
priate $600,000 to continue the construction of the same, 
etc., intended to be proposed by him to the Naval Appro- 
priation bill. Mr. McEnery submitted an amendment 
to the same bill, proposing to increase the appropriation 
for the salary of the librarian at the Naval Academy to 


The case of Capt. J. K. Barton, whose promotion to 
rear admiral was stricken out on point of order in the 
“Naval Appropriation bill in the House, as noted on 
page 946, our issue of April 9, will come up in 
the Senate as an amendment proposed by Mr. Clapp, as 
follows: “Provided, That any officer of the Navy who 
has served, or is now serving, or shall hereafter serve, as 
chief of a bureau in the Navy Department, who has been 
or may be retired, shall have on the retired list the rank 
and three-fourths the pay authorized by law for such 
officer when serving as chief of bureau; but this provi- 
sion shall not operate to reduce the pay to which any 
officer may otherwise be entitled.” ‘ 





The Speaker of the House on April 9 appointed the 
following members of the Board of Visitors, Naval 
Academy: Messrs. Loud, Bates and Padgett. 

Mr. Kinkead, of New Jersey, in the House on April 9 
submitted a memorial of the Legislature of New Jersey 
favoring the promotion of Major Gen. Daniel E. Sickles 
to the rank of lieutenant general of the U.S. Army. 

The status of the appropriation bills on April 13 was 
as follows: Urgent Deficiency, a law since Feb. 25; 
Army Appropriation, approved March 23; Naval Appro- 
priation, passed the House April 8, not yet reported in 
the Senate; Indian bill, approved April 4; the District 
of Columbia bill has been in conference committee since 
Jan. 25, and the Fortifications bill in conference since 
Jan. 26; the Agriculture bill went to conference March 
9, the Diplomatic bill March 21 and the Legislative bill 
April 1; the Military Academy bill was agreed to April 
12; the Pension Appropriation bill, which passed the 
House March 24, with a provision for the reduction of 
the number of pension agencies to one, has not yet 
reached the Senate from committee; the Post-Office bill 
passed the House March §, and is yet to be reported in 
the Senate. The appropriation bills yet to be passed 
by the House are the General Deficiency and the Sundry 
Civil, neither of which has so far been introduced. The 
Sundry Civil Appropriation bill, carrying about $130,- 
000,000, though agreed on in full, may not be reported 
to the House for some time, because Representative 
Tawney, chairman of the Appropriations Committee, 
who will have charge of the measure, has gone to his 
home in Minnesota, and Representative Sherley, of 
Kentucky, a minority member of the committee, who 
will be paired with Mr. Tawney, will leave for Kentucky 
this week. 

The House Naval Committee has favorably reported 
H.R. 24251, to authorize the Secretary of the Navy to 
use interchangeably the appropriations for the various 
bureaus of the Navy Department for the fiscal year 
ending June 30, 1911. The committee say: “During the 
consideration of the bill making appropriations for the 
naval Establishment for the fiscal year ending June 30, 
1911, the Secretary of the Navy submitted a plan to 
this committee for the reorganization of the Navy De- 
partment and a reorganization in the administration of 
navy yards and naval stations. In accordance with said 
plan he likewise submitted revised estimates for the Naval 
Establishment, suggesting many changes in the form of 
the Naval Appropriation bill, abolishing the Bureau of 
Equipment and making many changes in the distribu- 
tion of work among the several bureaus. The Secretary 
put into operation the plan suggested by him on Dee. 1, 
1909, and the object of this bill is to give him an oppor- 
tunity to operate this plan in accordance with law for 
a period of one year. At the present time the committee 
feels that it cannot give legislative sanction to the plan 
owing to the short period it has been in operation. As 
the committee has no plan of its own prepared at the 
present time, it recommends the trial of the plan sug- 
gested for one year.” 

Favorable report was made in the House on April 7 
on H.R. 16892, to equalize the pay and allowances of 
assistant surgeons and acting assistant surgeons in the 
U.S. Navy. The report quotes a letter from the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, in which he says: “Every effort has 
been made to bring the career offered by the naval 
medical service to the attention of young physicians 
throughout the country by every possible means, but, as 
under existing law the Army offers candidates a commis- 
sion, with pay at the rate of $2,100 per annum, with all 
allowances, while the Navy can only offer an appoint- 
ment, with pay at the rate of $1,400 per annum and no 
allowances, it is clear that this great difference in the 
relative desirability of the two Services from a financial 
point of view, must be remedied if the existing vacancies 
are to be filled by the proper kind of individuals, and, 
inasmuch as the Regular Medical Corps now draws all 
its recruits from the grade of acting assistant surgeon, 
it has come to occupy a position of greater importance 
and bears a closer relation to the permanent Establish- 
ment. It is significant that hile at the end of the fiscal 
year 1909 the list of applicants for admission to the 
Army Medical Corps numbered about 235, the number 
of applicants for the Navy Medical Corps that had not 
used their permits up to that date was only twenty-nine. 
The strength of the Medical Corps of the Army is 445 
and that of the Navy is 350, yet at the present time the 
number of officers under instruction at the Army Medical 
School is fifty-nine, while the number of acting assistant 
surgeons under instruction is only twenty.” A similar 
bill (S. 4745) has been favorably reported in the Senate. 

The House Naval Committee on April 7 unanimously 
recommended the passage of H.R. 15687, a bill to estab- 
lish the grades of acting assistant paymaster in the U.S. 
Navy and acting second lieutenant in the U.S. Marine 
Corps. This bill provides for a probationary period of 
one year for successful candidates for the Pay Corps in 
the Navy and U.S. Marine Corps by creating the grades 
of acting assistant paymaster in the U.S. Navy and 
acting second lieutenant in the U.S. Marine Corps. This 
probationary period affords the Government opportunity 
to judge of the aptitude and professional ability of these 
candidates before granting them a permanent commission, 
and protects the Government, in that it may discharge 


such officer should he prove unfit for the Service, although ~ 


he may not have been guilty of such an overt act as to 
warrant his court-martial and dismissal. The bill. if 


enacted, will cause no increase in the number of officers 
and will not involve any increase in expenditures. The 
strong endorsement of the Navy Department is made a 
part of the report. 

Favorable report was made by the House Claims Com- 
mittee April 13 on the bill to relieve Allan L. Briggs, Ist 


lieutenant, 29th Inf., of accountability for $2,000, Si 
Corps funds embezzled by a clerk “4 {oor ts Ppa 
of the Chief Signal Officer, Manila, P.I. 

As amended by the House Library Committee, and 
favorably reported April 13, the bill H.R. 18696, pro- 
vides that there may he erected, without expense to the 
U.S. Government, by Mr. Rodman Wanamaker and 
others, on a U.S. reservation, in the harbor of New 
York, and upon a site to be selected by the Secretary of 
War and the Secretary of the Navy, a suitable memorial 
to the memory of the North American Indian.

New York. 
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VOLUNTEER RETIRED LIST BILL. 


The Volunteer Retired List bill (H.R. 18899) was 
reported to the House on April 13 by the Committee on 
Military Affairs. As amended the bill provides retired 
pay, according to previous rank and length of service, for 
all honorably discharged surviving Volunteer officers who 
served six months or more. The same provision is made 
for the limited number of surviving officers and Regulars 
who rendered similar service and have not been retired, 
The committee’s report, in giving the reasons for recom- 
mending the measure, says that since the Civil War no 
legislation whatever has been enacted in recognition of 
the service of the surviving Volunteer officers, while in 
five successive acts of Congress the Civil War service of 
all officers of the Regular Army and Navy have received 
generous rewards. 

The report includes an estimate from the Secretary of 
the Interior, which fixes the cost of the first year’s opera- 
tion of the bill at $9,264,012 above present pensions. 

It is understood that this bill has not the approval of 
President Taft. Those who have talked with him say 
the President regards it as a bid for the old soldier vote 
and that it calls for so large an appropriation that it 
should not be passed at this session. However, it is not 
thought the President will carry his opposition so far 
as to veto it. Friends of the bill say there is no doubt 
it will pass the House. It has been placed in the hands 
of Representative Prince, of Illinois, who has written a 
strong report and will make an aggressive fight to get 
early consideration. E. S. Theall, clerk to the House 
Naval Committee, has prepared an abstract of retirement 
laws, showing differences between the retirement laws 
of the Army, Navy and Marine Corps, and the effect of 
vote of thanks to officers of the Navy. 

The following is the text of the amended Volunteer 
Retired List bill as reported to the House: 

H.R. 18899, Mr. Townsend.—To create in the War Depart- 
ment and the Navy Department, respectively, a roll desig- 
nated as “The Civil War Volunteer officers’ retired list,” 
to authorize placing thereon with retired pay certain surviv- 
ing officers who served in the Army, Navy or Marine Corps of 
the United States in the Civil War, and for other purposes. 

Be it enacted, etc., That there is hereby created in the 
War Department and Navy Department, respectively, a roll 
designated as “The Civil War Volunteer officers’ retired 
list.’” Upon written application made to the Secretary of the 
proper department, and subject to the conditions and re- 
quirements hereinafter contained, the name of each surviv- 
ing officer of Volunteers who served as an officer in the Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps of the United States in the Civil 
War, and was honorably discharged from service by muster 
out, resignation, or otherwise, shall be entered on said list 
as of the highest rank held by him during said service. Each 
surviving officer so entered on said list shall have served 
in said Army, Navy, or Marine Corps in said war not less 
than six months, shall not have been retired with continu- 
ing retired pay, and shall not belong to the United States 
Army, Navy, or Marine Corps: Provided, That a surviving 
officer who lost an eye, an arm, or a leg in the line of duty, 
or who was honorably discharged from service by muster 
out, resignation, or otherwise, because of a wound or other 
bodily injury received or incurred in the line of duty, or 
because of disability incurred in the line of duty while a 
prisoner of war, shall, if otherwise eligible under the terms 
of this act, be entitled to be placed on said list, and to re- 
ceive the full benefits of this act, without regard to the length 
of his said service: And provided further, That in comput- 
ing the length of service of any surviving officer, for the pur- 
poses of this act, there shall be included, in addition to his 
service as an officer of any rank, all such service as he shall 
have rendered in said war as an enlisted man or as an ap- 
pointed petty officer. Applications for entry on said list shall 
be made in such form and under such regulations as shall 
be prescribed by the War Department and Navy Department, 
respectively, and proper blanks shall be furnished for said 
purpose upon request made to the proper department by sur- 
viving officers claiming the benefits of this act. A certificate 
of service, and of enrolment under this act, properly pre- 
pared in the War Department and Navy Department, respec- 
tively, shall be furnished to each surviving officer whose name 
shall be entered on said list. 

Sec. 2. That surviving officers whe served as officers in 
the Regular Army, Navy, or Marine Corps of the United 
States during the Civil War, and who were honorably dis- 
charged from service by muster out, resignation, or other- 
wise, and have not been reinstated in said service nor retired 
with continuing retired pay, shall, upon application duly 
made, be entered on said list and receive the benefits of this 
act on the same conditions that are herein prescribed for 
surviving Volunteer officers, except that they shall not be 
required to have served as Volunteers. 

Sec. 3. That, subject to the maximum and minimum limi- 
tations of retired pay hereinafter contained, each surviving 
officer whose name shall have been duly entered on said list, 
who shall have served as aforesaid in the Civil War a term or 
terms aggregating two years or more, shall receive out of any 
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated one-third 
pay according to his former highest rank and former branch 
of service as-entered on said list, which one-third pay shall 
be equal to one-third of the initial pay now received by 
officers of like or equivalent rank in the United States Army, 
Navy, or Marine Corps, respectively; and each surviving offi- 
cer whose name shall have been duly entered on said list, 
who shall have served as aforesaid in the Civil War a term 
or terms aggregating less than two years, but not less than 
six months, shall receive, out of any money in the Treasury 
not otherwise appropriated, each according to his aggregate 
term of service, an amount bearing such proportion to the 





pay herein granted to officers of the same or equivalent rank’ 


for two years’ service as the aggregate term of service bears 
to said term of two years. The retired pay provided for by 
this act shall begin upon the date of the passage of this 
act and continue during the natural life of the beneficiary; 
it shall be payable quarterly, and shall not exceed, in the 
ease of any surviving officer, two-thirds of the initial pay 
now received by a captain in the United States Army; it 
shall not be less than $600 per annum in the case of any 
surviving officer whose name is duly entered on said list and 
whose term or terms of service during the Civil War ag- 
gregate two and one-half years or more, and it shall not be 
less than $400 per annum in the case of any surviving officer 
whose name is duly entered on said list: Provided, That the 
provisions of this act shall not apply to any person until he 
shall have arrived at the age of seventy years. 
Sec. 4. That each surviving officer who shall receive pay 
under this act shall thereby relinquish all his right and claim 
to pension from the United States after the date of the pas- 
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sage of this act, and any payment of such pension made to 
him covering a period subsequent to the passage of this act 
shall be deducted from the amount due him on the first pay- 
ment or payments under this act. The pay allowed under 
this act shall not be subject or liable to any attachment, 
levy, lien, or detention under any process whatsoever; and 
persons whose names are placed upon said roll shall not con- 
stitute any part of the United States Army, Navy, or Marine 
war 5. That any person who served as an enlisted man 
ninety days or more in the military or naval service of the 
United States during the Civil War, and who has been honor- 
ably discharged therefrom, and whose physical or mental con- 
dition is of such degree of disability as to require the fre- 
quent and periodical aid and attenti of ith person, 
shall, upon application, have his name placed on the Volun- 
teer retired list created by this act, and shall receive, in 
lieu of all pensions, retired pay at the rate of $30 per month 
during the period of his natural life. 

Sec. 6. That this act is in recognition of sacrifices made 
and services rendered in the Civil War for the defense of the 
United States Government and the preservation of the Union, 
and shall.take effect immediately. 

The report of the committee, as submitted by Mr. 
Prince, says, in part: 

“The records indicate that the Government’s war-time 
pledge of equality of treatment has been faithfully kept 
as between the enlisted men of the Regulars and the 
enlisted men of Volunteers who served during the Civil 
War. Equal provision is made, for the disability and old 
ave of both. But as between the officers of Regulars and 
Volunteers of similar Civil War service that pledge has 
peen, and still is, wholly ignored. During the Civil War 
ihe Volunteer troops formed ninety-six per cent. of the 
Armies of the United States and achieved ninety-six per 
cont. of the historic results. On the other hand, of the 
honors and rewards since extended by the Government 
to Regular and Volunteer officers as such, exclusively in 
recognition of their Civil] War service and its results 
to the nation, Regular officers, through no fault of their 
own, have received all and Volunteer officers nothing. 

“The various forms of discriminations of which these 
surviving Volunteer officers justly complain may be thus 
summarized: The surviving officers of the Revolutionary 
\rmy received approximately full retired pay according 
io previous rank and service, at a time when money had 
much greater purchasing power than now. All Regular 
Army officers, whether serving in peace or war, receive 
after the age of sixty-four three-fourths retired pay, 
which after five years’ service ranges from $1,402 per 
annum for a second lieutenant to $4,500 for a_ brigadier 
veneral. All Regular Army officers of any Civil War 
service also receive a legislative addition or bonus of one 
crade in retired rank and pay as special recognition and 
reward for such Civil War service. That special reward 
is $1,500 per year for a colonel and a ratable amount for 
the lower grades. Former enlisted men of the Union 
Army are receiving an average age pension exceeding their 
full pay proper during service. For surviving Volunteer 
Civil War officers as such, whose service was wholly 
rendered in war, the Government has made no provision 
of pension or retired pay. They are permitted to receive 
the age pension allowed to a private soldier who served 
ninety days or more, which at the age of seventy is $180 
a year. This is a fraction of the retired pay awarded to 
Washington’s surviving officers in recognition of military 
service of equal duration, merit and results. It is less 
than six per cent. of the average retired pay of Regular 
Army officers, and is twelve per cent. of the above named 
$1,500 annual bonus now received by each colonel of the 
Regular Army who saw Civil War service.”

MILITARY ACADEMY BILL. 


As noted in our issue of April 9, agreement on the 
amendments to the Military Academy Appropriation bill 
was reported to Congress April 8. The total carried by 
the bill is $1,856,249.87. ‘The Senate amendments, all 
of which were agreed to except as hereinafter noted, will 
be found in our issue of March 26, page 886. The 
exceptions are these: The Senate recedes from its amend- 
ment increasing the Academy photographer’s pay by 
$400. The Ladycliffe Academy purchase authorization 
is amended by limiting the price to “not exceeding 
$150,000,” and providing that such property shal] be “in 
lieu of the hotel provided for in the general plans.” 
These are conference committee amendments of two of 
the Senate’s paragraphs: ’ 

The consent of Congress is hereby granted to the acceptance 
by officers of the Army, in the discretion of the President, of 
such military details under the governments of Cuba and 
Panama as may be requested by the Presidents of these Re- 
publics: Provided, That such details shall not exceed five in 
number: And provided further, That no officer so detailed 
shall receive any present, emolument, office or title of any 
kind whatever from the government of Cuba or Panama. 

Hereafter in administering the Act of Congress approved 
Feb. 24, 1897, entitled, ‘‘An Act to provide for the relief 
of certain officers and enlisted men of the Volunteer forces,’’ 
the decision of the War Department as to the right of any per- 
son to be held and considered to have been mustered into 
th Service of the United States under the provisions of said 
Act shall be conclusive, and no claims shall be allowed or 
considered under said Act after the first day of January, 1911. 


When the conference report came before the House 
for action, April 12, considerable opposition was made to 
the adoption of the report on account of that part of the 
new regulations regarding hazing which grant the privi- 
lege of court-martial trial to cadets charged with offenses 
under such regulation which would invelve dismissal 
from the Academy. However, the report was finally 
agreed to, and the bill now requires only the President’s 
signature to become a law. ‘The hazing regulations as 
adopted follow: 

The portion of the Act of Congress, entitled ‘‘An Act 
making appropriations for the support of the Military Acad- 
emy for the fiscal year ending June 380, 1902, and for other 
purposes,’’ approved March 2, 1901, prescribing penalty for 
hazing, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

‘‘That the Superintendent of the U.S. Military Academy, 
subject to the approval of the Secretary of War, shall make 
appropriate regulations for putting a stop to the practice of 
hazing, such regulations to prescribe dismissal, suspension, 
or other adequate punishments for infractions of the same, 
and to embody a clear definition of hazing. 

‘‘That any cadet who shall be charged with offenses under 
such regulations which would involve his dismissal from the 
Academy shall be granted, upon his written request, a trial 
by a general court-martial, and any cadet dismissed from 
the Academy for hazing shall not thereafter be reappointed to 
the Corps of Cadets nor be eligible for appointment as a 
commissioned officer in the Army or Navy or Marine Corps 
until two years after the graduation of the class of which 
he was a member. 

‘“‘That all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.’’ 

_The paragraph authorizing the Secretary of War to 
dispose of pending cases of hazing under the regulations 
as modified above is among those adopted. 

One of the most important paragraphs carried by this 








bill is the one which will increase the personnel of the 
Military Academy Cadet Corps in accordance with the 
repeated recommendation of Superintendent Scott and of 
the memorandum from the Chief of Staff, published in 
our issue of Feb. 12, page 692. Here is the provision: 
“Hereafter, for six years from July 1, A.D., 1910, 
whenever any cadet shall have finished three years of his 
course at the U.S. Military Academy, his successor may 
be admitted to the Academy; and the corps of cadets is 
hereby increased to meet this provision.”

THE BROWNSVILLE COURT. 


A resolution will be introduced in the Senate provid- 
ing for making public the conclusions of the Brownsville 
court. The court has thus far made no explanation of 
its reasons for recommending the reinstatement of four- 
teen members of the battalion of the 25th Infantry, dis- 
honorably discharged from the Army in 1906. Of the 167 
men discharged, all were present on the night of the af- 


fray. None of the men absent on furlough or at target 
practice was included in the discharge. It is claimed by 
tormer members of the battalion that the fourteen were 
asleep in quarters when the trouble began. They gave 
practically the same testimony as their fellows, I'wo of 
the fourteen, Jones A. Coltran and Edward Daniels, non- 
commissioned officers of Company B, who were awak- 
ened by the shots, formed their company in line and took 
command until the arrival of the first sergeant. Henry 
Arvin, another of the fourteen, took an ax and chopped 
into the gun rack to allow the men to get their guns 
when ordered to fall in. Under the law these men are 
eligible for re-enlistment so far as the Brownsville af- 
fair is concerned, but they must be fit physically and 
morally, and comply with the law in all requirements. 
If they are physically disqualified, or married, or have 
committed a crime, they are ineligible. If found eligible 
in all respects, they will be reinstated in the Army as 
if they had served well and faithfully and the Browns- 
ville affair had never happened. ‘They will be paid for 
the nearly four years intervening since the affray, and 
the time they have been out will be counted as continu- 
ous service and for retirement. 

As a matter of law there is nothing remarkable about 
the action of the court in not assigning reasons for the 
selection of the fourteen men for reinstatement. The 
court is acting precisely as any court of inquiry or a 
court-martial would under the regulations. It is not 
required to give reasons for its findings. Furthermore, 
the act of the court is final and not subject to review as 
to the matter of reinstating these fourteen men. None 
has so far presented himself for re-enlistment. 








HOUSE PASSES NAVY BILL. 


Two first class battleships, two fleet colliers and four 
submarine torpedoboats constitute the naval increase car- 
ried by the Naval Appropriation bill (H.R. 23311) as 
it was passed by the House late on Friday afternoon, 
April 8. The only new ship construction asked for by 
the bill as reported to the House which failed of adoption 
was the one million dollar repair ship. Mr. Hobson’s 
forces asked for three or four battleships, while the 
Padgett minority strove to reduce the battleship authori- 
zation to one first class ship. The bill as passed meets 


the Administration’s ideas as to a proper ratio of annual 
increase for the maintenance of our naval efliciency. 
‘rhe total appropriation, “Increase of the Navy,” is re- 
duced from $32,079,846 to $31,100,346. 

‘the Senate Committee on Naval Affairs will take up 
the Naval Appropriation bill Wednesday, April 20. The 
most important work to be done by the committee will 
be the restoration of the various provisions of the bill 
stricken out on the floor of the House on a point of 
order. The members of the Senate Committee kept in 
close touch with the House Committee while the measure 
was being formulated, and reached informal agreement 
upon the most important features of the bill. Outside 
ot the battleship provision it is not thought that there 
will be any serious opposition on the Senate side to the 
bill in the form in which it comes from the House Com- 
mittee. The Senate Committee expects to be ready to 
report the bill out either in the latter part of the week 
or the first of next week. 

The House reversed itself on April 8 by putting back 
all the authorizations of increased dock facilities it had 
on April 6 voted down. 

Among the changes of amounts appropriated under the 
various headings of the bill as passed by the House are 
these: Bureau of Yards and Docks increased to 
$1,290,000; Public Works, same bureau, reduced by 
$100,000, to $6,229,250; Public Works, Bureau of 
Ordnance, by striking out appropriation of $145,000 for 
a Pacific coast torpedo station, is reduced to $114,600; 
Naval Academy, to $520,300. Other changes and correc- 
tions of the amounts as given in our itemized table of 
appropriations on page 883, March 26, are these: Naval 
War College, $20,475.76; ammunition for ships, $2,500,- 
000;.small arms and machine guns, $250,000; stricken 
out, $30,00C for plans and specifications for public 
works; contingent fund, Medicine and Surgery, reduced 
to $70,500. Increase of the Navy: Construction and 
machinery reduced to $17,175,753; torpedoboats and 
submarines, to $859,971: armor and armament, to $11,- 
565,122; equipment, to $399,000. 

_ New provisions of the present bill include the follow- 
ing: 

Provided further, That $30,000, or so much thereof as may 
be necessary of this appropriation, shall be used for the hire 
of expert accountants for establishing accounting and cost 
of work offices at navy yards and stations according to the 
plan and methods of indirect charges established at the Bos- 
ton Navy Yard in July 1, 1909, and for no other purposes. 

The Secretary of the Navy is hereby authorized to consider, 
ascertain, adjust and determine the amounts due on all claims 
for damages, where the amount of the claim does not ex- 
ceed the sum of $500, hereafter occasioned by collision, 
for which collisions vessels of the Navy shall be found to 
be responsible, and report the amounts so ascertained and 
determined to be due the claimants to Congress at each ses- 
sion thereof through the Treasury Department for payment 
as legal claims out of appropriations that may be made by 
Congress therefor. : 

That the Act entitled, ‘‘An Act to authorize the Secre- 
tary of the Navy to loan naval equipment to certain military 
schools,’’ approved March 8, 1901, be amended by striking 
out the words ‘‘one hundred and forty cadets’’ and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the words ‘‘seventy-five cadets over 
fifteen years of age.”’ 

Provided, That no part of this appropriation shall be ex- 
pended in experiments. unless, in the development of armor- 
piercing projectiles and high explosives, an attack on heavy 
turret armor and heavy belt armor is made by armor-piere- 
ing projectiles at a battle range not less than 8,000 yards 
and by explosive gelatin in quantity not less than 200 


pounds exploded against the heavy belt armor and heavy 
turret armor of an actual vessel. 

lt is well known that the Navy Department does not 
favor this paragraph, which would necessitate the carry- 
ing, as a part of the ammunition of a ship of war, of a 
_— quantity of such a highly volatile substance as 
gelatin. 

Under the appropriation for Increase of the Navy is 
this provision, which will require all work done upon 
ba ships authorized to be on the basis of an eight-hour 
ay: 

And the contract for the construction of said vessels shall 
contain @ provision requiring said vesscls to be built in ac- 
cordance with the provisions of an Act entitled, ‘‘An Act 
relating to the limitation of the hours of daily service of 
laborers and mechanics employed upon the public works of 
the United States and of the District of Columbia,’’ ap- 
proved Aug. 1, 1892, and shall be awarded by the Secretary 
of the Navy to the lowest best responsible bidder, having in 
view the best results and most expeditious delivery; and in 
the construction of all of said vessels the provisions of the 
Act of Aug. 38, 1886, entitled, ‘‘An Act to increase the 
naval establishment,’’ as to materials for said vessels their 
engines, beilers and machinery, the contracts under which 
they are built, the notice of any proposals for the same: the 
plans, drawings, specifications theretor, and the method of 
executing said contracts shall be observed and followed, ana 
Subject to the provisions of this Act, all said vessels shall 
be built in compliance with the terms of said Act, and in 
all their parts shall be of domestic manufacture; and the 
steel material shall be of domestic manufacture, and of the 
quality and characteristics best adapted to the various pur- 
poses for whicn it may be used, in accordance with specifi- 
cations approved by the Secretary of the Navy, provided 
bo py arnanred ior ve on same in @ reasonable time, at a 
reasonable price, and of the required quali 
with responsible parties. " Piniella ital wat’ 
_ The proviso requiring birth certificates of naval recruits 
is amended in the present bill by the addition of a clause 
that gives an easy way out for minors who may have 
fraudulently enlisted. ‘Che House Naval Committee had 
recommended a release from service of such minors upoao 
repayment to the Government of the cost of the recruit’s 
first outfit, but the House relieves them of even this 
vbligation. Here is the proviso as it now goes to the 
Senate: 

Provided, That no part of this appropriation shall be ex- 
pended in recruiting seamen, ordinary seamen, or apprentice 
seamen, unless in case of minors a certificate of birth or a 
verified written statement by the parents, or eitner of them 
or in case of their deatn a veriied written statement by the 
legal guardian, be mrst furnished to the recruiting oificer 
Suowlng applicant to be of age, required by naval regulations, 
which shai be presented with tne application tor enlistment: 
but if it be afterward tound upon evidence satistactory to the 
Navy Vepartment that any recruit has sworn falsely as to 
bee —_ 7 —— eighteen years of age at time of enlist- 

ent, he suall upon request of either sen r 
be released from aarti in the pl 1 Se aoeemnee 

_A paragraph stricken out under the Increase of the 
Navy is this: Authorizing the Secretary of the Navy to 
construct, by private contract or in a government navy 
yard, at a Cost not to exceed $1,000,000, the fleet collier 
authorized by the Act of May 13, 1¥U3, to be built in a 
government navy yard on the Pacific coast, and making 
the appropriation made therein available toward its con- 
struction, ‘Lhe Act of 1908 provided for “Iwo tieet 
colliers of 14-knot trial speed when carrying not less 
than 12,500 tons of cargo and a bunker of coal. One of 
said Colliers to be built in such government navy yard 
on the Pacific coast as the Secretary of the Navy sball 
direct. Cost not to exceed $1,800,0U0 each, and toward 
the construction of both $1,500,000 is hereby appro- 
priated.” The Pacific coast yard proclaimed its inability 
to build the ship for $900,000 on account of the high 
price of labor on that coast, making an estimate of 
$1,400,000 for the ship’s construction, and the vessel is 
still unbuilt. 

Other paragraphs under the head of “Increase of the 
Navy” ruled out on point of order are these: 

That the final unobligated balances of all non-continuing 
annual appropriations for the naval service for the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1908, shall, in lieu of being covered 
into the Treasury, be available for use in new construction, 
and said balances are hereby reappropriated and made avail- 
able for all purposes for which the approriation, ‘‘Increase 
of the Navy, construction and machinery,’’ is available, 

The Secretary of the Navy is authorized to use inter- 
changeably among the foregoing bureaus of the Navy De- 
partment the appropriations herein made during the fiscal 
year 1911, so far as such interchange may be necessary to 
consolidate the duties of said bureaus one with another, but 
nothing herein shall be so construed as to authorize the 
expenditure of any appropriation for purposes other than 
those specifically provided by the terms of said appropria- 
tions, or the submission of estimates for the naval establish- 
— yoo, > fiscal year ye except in accordance with the 
order and arrangement of the Naval iati 
pt apt oH g t val Appropriation Act for 
This latter paragraph is made the subject of a separate 
bill (H.R. 24251), favorably reported in the Hotes as 
noted under “The Sixty-First Congress.” . 


COAL IN FOREIGN BOTTOMS. 


In discussing in the House on April 2 the subject of 
the carrying of coal for the Navy from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific in foreign bottoms on the ground of cheap- 
ness, Mr. Humphrey, of Washington, said that the policy 
of allowing such ships to carry coal was resulting not 
only in driving American shipping from the Pacific, but 
also in raising the cost of transportation, He maintained 
that the American Government is paying more for the 
carrying of mails and supplies to the Philippines than 
was paid to the American ships when they were running. 
Just as soon as foreign ships have succeeded in driving 
these lumber carriers, the only American ships that are 
still left, out of the trade, that moment freight rates 
will be increased, and no longer can we get coal carried 
at a less price than we pay the American ships. Mr. 
Humphrey cited the case of wheat, on which the freight 
rate was very low until the foreign ships got complete 
control of it, when they immediately raised the price of 
carrying wheat from the Pacific coast over 400 per cent. 
They have raised the price of freight within the last two 
or three years from $1.25 a ton to $6.90. All the Amer- 
ican ships have been driven out of the Pacific except the 
ships that will be driven out by this system of allowing 
foreign ships to bring coal to the Pacific and then take 
a cargo from a Pacific port. He predicted that these 
last American ships will soon be extinguished unless 
something is done to save them. ‘ 

Then Mr. Humphrey proceeded to argue against the 
use of Atlantic coast coal for the fleet in the Pacific. 
He insisted that the coal on the Pacific coast is sufficient 
for the needs of the fleet. It has been used on the ships 
of the Pacific Mail and other fast ships of the Pacific, he 
said, and has proved its worth. Besides, it is used on 
the other government yessels, such as the revenue cutters 
in Behring Sea, the roughest ocean, perhaps, in 
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world. He said the trouble was that the Navy Depart- 
ment did not acquaint itself with conditions on the Pacific 
coast. Once he had talked with an Assistant. Secretary 
of the Navy about why more work was not sent to the 
Bremerton Yard, and the reply was that the ice and 
snow at the yard had to be taken into account, “although 
there had never been a piece of ice in Puget Sound big 
enough to cool a cocktail.” Another Assistant Secretary 
had informed him that he could not establish a training 
station on Puget Sound because of the inclement weather, 
which would prevent outdoor exercise, when the official 
records showed that vunly three days in the year were 
so ae that outside work could not be done in the 
yard. 

Mr. Cox, of Indiana, in reply, said that the law was 
very plain in prohibiting the Department from shipping 
coal in foreign bottoms unless the American price was 
unreasonable, and in view of the fact that foreign 
bottoms charged the Navy only from $3.25 to $3.35 a 
ton, while American ships charged from $7 to $8 for 
the identical service, he thought the Navy was only 
following the plain reading of the statute in giving the 
coal transportation to foreign ships. Mr. Humphrey 
could not give the ruling price of Pacific coal, although 
admitting that that had much to do with the matter. 
The debate which brought out these expressions was on 
the amendment of Mr. Kahn, of California, to increase 
the amount for coal and transportation by the sum of 
$1,000,060. which, he thought, would meet the contention 
of the Department that it did not have the money to 
ship coal in American ships. Mr. Burke, of Pennsyl- 
vania, made the point that even with the additional 
amount only 33,000 tons of the 175,000 tons necessary 
could be shipped in home bottoms. Mr. Foss, of Illinois, 
explained that tests of Pacific coast coals had been made 
by the Geological Survey, and had shown it was less 
efficient than the Atlantic coast fuel. The Kahn amend- 
ment was rejected: likewise one by Mr. Humphrey, of 
Washington, prohibiting the use of any part of the appro- 
priation in payment for transportation of coal from the 
Atlantie to the Pacific Ocean.

NAVY PERSONNEL BILL, H.R. 22319. 

A memorandum given out as to the Navy Personnel 
bill states that some criticisms have been made of the 
features of the bill that replace for a few years the 
present forty vacancies annually with eighteen vacan- 
cies annually, and that require the grades above ensign, 
while such grades are short, to be distributed proportion- 
ately (Sec. 9) instead of making at once the full eventual 
numbers in the higher grades. 

There are also still criticisms of the retirement fea- 
tures at graded rates of pay. Full notes on these fea- 
tures have been sent to Congress and have appeared in 
these columns. These have doubtless cleared up exist- 
ing doubts. To recapitulate briefly; there are no re- 
tirments of lieutenants at graded rates of pay; the first 
retirements of lieutenant commanders at these rates will 
occur, as nearly as can be estimated now, in 1924; re- 


tirements for disability in line of duty entitle to three- 
fourths pay, as per existing law, except that if the offi- 
cer is up fer examination he gets the next higher grade. 

The eighteen vacancies required by Sec. 11 were neces- 
sitated by the following considerations: Should all the 
captains of thirty-seven years’ service be promoted on 
July 1 next, it would mean that all the present captains 
down to F. M. Bostwick would become rear admirals; 
that is over sixty promotions the first year, and as a 
consequence the retirement of over sixty rear admirals 
from the whole list of rear admirals. This would be 
too drastic, hence, temporarily, only eighteen vacancies 
are required annually in this part of the list, which will 
spread the process over the next few years, instead of 
putting it in effect at once, regardless of results, 

As to the sufliciency of the vacancies that will be 
created in other parts of the list: Fears are expressed 
that the results will not equal the present law, and that 
most of the promotions that will occur will be due to the 
ex-engineer officers being made extra numbers. As to 
the ex-engineers, there are only twenty-one of them now 
on the list who are not already extra numbers, and the 
promotion from this cause would not go very far. There 
must be other means to accomplish the result. 

Sec. 9 that is criticized spreads the grades above en- 
sign in proportions of the total. These grades are in- 
creasing at the average rate of 110 annually. This 
means an increase annually of: flag officers, 1.7; cap- 
tains, 6.8; commanders, 8.5; lieutenant commanders, 
22.0; lieutenants, 50.7; lieutenants, junior grade, 20.3; 
total, 110. 

Hence the promotion for commanders will be 26.5 
(18 plus 1.7 plus 6.8); for lieutenant commanders 35 
(26.5 plus 8.5); for lieutenants 57 (35 plus 22); for lieu- 
tenants (J.G.) 107.7 (57 plus 50.7), and for ensigns 128 
(107.7 plus 20.3). The above is exclusive of ordinary 
casualties—apart from age retirements—amounting to 
about three per cent. annually in all parts of the list. 

Hence it is seen that whereas the present law gives 
forty vacancies above lieutenant (J.G.), the proposed 
law will give 108, this exclusive of the ex-engineers 
made extra numbers and of the three per cent. normal 
casualties. In other words, the proposed law gives 
about three times as much promotion as the present law, 
beginning at once. 

Sec. 9, therefore, gives all the promotion that can 
reasonably be expected. Tables worked out for a num- 
ber of years to come show that (beginning this year) 
captains are promoted after service as follows: 41, 40, 
39, 39, 39, 37 years (in 1915); commanders after 34, 32, 
30, 29, 29, 28 years (in 1915); lieutenant commanders 
after 24, 24, 23, 23, 22, 22 years (in 1915); lieutenants 
after 15 15, 14, 14, 14, 14 years (in 1915); lieutenants 
(J.G.) after 7, 8, 8, 8, 8 years (in 1915). 

Should the provisions of Sec. 9 be dispensed with, on 
July 1 next the class of ’87 would be going up to cap- 
tain, the class of ’95 to commander, the class of ’05 to 
lieutenant commander (skipping the whole grade of lieu- 
tenant); and to get the necessary lieutenants it would 
be necessary to go down into the present second ciass at 
the Naval Academy. The grades of lieutenant (J.G.) 
and ensign would be entirely empty. Such a procedure 
would certainly not be justified, this memorandum states.

DEDICATING THE SOUTH CAROLINA. 


Charleston, §.C., April 14, 1910. 

The good city of Charleston surpassed itself, and that 
is saying much, in the entertainment provided for the 
guests of the city invited here to be present at the cere- 
monies accompanying the arrival here of the U.S. battle- 
ship South Carolina to receive a service of silver 
presented by the city to the state’s naval] namesake. The 
guests from abroad were brought here and returned to 
their homes in the palatial Pullman cars, transportation 
being furnished both ways. On their arrival here on 
Monday they were met by citizens, who took them to 
their hospitable homes and there entertained them. 

In the forenoon of Monday there was a trip around 
the harbor in the U.S. torpedoboat MacDonough, ending 
in a visit to the navy yard, where luncheon was provided 
in the quarters of the commandant. Rear Admiral James 
D. Adams and the officers of the yard, with the ladies of 
their families, vied with each other in dispensing hospi- 
tality. The guests were next taken on an automobile 
trip to the famous and unique Magnolia Garden, rich at 
this season in its display of blooming azaleas and roses. 
This trip ended at the Fine Arts Institution, where the 
Daughters of the American Revolution had provided a 
delightful lunch, served by most attentive ladies. The 
day closed with a banquet at the Charleston Hotel. 

At noon on Tuesday the service of plate was presented 
by the Governor of South Carolina with appropriate 
ceremonies at the opera house. Then came a visit to 
the battleship, and in the evening a reception to the 
officers of the South Carolina at the Charleston Hotel, 
the sailors having their share in the entertainment by 
being granted shore leave. A grand ball, given at the 
navy yard by the Charleston Yacht Club on Wednesday 
evening, concluded the three days of festivity. Visitors’ 
tickets were provided for the guests of the city at the 
Commercial Club, the Carolina Yacht Club, the Fellow- 
ship Club, the Charleston Club, the Deutsche Freund- 
schaft Bund, the Y.M.C.A., the Hibernian Society and 
the St. Andrew’s Society.

The U.S.S. Perkins, the first of a new t ° - 
going torpedoboat destroyers, was Foon BD, ath —. 
from the yards of the Fore River Shipbuilding Company 
Quincy, Mass. The vessel was christened by Mrs. Larz 
Anderson, of Brookline and Washington, whose father 
was Commodore G. H. Perkins, U.S.N., after whom the 
boat is named. Mr. F. T. Bowles, president of the Fore 
River Shipbuilding Company, gave Mrs. Anderson a big 
bunch of Killarney roses. The Perkins is one of several 
torpedoboat destroyers of a new, enlarged type, capable 
of keeping sea with the battleship fleet. She is 289 feet 
long between perpendiculars and her length over al] is 
nearly 294 feet. Her beam is 26 feet 41%4 inches, and 
the trial displacement will be 742 tons. The trial draft 
will be 8 feet 4 inches. The Perkins will have two 
engines, each developing 6,000 horsepower, at about six 
hundred revolutions a minute, which will give the vessel 
a speed of 2914 knots an hour. Among those attending 
the launch were some naval officers of the Argentine 
Republic, for whom the Fore River Company is to build 
a 28,000-ton battleship. These officers included Lieut. 
M. Blanchi, Lieut. Comdr. C. M. Van Adares, Elec. 
Engr. D. Casanova and Naval Architect Valerio Mar- 
joan. The U.S. Navy was represented by Rear Admiral 
Harrison G. O. Colby and Mrs. Colby, Rear Admiral 
Silas W. Terry and Mrs. Terry, Naval Constr. H. G. 
Gilmour, Lieut. Owen Hill, Capt. Charles H. Manning 
and Capt. John L. Gow and Mrs. Gow. 

The U.S. torpedoboat destroyer Paulding, the first of 
the new oil burning vessels of her type, was successfully 
launched April 12 at Bath, Me. She was christened by 
Miss Emma Paulding, of Huntington, L.I., daughter of 
the late Rear Admiral Hiram Paulding, U.S.N., for 
whom the craft was named. The Paulding is the first 
of the fleet in the Navy equipped with oil burners for 
burning oil fuel exclusively, no coal being carried except 
for galley purposes. The fuel oil will be carried in large 
tanks built into the structure of the hull, with a total 
capacity of about 60.000 gallons. The destroyer will 
carry four officers with quarters in the forecastle and a 
crew of eighty-five men. Her official speed trials will 
be held the middle of next month. She is a sister ship 
to the Drayton, which will soon be ready for launching. 
The Paulding is, with a few exceptions, nearly a dupli- 
cate of the Flusser and the Reid, which attained such 
great speed a few days since. Her principal dimensions 
are: Length between perpendiculars, 289 feet; length 
over all, 293 feet 1014 inches; molded beam at trial, 
water line, 26 feet 1 inch; extreme beam, 26 feet 414 
inches; mean trial displacement, 742 tons; mean trial 
draft, 8 feet 4 inches. ; 

_The U.S. battleship Florida is to be launched at the 
New York Yard, New York, on May 12, instead of on 
the earlier date first announced. Secretary Meyer and 
a large number of Navy officers and officials will be 
present from Washington and elsewhere. 

Preparations are being made for the presentation of 
a loving cup from the Second Squadron of the American 
Atlantie Fleet, at Amoy, China, to the Chinese navy in 
commemoration of the visit of the battleships in 1908. 

Rear Admiral Thomas Phelps, U.S.N., former com- 
mandant at Mare Island, Cal., paid a visit to the naval 
station April 6 to inspect the torpedoboat destroyer 
Hopkins, which has had considerable trouble with her 
boilers during the past few months. The heads of the 
different yard departments visited the ship with the Rear 
Admiral, who assumed his new duties as senior member 
of the board to conduct general surveys of vessels on the 
Pacific coast April 1. 


Lieut. H. E. Lackey, U.S.N.. who has been assigned 
as fleet engineer of the Asiatic Fleet, to assume this duty 
next August, has been on ordnance duty at Indian Head 
and on duty in connection with the installation of ma- 
chinery. He will leave on the cruiser New York as 
engineer officer before taking his post as fleet engineer 
when the New York reaches Asiatic waters. This vessel 
will shortly leave for the Asiatic Station via Suez. to 
relieve the Charleston. 

A building of the New York Shipbuilding Company at 
Camden, N.J.,. was destroyed by fire early on April 12, 
plans for marine engines being consumed. Among the 
drawings destroyed were the engine and sanitary plans 
of the battleships Utah and Arkansas. All of the plans, 
however, were only duplicates of originals kept in a 
fireproof vault. Their destruction will cause little delay 
in completing the battleships. The loss is estimated at 
$100,000 

Secretary Meyer has suspended the convening of the 
court-martial ordered to try Comdr. Frank K. Gill, 
U.S.N., of the Marietta, for alleged neglect of duty. The 
court -was originally ordered on the statements made in 
the report of the Board of Inspection which inspected 
the ship. The Aid for Inspections, Rear Admiral A. 
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Ward, recommended a court of inquiry. At the time the 
court-martial was ordered Secretary Meyer had not 
personally reviewed the case. Since that time counsel 
for Commandet Hill has submitted an argumetit against 
a court-martial without a preliminary inquiry, and cer- 
tain reports and conditions have been considered which 
make it‘advisable to hold a court of inquiry as a pre- 
liminary to any further action by the Department. 
Secretary Meyer has directed a court of inquiry in order 
that Commander Hill may have full opportunity to 
explain the conditions reported by the Buard of Inspet- 
tion. . 

The Getmaii totpedoboat 122 was trun dowi by the 
small cruiser Miinchen in the course of the German naval 
maneuvers on the night of April 138. Two engineers of 
the torpedoboat were qed and several others of Her 
crew were wouirded. ‘he torpedoboat was towed into 
Swiiemiitide in a sinking condition. At the time of tlie 
accidetit the vesSels were maneuvering off Sassnitz, on 
the east coast of the island of Rugen, in the Baltic Sea. 
The cruiser struck the smaller craft amidships.

During the chilly breeziness of Thursday afternoon a party 
of half a dozen midshipmen were given a cold plunge in 
the. waters of the Severn. They went out sailing and an un- 
expected puff of wind capsized the craft off the Santee wharf. 
All were swimmers and in no immediate danger. They clung 
to the upturned keel until a steam launch was sent out from 
the shore to rescue them. 

The Naval Academy fencing team has received into its 
custody for one year the bronze figure, ‘‘The Carlovingian 
Swordsman,’’ awarded for the winning of this year’s cham- 
pionship of the Intercollegiate Fencing Association. Since 
the formation of the association the Naval Academy has won 
the trophy three times and the Military Academy has won it 
six times. No institution outside the Service schools has 
won it since they have been members, though the individual 
championship has gone to members of other schools. 

It has been announced that Lieut. Comdr. Louis M. Nulton 
will succeed Commander Harold K. Hines as head of the De- 
partment of Ordnance and Gunnery at the Naval Academy. 
Commander Hines left here April 1, having been ordered to 
the U.S.S. Dubuque. Commander Nulton is the son-in-law 
of Mrs. Marchand, of Annapolis, his wife having been Miss 
Betty Marchand. Former Midshipman Jones, ‘09, Naval 
Academy, has succeeded in securing a commission in the Army. 
Mrs. F. V. McNair, widow of Admiral McNair, U.S.N., who 
has been on a two-weeks’ visit to Philadelphia, has returned 
and is quartered at Misses Buchanan’s, No. 2 Maryland ave- 
nue. 

The Navy’s lacrosse players sprang a surprise on the crack 
aggregation from Mount Washington Saturday afternoon, when 
the visitors were downed by the score of 6 to 1. Of the 
Navy’s improvement since last week the most notable feature 
was in its better stick work and checking. 

It is expected that the new fourth class will be the largest 
in the history of the Naval Academy. It was announced 
Monday that more than 400 vacancies exist. It is improbable 
that all will be filled, but it is expected that more than 300 
will qualify. The largest class heretofore has been about 
325. About 600 or 700 appointments have been made, in- 
cluding principals and first, second or third alternates.

The inati quest are 
prepared by the academic board at the Naval Academy and 
forwarded to the various stations. The second and last ex- 
amination of the year will be held at the Naval Academy only, 
June 21. Candidates who qualify mentally will report for 
physical tests by a board of medical officers at the Academy. 
he graduation of large classes during the last few years 
is the primary reason for the existence of an unusually large 
number of vacancies this year. In 1906 the number of ap- 
pointments was increased, each Senator and Representative 
being allowed to designate two young men, in addition to 
appointments by the President. This law was designed to 
supply the number of younger officers needed to man the new 
ships. Three years hence this law will terminate and the 
number of appointments will be reduced to the normal, each 
Senator and Representative being allowed but one. Another 
thing responsible for the increased number of vacancies is 
the large number of failures at the semi-annual examinations 
in February. A score or more of midshipmen were also 
dropped or dismissed for mi duct, ‘‘inaptitude’’ and other 
causes. ‘ ‘ 
The University of Pennsylvania played baseball in all of its 
departments Saturday afternoon and won from the Naval 
Academy by 10 to 0. The disparity between the teams in 
batting and fielding was more than equaled by the difference, 
in favor of Penn. as to head work in the field and speed 
on the bases.

Seibert, a new man and a left-hander, pitched for 
three more and had a sorry time of it. The fourth inning 
was the one in which the visitors clinched the game, scoring 











four runs. Seibert gave way to Anderson, the Navy’s husky 
left-hander, who stopped the scoring for the remainder of 
the game.

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NATIONAL GUARD NOTES. 


The action of Lieut. Col. George A. Wingate, adjutant gen- 
eral, on the staff of Gen, O. F. Roe, N.G.N.Y., in disqualify- 
ing Melvin Sheppard, a world-famous athlete, for openly 
violating rules at the games of the 23d Regiment on April 9, is 
one that will be upheld by all lovers of clean athletics. The 
action of Col. W. B. Hotchkin, of the 22d N.Y., in also tak- 
ing prompt action against the athletes of his regiment who 
refused to compete after Shéppard was disqualified for his 
attem-- ~ ™~- , #3 one highly to be commended. The 22d 
Regiment men, in making a demonstration in favor of a man 
disqualified, offered insult to a superior officer. It is about 
time that some heroic measures were taken to prevent unruly 
gangs of athletes from practically running things as they 
please in many armories. In the past there has been too 
much of a disposition to avoid proper action, when occa- 
sion demanded, by timid officials. 

Co. G. 71st N.Y., will hold its annual military tournament 
at the armory, Park avenue and Thirty-fourth street, New 
York city, on Saturday evening, April 23. Eleven organiza- 
tions have entered the competitive drills open to cadet com- 
panies, and the judges will have no easy task in selecting the 
winners of the three silver cups offered by the company. The 
feature of the evening will be a sham battle, representing 
the attack upon a bivouac, during which fifteen hundred 
rounds of blank ammunition will be used. Company G will 
show how a camp would be established in a hostile country 
and how it would be defended when attacked under cover of 
darkness. The entire action will be tactically correet from 
the time the outposts are driven in until the enemy is: finally 
repulsed. 

The closing review of the 13th N.Y., will be held in the 
armory Saturday night, April 23, and Gen. James McLeer 
will be the reviewing officer.

69TH N.Y.—LIEUT. COL. LOUIS D. CONLEY. 


Adjutant Gen. Nelson H. Henry reviewed the 69th N.Y., 
under command of Lieut. Col. Louis D. Conley, in the armory 
on the night of April 9 before a large number of spectators, 
and also witnessed a regimental drill and evening parade.

71ST N.Y.—COL. W. G. BATES. 


Hon. James S. Sherman, Vice-President of the United 
States, who reviewed the 71st N.Y. in its armory in New York 
city on the night of April 11, witnessed an unusually fine 
display, and he undoubtedly returned to Washington greatly 
impressed with his visit to a regiment which has all the best 
elements that go to make up a successful National Guard 
command. The steadiness of the command, its precision of 
movement and its generally splendid appearance in the re- 
view and parade would be hard to equal, and the exhibition, 
without any overpraise, stands out about the best ever given 
by the command, and ranks with the best seen anywhere else. 
Capt. William R. Fearn, Q.M., met the Vice-President, who, 
with Mrs. Sherman, was at the Manhattan Hotel, and brought 
them to the armory in an automobile, Corporal Carruthers 
being detailed as orderly. 

The regiment was promptly equalized into fourteen com- 
mands of sixteen files each by Regimental Adjutant Greene and 
formed for review, with Colonel Bates in command, the bat- 
talion commanders being Majors Linson, Bruch and Beekman. 
It was the first time within the memory of those conversant 
with military events that a Vice-President of the United 
States has ever reviewed a New York regiment in an armory, 
and as Mr, Sherman passed along the lines during the stand-

The companies went by in the passage in splendid shape, there 
being five commands in the 1st Battalion, four in the second 
and five in the third. After the review the regimental rifle 
team, distinguished experts and expert riflemen and sharp- 
shooters for 1909 were ordered to the front, where Colonel 
Bates congratulated them, and also. told them that the new 
range at Blauvelt would be ready for them this summer or 
fall. 

The evening parade was taken by Lieut. Col. James H. 
Wells, the companies parading unequalized; in the passage 
the companies went by under command of their first sergeants, 
K, B, O and G being the largest companies, and, as in the re- 
view, the regiment made a splendid appearance, which was 
further heightened by its distinctive full dress uniform, with 
white trousers. 

After the parade there was dancing for members and guests, 
Mr. Sherman and a number of special guests being enter- 
tained in the officers’ mess room. Mr. Sherman stated that 
he had enjoyed his visit immensely, and that he was pro- 
foundly impressed with the military display. ‘‘It makes me 
regret that I have never been a soldier,’’ he said. It is in- 
teresting to note that the splendid execution of the noiseless 
‘‘order arms’’ practiced by the 71st, and which is being 
copied by other regiments not adverse to being progressive, 
was taught the command by Capt. Merch B. Stewart, 8th 
U.S. Inf., who was formerly one of the tactical officers at 
West Point.

Inquire at Office of Adjutant General, Washington, D.C., 
giving reason for seeking the information. 

CO. W. V. asks: In the act giving officers of the Army who 
served during the Civil War increased rank and pay on their 
retirement from active service is there any provision, as to 
pay, etc., made for the retired enlisted men of the Army who 
served during the Civil War? Answer: No; and no separate 
measures conferring such benefits upon the enlisted men have 
been enacted. 


W. S. R. asks: Where can I buy an Engineer’s Manual, the 
same as issued to non-coms. of the Engineer Corps? Answer: 
We can supply the new edition of the Engineer Field Manual, 
parts one to six, bound in full leather, for $1.50 per copy. 
‘‘The Engineers’ Manual, issued to non-commissioned officers 
of the Engineer Corps,’’ is probably a text-book from some 
private publishing house used in the school for non-commis- 
sioned officers. Inquire at your post school. The books used 
there should show the publishers’ address. 


W. L. R.—During the past eleven years the number of 
graduated West Point cadets has averaged forty-five per 
year short of the requirement to fill ordinary vacancies, and 
seventy-two short of the number required to fill all vacancies, 
including those caused by legislation. Of the officers now in 
the Army 43.36 per cent. are from West Point, 43.67 per 
cent. from civil life, and 12.97 per cent. from the ranks. 
After the appointment of the Military Academy graduates va- 
eancies in the grade of second lieutenant are filled by (1) 
qualified enlisted candidates; (2) honor graduates of institu- 
tions of learning at which officers of the Army are detailed 
as professors of military science and tactics, not to exceed 
ten per year; (3) successful civilian candidates. Applica- 
tion to the War Department will secure you the pamphlet 
applying to your case and show you the character of the ex- 
aminations. All promotions are subject to a mental and physi- 
cal examination, and officers go up for this examination in 
lineal order as vacancies occur. The average time in each 
grade below colonel would be about four years as second 
lieutenant, seven years as first lieutenant, ten years as captain, 
six years as major and four years as lieutenant colonel. 

OLD SOLDIER, CAMP KEITHLEY.—Your data might have 
been clearer. However, if you re-enlisted within three months 
from discharge, Nov. 13, 1907, and if in the Service on May 
11, 1908, the period served from July 3, 1902, to Nov. 13, 
1904, does not entitle you to an enlistment period. Your 
service from March 14, 1901, to May 11, 1908, would have 
placed you in your third period on May 11, 1908. If you 
have re-enlisted since the latter date, and within three months 
of discharge, you are in your fourth period. 

FARRIER asks: Enlisted June 4, 1906, discharged July 4, 
1907, for convenience of the Government; re-enlisted July 5, 
1907, to attend School for Blacksmiths and Farriers. (1) 
Was I entitled to second enlistment pay June 4, 1909, when 
I was three years in the Service? (2) If not, will I be en- 
titled to the three months’ bonus and second enlistment pay if 
I re-enlist at the completion of this enlistment? I was dis- 
charged and re-enlisted at Santa Clara, Cuba (July 4 and 5, 
1907). (3) Where will I receive transportation to? (4) Am 
I entitled to water transportation if no government trans- 
ports are running between the United States and Cuba? An- 
swer: (1) After expiration of present enlistment you will be 
entitled to the second enlistment period upon re-enlistment. 
(2). To be entitled to the bonus you must be discharged a 
private and re-enlist within three months. (3 and 4) You 
will receive travel pay at rate of four cents per mile from 
place of discharge to place of enlistment, less distance of sea 
travel via official route. 

PLUVIUS asks: Enlisted Feb. 18, 1901, discharged Feb. 17, 
1904; re-enlisted Feb. 18, 1904, discharged Sept. 22, 1906, by 
favor; enlisted July 19, 1909, and still in Service. In what 
enlistment period am I now, having gained re-enlisted pay 
prior to passage of Act of May 11, 1908% Answer: You are 
now in your second enlistment period. . (Re-enlisted pay counts 
only in determining enlistment period of men in Service on 
May 11, 1908.) 


R. J. M. asks: Qualified as sharpshooter Aug. 8, 1908; 
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discharged Dec. 1, 1908; re-enlisted Jan, 31, 1909, for re- 
cruiting service and drawing pay up to and including De- 
cember, 1910. Am I entitled to marksman’s pay while on 
recruiting service? Answer: Your pay as sharpshooter ceased 
with Dec. 31, 1909; entitled to no pay for classification in 


marksmanship after that date in this case. 8S i 
aia aie Cc ee Par. 5, Cir. 


A. S. D.—The pay law of May 11, 1908, which provides 
that hereafter ‘‘an enlistment shall not be regarded as com- 
plete until the soldier shall have made good any time lost 
during an enlistment period by unauthorized absences exceed- 
ing one day,’’ also provides that ‘‘any soldier who receives 
an honorable discharge for the convenience of the Govern- 
ment after having served more than half of his enlistment 
shall be considered as having served an enlistment period.’’ 
As you were out of the Service from 1900 to 1903, you can 
only count your enlistment periods. since Jan. 7, 1903, con- 
tinuous service since which date places you in your third 
period, 

CO. L. D. asks: Enlisted March 14, 1902, discharged March 
13, 1905; out from March 13, 1905, to April 23, 1906; en- 
listed April 23, 1906, discharged, as corporal, Feb. 8, 1907, 
for convenience of Government—warrant, as corporal, con. 
tinued upon re-enlistment ; reduced to the grade of private 
Feb. 16, 1907; discharged Feb. 7, 1910; re-enlisted Feb, 8, 
1910. Is this man entitled to bonus pay, and what enlistment 
period should he be now serving in? Answer: Being in Serv- 
ice on May 11, 1908, in your first enlistment period, from 
which you were discharged Feb. 7, 1910, after completion of 
enlistment, you entered your second enlistment period upon 
re-enlisting, Feb. 8, 1910. If discharged a private, Feb. 7, 
1910, you were entitled to bonus. 


J. G. asks: Enlisted April 21, 1904, discharged April 19, 

1907, convenience of Government; re-enlisted May 20, 1907, 
discharged, by purchase, Oct. 6, 1908—16 months, 26 days; 
re-enlisted Nov. 21, 1908. Do I receive pay of second period 
on June 24, 1910? Answer: You were serving in your second 
enlistment period at date of discharge by purchase, and upon 
re-enlisting you entered the Service in the second enlistment 
period again, and will remain in the second enlistment period 
to the end of present enlistment. 
_ ©. D.—By reference to page 947 of our issue of April 9 
it will be seen that the Brownsville Court of Inquiry sus- 
tain the action of ex-President Roosevelt in dismissing three 
companies of the 25th Infantry for participation in the 
Brownsville affair in 1906. As a result of the court’s in- 
vestigations, only fourteen of the dismissed men are eligible 
for reinstatement. Their names are given in the article above 
referred to.

8TH INFANTRY’S RECORD OF LOYALTY. 

Major E. A. Sherman, of Oakland, Cal., a member of the 
8th Infantry during the Mexican War, furnished a letter 
this week which gives regimental history of interest to the 


8th to-day. It was from this incident that the regimental 
motto, ‘‘Loyalty,’’ was taken. The letter is dated at head- 
quarters, Department of the Gulf, 19th . Army Corps, 


Opelousas, April 25, 1863, and states that nine non-coms. 
and 269 men of the 8th Infantry, whose names are affixed, 
had been exchanged by the rebel government, whose pris- 
oners they were, and arrived at New Orleans on Feb. 25, 
1863, a portion of them under command of Lieutenant Copley 
Amory, 4th Cav., and reached Opelousas April 23. It was 
deemed an act of justice and to relieve them from service 
and to expedite their return to the North. In honor of 
their departure, the commanding general ordered a national 
salute. These troops, the letter says, were shamefully and un- 
conditionally surrendered to the rebel authorities in Texas 
by their commanders on May 9, 1861. ‘*Separated from 
their officers, divided into squads, and removed to distant 
posts on the frontiers of Texas, deprived of pay for more 
than tyo years, they were subjected to degrading labors, 
supplied with scanty food and clothing. Recruiting officers 
visited them daily, offering them commissions and _ large 
bounties to desert their flag. Notwithstanding the false re- 
ports of the overthrow of their government, which seduced 
so many men of higher pretensions and position, unsustained 
by counsel with each other, with few exceptions they repelled 
the bribes and avoided the treason. No government ever had 
more loyal supporters. * * * Thank God! the officers 
could not corrupt the men they commanded. Not a soldier 
or a sailor voluntarily abandoned his post. Let them receive, 
wherever they go, the homage of the Army and Navy to- 
gether.’’ The letter is signed: ‘‘By command of Major Gen- 
eral Banks, Richard B. Irwin, Asst. Adjutant Gen.’’ 

Sergt. Joseph K. Wilson, of Co. A, who joined the 8th 
Infantry in 1844, and seived most gallantly through the 
Mexican War from Palo Alto to the City of Mexico, and sub- 
sequently on the frontiers of Texas, against the Indians, 
swore ‘‘By the Eternal God, the colors of the 8th Infantry 
should never be surrendered to traitors and rebels.’’ He 
removed them from their staffs and wrapped them around his 
body and limbs inside of his clothing and bore them away 
with him in safety. For this act he received a resolution of 
thanks from Congress and a medal struck in his honor ; also 
a commission, and rendered gallant service during the re- 


mainder of the Civil War. He died in the Service at 
Charleston, 8S.C., Sept. 24, 1869, lamented by the entire 
regiment. The other companies of the 8th composed of the 


enlisted men were not so fortunate. The officers who were 
loyal were released on parole and went North and remained 
passive until exchanged, when they returned to duty. ie 

At the close of the article Major Sherman writes: ‘This is 
the only instance in which the enlisted men of the rank and 
file of the Army received the highest honor, that of a national 
salute, and they truly deserved it. Who would not be proud 
of such men and such a regiment!’’
